Victorian is Now Kespectable 


A fortunate professional assign- 
ment permits your columnist some 
opportunities for looking in on the 
antiques business during his odd mo- 
ments in various parts of the coun- 
try. Everywhere, he hears the same 
story. Victorian furnishings have 
come of age. These are now—from 
standpoint of demanid—by far the 
most desirable antiques to have in 
one’s shop and the most admired 
pieces to have in one’s home. HOB- 
BIES, of course, has always recog- 
nized the merits of this mode, but 
the whole movement was long looked 
down upon by a certain clique as 
“midwest taste.” They are now be- 
ginning to clasp Victorian to their 
bosoms; and I recently heard a deal- 
er, who used to brag, “you can sell 
anything down in Texas,” remark that 
he wished to heaven he’d “had sense 
enough not to have sold Belter fur- 
niture and other stuff I thought 
would never be good for such ridicu- 
lously low prices.” The joke is now 
on the other foot and many a dealer 
wishes he could get his Victorian 
stuff back from Texas and the South 
so he could sell it to his next door 
neighbor at three and four times his 
original price. 


Turning historian tor a moment, 
we surmise that the first big boost 
that Victorian received was in the 
opening of the homes of the ante- 
bellum South to the public. Of 
course, many people valued the 
surroundings of their immediate fore- 
bears before this, but they did it rath-

er shamefacedly and without sanction 
from the arbiters of taste. Our grand- 
parents’ furnishings were termed 
“atrocities” by the alleged “experts” 
and only the broken-uown remnants of 
the very earliest American homes 
were granted any place in their lim- 
ited horizons. The priceless pieces of 
the treasure rooms were brought from 
across the sea, and the recommended 
mode of treatment for the “colonial 
home” was usually on a scale of gran- 
deur which went well in a mansion- 
like home or a restoration, but looked 
decidedly out of place in a Brooklyn 
apartment or an Oshkosh bungalow. 
It was the interior decorators and the 
collectors, not the antiques experts, 
who discovered the latent possibilities 
in things Victorian. One after another 
of the smart magazines have run 
articles on how to adapt Victorian 
for gracious and intimate modern liv- 
ing. Your columnist recalls that one 
of his contributions bore the title, 
“Use Grandma’s Antiques, But Leave 
Room For Grandma.” 

The whole thing started in a gay 
and spirited mood; the American In- 
dex of Design caught up with it and 
began to speak of preserving the 
“popular art of the late 19th century.” 
That recognition, coupled with the 
popularity of some of the southern 
pilgrimages, put Victorian in _ its 
rightful place. 

People began to buy with discrimi- 
nation those pieces worthy of museum 
attention, and the real atrocities—of 
which there were not a few—began 
to be eliminated. It is unfortunate 
that our realization of the decorative 
possibilities of Victorian came so late 
that much that was good had already 
been consigned to the bonfire. Yet 
that makes what is left all the more 
revered and valuable. Recently Macy’s, 
“The world’s largest store,” New York 
City, decided to go Victorian for its 
fall season; as a person who aided in 
hunting down the interesting and un- 
usual pieces, this writer can report 
that the chase was both difficult and 
costly. The result, however, was worth 
the effort, as I think is borne out by 
the exhibit, 

We shall, of course, have to pre- 
clude from the admirers those few 
whose eyes are forever dimmed by 
too long exposure to the sun of Eng- 
lish antiquity. 

The Wall-pocket 

It is said that whenever a new use can 
be found for an old gadget, appreci- 
ation and value increases automati- 
cally. Many of us have often been in- 
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trigued with the wall-pockets in which 
our Victorian grandparents stowed 
papers and magazines. Such a use 
would seem untidy by most modern 
standards, and so the wall-pockets 
have gone largely unheeded. But some 
clever soul has recently discovered 
they make a charming holder for 
plants, particularly the climbing ivy, 
and vines. Some of these old wall- 
pockets are hand carved and very 
lovely. Watch their value soar as the 
new usage becomes popular. 


Apostolic Clocks 

It has been my privilege to see only 
two Apostolic clocks. One I could 
have purchased, had I been fully 
aware of its extreme rarity; the other 
was already in a museum when I saw 
it. These clocks were made both in 
this country and abroad by clock 
makers, largely for their own amuse- 
ment or as a tout de force. There 
was no demand for them in homes, 
as they were too large and cum- 
bersome. The one I saw in the shop 
was so tall that the floor had to 
be cut away so as to let it down 
to ceiling height. It, like the clock 
in the museum, was of the Grand- 
father type, the eiavorate carved 
figures intermingled with chimes. 
Different movements and tunes were 
performed for the different hours. 
The owner of this clock knew noth- 
ing of its maker, so ft shall go un- 
named. The other clock, which is in 
the Hershey museum’s Danner col- 
lection, was made in 1878 by John 
Fiester, then 32 years old and a 
native of Lancaster, #a. He spent 
11 years making the clock, then 
mounted it on a wagon and exhibited 
its wonders to the populace. It was 
later given to Mr. Danner in pay- 
ment for his aid ana many kind- 
nesses. 

The clock consists of three sec- 
tions. The lower section is a music 
box that plays upon the appearance 
of trumpeters and the Apostles pro- 
cession in the upper section. The 
middle section represents the ele- 
ments of time. The face shows sec- 
onds, minutes, hours, days of week 
and month, signs of the Zodiac and 
phases of the moon. A face depict- 


ing childhood appears at the 
quarter hour and Father Time 
strikes “one” with his scythe. At 


the second quarter~nour, Youth ap- 
pears and Father Time strikes “two.” 
On the third quarter hour, Middle 
Age appears and Father Time strikes 
“three.” On the fourth quarter hour, 
Old Age appears and Father Time 
strikes “four.” The figure of a skele- 
ton then strikes the appropriate 
hour, In the upper section of the 
Apostolic clock, there is always the 
procession of the twelve apostles, 
made to move in harmony with the 
passage of time. 

In the clock we are describing, the 


procession gets under way at the ap- 
proach of the third quarter hour. 
As Peter appears, a figure repre- 
senting Justice raises her scales, and 
when Peter approaches Christ, a cock 
crows and Peter turns his back on 
Christ. In the case vu: yvudas, we see 
Satan appearing in his window and 
then coming out and following the 
betrayer to see that he carries out 
his part. All figures withdraw from 
view as the Apostolic procession 
passes at the hour’s end, and the 
doors close behind it. 


One wonders at the intricate work- 
manship behind these clocks. They 
present a fine combination of wood- 
carving skill and mechanical genius. 
Many call them the high point in 
clock making, and this is certainly 
true from the standpoint of complex- 
ity and ingenuity. 

This Refinishing Business 


Like all other true collectors, your 
columnist has, at times, tried his 
hand at furniture refinishing. A par- 
ticularly intriguing piece is a sure 
guarantee to set off the urge, even 
in a veteran. Sometimes this urge 
needs to be curbed, especially when 
the article in question is in such 
disrepair that it must be left to an 
expert. Amateurs are advised to 
leave the gloss varnish finish to the 
professionals and % stick to wax, 
shellac or oil. Shellac pine after it is 
scraped down, rub with steel wool 
and then shellac again. Thereafter 
build up the finish with wax and oil. 
Both the wax and the oil finish re- 
quire more labor than finesse. Per- 
sistence and a stout arm will in 
time raise a nice, dull lustre. Solid 
walnut and cherry pieces take kindly 
to hot oil treatments, but mahogany 
veneer requires varnish to bring out 
the beauty of the wood. Years ago 
I learned a trick from an old cab- 
inetman that I always use to obtain 
the dull-rubbed look. To a cup of hot 
raw linseed oil I add a nugget of 
beeswax. Then while the mixture is 
still very warm, it is rubbed into 
the pores of the wood. When dry, 
it is rubbed again. The process is 
repeated until a smooth lustrous 
surface greets the hand and the eye. 

This discussion assumes, of course, 
that the wood in question is already 
smooth and worthy of such fine at- 
tention. For those pieces of mixed, 
difficult or indifferent woods, my 
usual tendency is to paint them. I 
have found that a coat of enamel fol- 
lowed by a rubbing coat of rotten 
stone and wax can be worked in 
many combinations. My favorite base 
colors are a dove yrey and a dusty 
pink. Use these combinations on 
many decorative pieces—chairs, mir- 
rors, tables—that otherwise mean 
little in the natural finish. The old 
world mustiness of the rotten stone

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THE “EYES” HAVE IT 


HEN the history of glasses is 

fully recorded, Optometrist H. H. 
Eveslage of Ohio, can supply several 
chapters. He collects all sorts of eye 
wearing apparel and has about 1000 
different types of glasses. 

Besides glasses used in the various 
periods of history, collector Eveslage 
has specimens in practically all mate- 
rials that ever were used in this in- 
dustry. Besides those illustrated, the 
Eveslage collection contains many 
other items of ophthalmic, historical, 
and composition interest. ; 

There are antique spectacles with 
heavy iron frames; some have fold- 
ing temples with large rings on the 
ends to which the wearer tied a rib- 
bon or cord to make sure the glasses 
did not blow away on a windy day. 
Some have sliding, or extension tem- 
ples, with loops on the ends. Most 
of these types have either round or 
oval lenses. There are spectacles 
with heavy brass frames, similar to 
those with iron frames, and others 
with rectangular and _ octagonal 
shaped lenses, Hand-made spectacles 


with silver frames, some heavyweight 
and others of lighter weight, reveal 
the diversity of the art and science 
of making glasses. Many of the 
early silver frames have the name 
of the maker stamped on them. 


Eye protectors with colored lenses, 
mostly green and blue, which Eves- 
lage has found, show that this style 
is not an innovation of today. One 
pair with horn visuals is a rare type. 
Many have side lenses hinged to the 
frames, which fold out when in use 
and fold back when the protector 
is put into a case. There are an- 
tique shooting glasses also. These 
have blue, green and amber lenses 
which are frosted, except for a small, 
round part in the center of each lens. 


The first automobiles did not have 
wind-shields, so goggles to protect 
the eyes from dust and flying parti- 
cles, were almost indispensable when 
driving the horseless carriages, as 
they were then called. Some of the 
goggles in the collection help to re- 
call those early automobile days. The 
common types have eye cups of fine 
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wire screen, fitted with lenses and 
elastic cord, to attach the goggles to 
the head. 

A unique specimen, recently added 
to the collection, is a pair of glasses 
with leather frames, such aS were 
in use at the end of the 15th cen- 
tury, about the time Columbus sailed 
for America. This pair has been pro- 
tected through the centuries with its 
wooden case of unique design. 

Colonial days, down to the present 
time, are shown in this assembly of 
eye glasses memorabilia. During 
World War I, the government sup- 
plied spectacles to the men in the 
armed forces for the first time. This 
also is being done in the present war. 
Military spectacles also have their 
niche in the spectacles assembly. 

Besides the glasses there are many 
cases for housing them and they, too, 
depict many materials and _ styles. 
Some are imprinted with name and 
address of the dispenser, some from 
our native makers and others from 
remote parts of the world. One case 
of bamboo carries the name of a firm 
in Shanghai. 

Optometrist Eveslage recommends 
the hobby of collecting old eye glass- 
es as one filled with adventure and 
history. He wonders why more peo- 
ple have not adopted this hobby.

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Is It Worthwhile to Collect 
MODERN DOLLS?

vs you ever asked yourself 
whether or not it is worthwhile to 
collect modern dolis? If you are a doll 
collector, you probably have unless 
you are one of those people who 
prefer the old to the new whether it 
be chairs and tables or dolls. 


To begin with, I might as well con- 
fess that I think many of the modern 
dolls, and by that I do not mean 
reproductions, are interesting enough 
in themselves to warrant being a 
collector’s item. Many of them are 
really beautiful and they are ingen- 
ious, representing considerable me- 
chanical ability in one way or an- 
other. For example, there are the 
Betsy Wetsy and Dydee dolls, the 
Shirley Temple dolls that dance and 
the ones that play the pipe organ to 
say nothing of the dolls with the 
gay, flirting eyes and the ones that 
sing and talk. 

In my own collection I have a 
number of dolls that were made to 
represent men and women much in 
the public eye some years ago. There 
is a wax doll which is a very suc- 
cessful likeness of Edmund Keene, 
the famous English actor. The doll is 
dressed in a faded hunter’s-green 
jacket and brown breeches as the 
actor was dressed in one of the scenes 
in the play in which he represented 
Edward IV. His wig is fashioned from 
some of the actor’s hair. How exul- 
tant I felt when he came into my 
possession. Is there any reason to 
suppose that in future years some 
doll collector will not feel equally 
jubilant when she comes upon my 
W. C. Fields doll? Or the gorgeous 
Deanna Durbin doll” 

The W. C. Fielas doll is funny 
enough to cheer one up even though 
the person be in bed with a bad 
cold. I know, for the last time that 
I had a cold I tried it. Not only 
does the doll look exactly like a min- 
iature W. C. Fields, but he is care- 
fully dressed in well-made clothing 
such as one associates with Fields. 
The doll wears spats, checked trous- 
ers, a gray coat, a fancy waistcoat, 
a red tie, and a high hat. When the 
string in his back is pulled his lower 


jaw moves up and down in a convinc- 
ing manner, and one can almost hear 
him say, “Now let me see, a skeleton 
key, a lady’s diamond ring, a pair of 
handcuffs, a book of directions for 
opening a safe, now how do you sup- 
pose that got into my pocket? But 
no tickets. What coutd I have done 
with them?” 

The Charlie McCarthy doll comes 
resplendent in a well-tailored tuxedo 
or tails, sport suits suitable for wear 
of an afternoon, or travel clothes con- 
sisting of polo coat, scarf, daytime 
suit, and beret. 

Poor Mortimer Snerd does not have 
such a large wardrobe. Far as I know, 
this doll, a miniature of Edgar Ber- 
gen’s ventriloquist dummy Mortimer 
Snerd, has but the one suit of clothes. 

Dolls such as Fields and Mortimer 
Snerd and Charlie McCarthy are real 
conversation picker-uppers. I think 
even Elsa Maxwell would approve of 
the way that a Charlie McCarthy doll 
injected life into a party that was 
getting off to a bad start the other 
evening. Guest after guest made at- 
tempts to get the conversatioral ball 
rolling without much _ success, for 
most of the people in the gathering 
had never met before that evening 
and there seemed to be no common 
meeting ground until a common inter- 
est was found in Charlie. Little old 
Charlie was sitting out in the hall in 
a dark corner saying nothing to any- 
one when the prettiest girl there dis- 
covered him and invited him to join 
the group. Arm in arm they entered 
the living room and from then on, 
tongues began to fly and people be- 
gan to pep up. 

All over the country the night that 
Charlie McCarthy is on the air, 
plumbers, college professors, grocery- 
men, and their wives and sweethearts 
and children, plan their evening so 
they can be close to the radio when 
Charlie starts to broadcast. 

As many of you wno collect modern 
dolls undoubtedly have a Henry doll, 
it might be well to give a few words 
here to his creator. The creator of 
Henry is Carl Anderson. I read some- 
where, I think it was in the Post, 
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that Carl Anderson, like his brain 
child, the comic strip character, played 
hookey, with what doting mothers 
called “the bad boys” when he was a 
boy. Many feel that Henry grew out 
of Carl Anderson’s subconscious mem- 
ories of his happy mischievious days. 
Anderson has said that he visualizes 
Henry as a platinum blonde with a 
shaved head, and not bald as so 
many think. 

It seems that the name Henry just 
happened to be given to him. It hasn’t 
any particular significance and accord- 
ing to Mr. Anderson he might just 
as well have been Frankie, Johnnie, 
or Freddie. The name has fitted him, 
however, but Mr. Anderson doesn’t 
know just why. 

Mr. Anderson was born in Madison, 
Wis., and appeared destined to be- 
come a rill hand until a year of art 
school in San Francisco started him 
off on his present career. 

Before leaving Henry I suppose that 
I should have said that he is one of 
the most popular dolls, particularly 
with the general public and children. 
You should hear the children shout 
with joy whenever they spy Henry 
in an exhibit. 

“There’s Henry, good old Henry,” 
they exclaim. By the way, that is 
the very remark that they usually 
make when they see Popeye, the 
Sailor Man. 

Many of us have been a little slow 
in realizing that there are fashions 
in dolls just as there are in gowns, 
hats, jewelry, house furnishings, dog 
collars, and almost everything else. 
Where are the Charlie Chaplin dolls 
of yesterday if this is not true? And 
the Jackie Coogan’s? And the Buster 
Brown’s? And the earlier Admiral 
Dewey’s? Many of them have been 
reduced to ashes, I suppose, and many 
others have gone to the “Land Where 
the Woodbine Twineth.” I hope that 
there are some left still that will 
eventually come to life for all who 
want them for their collections. 

Like the winter snow, the dolls 
popular one Christmas are gone from 
the store’s counters the next Christ- 
mas. It seems but yesterday that 
whenever one entered a toy depart- 
ment of a big store dozens of little 
dwarfs peered down at one. Their 
little black eyes looked out from the 
showcases, down from the shelves, and 
out from the boxes and bins. Doc, 
Sleepy, Grumpy, and all the rest were 
there in multiple numbers and now 
you go to your favorite toy shop and 
ask for Doe and maybe he’s in and 
maybe he isn’t. 

A friend who collects dolls used 
to remark to me, “What is the point 
of collecting modern dolls? Anyone 
with a little money can buy them. 
They are everywhere.” 

Modern dolls are everywhere—un- 
til they are sold out, and maybe they

Ten or 12 years ago I used to see 
counters full of Uncle Walt and Skee- 
zix dolls. I didn’t have a doll collec- 
tion then so I didn’t buy any. Now 
I would like some, but there are none 
to be haa. 

Walt Disney’s clever dolls, Pinoc- 
chio and Jiminy-Cricket, his Three 
Little Pigs, and his Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs have made a very 
real contribution to the pleasure of 
both children and adult collectors. 
And so have Madame Alexander’s 
Little Women dolls and her dark- 
haired, dark-eyed Jane Withers and 
the Dionne Quintuplets. There are 
some dolls! And Dafoe, and _ the 
pretty nurse doll. I mustn’t forget 
these specimens of recent years. 

In 1910 a friend of mine spent the 
year in Europe with her parents. At 
that time she was a very little girl. 
Of course, she had to have a doll 
or two from every country that was 
visited, and what an interesting group 
they made. Doubly interesting, be- 
cause none of the dolls offered then 
are offered now except in antique 
shops. I have several of these dolls 
in my collection and the one that I 
enjoy most is a small doll represent- 
ing Kaiser Wilhelm in full-dress uni- 
form. The doll is carried out with 
unexpected faithfulness in detail, for 
not only is every little button and 
medal in place on his uniform, but 
his build and physical characteristics 
are correct even to a withered arm 
that is shorter than the other. 

Several times in the past 30 years 
manufacturers have offered dolls 
whose faces have been wrinkled up 
as though they were crying. I have 
always felt that these dolls were 
unusual enough to be desirable in a 
collection. I have two or three dif- 
ferent types in my own collection 
and yet I have never seen any of 
them in other collections. As far as 
I know there are none of these avail- 
able through the regular channels at 
present. 

Another doll that seems desirable to 
me that was popular a few years ago, 
say five or six years, is Snoozy, 
manufactured by the same company 
that manufactured the Shirley Temple

dolls. This baby doll, life size in its 
largest size, has the expression of 
a sleepy baby who has its mouth 
open in a big yawn. Another feature 
of this doll was its well modeled legs 
and arms, made of rubber. The little 
toes have the same “crinkly” for- 
mation of a baby’s toes. I think that 
it’s a very appealing doll. 

Baby Sandy and Baby Snooks are 
among the later additions to the doll 
world. And I musn’t forget Scarlett 
O’Hara. No doubt, many doll collec- 
tors have already been won over by 
these dolls. Skippy patterned after 
the comic strip character Skippy isn’t 
always available. The Lone Ranger 
is sometimes. 

An interesting contrast between 
the old and the new dolls is to show 
a new Mrs. Abraham Lincoln doll 
with one of the old dolls. The several 
manufacturers show George and Mar- 
tha Washington, and Abraham and 
Mrs. Lincoln dolls. 

The Sonja Henie is almost as gay 
and pretty as the real girl. Certainly 
a desirable addition to anyone’s col- 
lection. 

Let’s remember not to be too high 
hat and turn-up-the-noseish toward 
modern dolls, for the oldest doll in 
your collection was one day a modern

ITH the addition of the collection 

of the late Mrs. Edith R. West 

of Milwaukee, Wis., the State His- 

torical Society museum at Madison, 

Wis., now has 500 dolls on display

These 
include a “‘beefeater” in a red, yellow 
and black suit with Tudor ruff; Scot- 
tish dolls in kilts; Welsh dolls with 
tall, black “witch” hats; dolls from 
the Zuider Zee with crisp, starched 
white bonnets; Bavarian dolls with 
velvet stomachers.

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SLAVE BRACELETS 


By E. Z. STOWELL 


LAVE bracelets, as used in the 
Orient for centuries, are little 
handcuffs of gold or silver fastened 
on the wrists of a favorite wife or 
concubine by her husband or master, 
Just as with slave anklets, these fem- 
inine manacles are sometimes set with 
jewels and are works of art. 
Heredotus, the Greek historian, 
seems to have been the first to men- 
tion slave bracelets. He tells how 
Cambyses, King of Persia, sent an 
ambassador. bearing gifts, to the 
King of the Ethiopians, When the 


latter examined the gifts that had 
been brought to him, he discovered 
among them a pretty set of gold hand- 
cuffs with a frail gold chain. Think-

ing that this was a set of manacles 
for a prisoner, he was amused and 
told the ambassador ‘We have strong- 
er fetters than these!” They were in- 
stead, slave bracelets from Cambyses’ 
harem and may well have been in- 
tended for the recipient’s favorite 
slave, 

Evidently the Ethiopians appreci- 
ated the gift. When the Greek story- 
teller Heliodorus wrote his Ethiopi- 
an History, a thousand years later, 
he noted that the Ethiopian King of 
that age kept a beautiful Greek slave 
girl in gold handcuffs. 

The Romans adopted slave brace- 
lets from the Orientals. Probably the 
most famous woman ever to wear 
such bracelets was Queen Zenobia of 
Palmyra. This little kingdom in the 
Syrian desert was conquered by the 
Roman emperor Aurelian in 273 A. 
D. The emperor had some special 
ideas concerning his beautiful captive 
queen. He took her to Rome and ex- 
hibited her to the Roman populace 
in a gigantic triumph. She was led in 
the procession by a chain attached to 
a gold slave collar and her wrists 
were manacled with gold slave brace- 
lets. After the triumph, the emperor 
installed her in a villa on the Tiber, 
and there is qa statue of her, in the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, show- 
ing her elaborate bracelets, 

A high point in the use of slave 
jewelry was reached during the rule 
of the Abbasid caliphs in Bagdad in 
the ninth century: the “Arabian 
Nights” period. The historian Al-Ta- 
barj mentions the Caliph Haroun al- 
Wathiq and his custom of selecting 
the choicest female captives for his 
harem. The favored ones were mana- 
cled in jeweled slave bracelets of 
gold or silver; others were fettered 
with colorful slave anklets. 

The daughters of wealthy Oriental 
families have always been secluded 
and guarded with great care, When 
such a girl is to be married, it is the 
custom in certain parts of the Mos- 
lem east for her parents to keep her 
confined in slave anklets and brace- 
lets until the wedding day. The 
daughter’s chains not only make 
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doubly sure of her protection during 
that period, but also accustom her to 
fetters such as she will have to wear 
as a wife. The use of such bridal 
chains was noted by the French trav- 
eller, Roger, in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. His account of such a marriage 
custom in Palestine reads: 

“Her (the bride’s) consent is not 
necessary; it is sufficient that the 
parents are satisfied by putting into 
their purse a part of the money from 
the sale of their daughter; on their 
part, they buy her garments called 
arquie, made like a little sugar loaf 
and worn on the head, and silver 
manacles called esoure which are 
worn on the wrists, and other fetters

Found: A Record 
By Lillian Russell

NE of the most famous names in 

the annals of the American Thea- 
tre was that of Lillian Russell, ac- 
tress, singer, beauty, whose career 1s 
too well known to require much com- 
ment here. Although the heyday of 
this glorious woman was beginning 
to wane as that of the permanent 
dise record was beginning to wax, it 
has always seemed strange that Lil- 
lian Russel] did not extend her career 
into the province of the gramophone.

able to the general public, is the only 
known recording of Lillian Russell in 
existence, It was privately made on 
March 12, 1912, when the singer was 
51. The acompaniment was provided 
by a small orchestra and mechanical- 
ly the record is on a par with the 
standards of the day. 


As a vocalist, Lillian Russell might 
have enjoyed considerable success in 
grand opera, had she so chosen. But 
in opera she probably would have 
been only one of many; in the music 
hall she reigned supreme for years, 
and she was wise in following Melba’s 
advice to stick to her metier. At any 
rate, she had a real voice and even 
though at 51 she might have been 
past her prime, it is a real voice 
that we hear on this record, full and 
mellow in tone. It has been reported 
that the artist was not pleased with 
her work as recorded, and while fur- 
ther experience in the art of record 
making might have enabled her to 
do herself a greater degree of justice, 
the record now published for the first 
time is a definitely worthwhile sou- 
venir as it stands. According to Peter 
Hugh Reed, editor of THE AMERI- 
CAN MUSIC LOVER, who heard 
Lillian Russell in person, it serves to 
convey some of the sweetness of her 
vocal quality. Personally, I find it 
decidedly pleasing in this respect but 
cannot say as much for the song, 
which is dull and stupid. Yet this 
very song is closely and sentimentally 
associated with Lillian Russell. In 
fact, when I told a friend of mine who 
had heard the great lady in person 
that a record of Lillian Russell had 
finally turned up, the reply was: 
“What does she sing, ‘Come down ma 
evenin’ star’?”’ It seems that its com- 
poser, John (“Honey”) Stromberg 
who had composed and conducted for

the old Weber & Fields Music Hall, 
where Lillian often appeared, was at 
home, ill, one day in 1902 and re- 
quested a visit from the prima donna 
as he had in mind a new song for 
her. A few days later he committed 
suicide and the manuscript was found 
in his coat pocket. Lillian was seldom 
able to get through the song, which 
she sang frequently thereafter, with- 
out a catch in her throat. At a Weber 
& Fields reunion in 1912, the very 
year this record was made, she sang 
it and reduced a distinguished audi- 
ence to tears, Old timers may well 
find that the record produces the 
same effect. 
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Two Famous Contraltos 
Recently Dead 


Sigrid Onegin and Maria Gay 


On June 18, in Magliaso, Switzer- 
land, Sigrid Onegin, famous German- 
Swedish contralto, died at the age of 
52. This brilliantly gifted singer re- 
corded extensively for Polydor in the 
early Twenties, Her first American 
records were listed in the 1923 Bruns- 
wick catalog and her first association 
with that company lasted through the 
early days of electrical recording. In 
1928, Onegin became a Victor-Gramo- 
phone Company artist, recording in 
the U.S.A., England and Germany 
for some years, 

Maria Gay Zenatello died in New 
York City on July 29. She was 64 
years old. The voice and style of this 
famous Carmen may be studied on 
records made over a _ long period. 
Bauer lists black G&T and Favorite 
discs recorded in Paris, 1903-05. There 
was a series of Gramophone discs 
that originated in London, 1908, of 
which two numbers from “Carmen” 
were pressed here by Victor. To 
American collectors Maria Gay is best 
known through her Columbia records 
of 1911 and later.

HROUGHOUT its career, the 

American Quartet, although it 
sang many popular sentimental songs, 
specialized in ragtime and comedy 
numbers. With Billy Murray and Steve 
Porter as two of its members, that 
was no doubt inevitable. The Victor 
catalog declared that “in popular 
songs of the day and humorous 
specialties, they are unequaled,” and 
anybody hearing their records of 
“That Mysterious Rag,” “That Hyp- 
notizing Man,” “The Skeleton Rag,” 
and dozens of others of the same genre 
must agree that when it came to in- 
tricate comedy singing the foursome 
had no serious competition. 

On the other hand, I don’t believe 
a better example of perfect quartet 
singing of the old school has ever 
been made than the Edison Diamond 
Dise of “Moonlight Bay,” sung by the 
Premier (Edison name for American) 
Quartet. 

Many of the biggest selling records 
of the 10-year period from 1910 to 
1920 were made by the American.

Trip to Buffalo” sketch (as a cylinder, 
it was the first record I ever heard) 
and the American remade it, with a 
change whereby the Irish hero was 
going to the “Boof-a-lo convention,” 
to be nominated by the Democrats 
for the Presidency. Coupled with the 
cowboy song, “Denver Town,” it went 
well. 


When “Oh, You Beautiful Doll” 
came along, the American recorded 
it. A month or so after it had been 
placed on the market, a famous poet 
wrote a letter in which he declared, 
“T can’t bring myself to address you 
as either gentlemen or men,” and in- 
dignantly inquired how “four such 
singers could bring yourselves to sing 
such appalling trash.” The Quartet 
replied that the record had already 
sold more than a million copies and 
was still going strong; consequently, 
their sense of artistry was not too 
greatly outraged. In a sense, time has 
made a mockery of the poet, for, 
despite the silly words of “Beautiful 
Doll,” its irresistible tune has already 
sent it well on its way to being an 
American folk classic. 


I have already mentioned typical 
ragtime numbers as sung by the 
American. One of their big hits of 
1913 was “Sailing Down the Chesa- 
peake Bay.” Another was “And the 
Green Grass Grew All Around.” In 
1914 there were such masterpieces 
as “Do You Take This Woman for 
Your Lawful Wife?” “Chinatown, My 
Chinatown” and “It’s a Long, Long 
Way to Tipperary.” Steve was still 
making comic talking records on oc- 
casion, but singing with the quartet 
took up most of his time and energy. 


The ensemble held together in its 
original form until 1918 or 1919, when 
Bill Hooley died and Donald Chalm- 
ers became the bass “foundation.” 
When Murray’s joint Victor-Edison 
contract expired in 1919 and he de- 
cided to free-lance for a time, the 
American sang for virtually all the 
phonograph companies of the day. 
Sometimes it called itself the Ameri- 
can Quartet; sometimes, the Premier; 
sometimes, the Premier-American, 
and, on one occasion at least, the 
Murray Quartet. 

In 1920 a new male quartet, the 
Harmonizers, came into being, with 
Steve as its baritone. The other mem- 
bers were Charles Hart, Billy Jones 
and Harry Donaghy. It free-lanced 
exclusively, but lasted only a couple 
of years. Murray by this time had 
signed an exclusive Victor contract, 
and Porter was still the American 
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Quartet baritone. In 1924 Murray and 
Ed Smalle made a record of “What 
Does the Pussy Cat Mean When She 
Says Meow?” in which the versatile 
Steve did the voices of both the “dog” 
and: “cat.” 

Meanwhile, Edison and some of the 
small companies, such as Grey Gull, 
continued to issue such monologs as 
“Flanagan’s Real Estate Deal” and 
“Flanagan in a Restaurant.” For Edi- 
son, Steve teamed up with Ernie Hare 
and made a new recording of Len 
Spencer’s immortal comic sketch, “The 
Arkansas Traveler.” He also made a 
number of sketches, of rural rather 
than Irish humor, with Billy Jones, 
just as he had done with Byron Har- 
lan years before. 

Here I may as well say that Steve 
Porter’s recording activities were so 
vast and so varied it has been next to 
impossible to touch on them all. I have 
not, for instance, mentioned as yet 
the comic sketches, such as “The Joke- 
smiths,” which he made with Len 
Spencer, or such rapid-fire dialogs as 
“Trish Wit,” done with Murray’s 
assistance. Nor have I spoken of the 
Rambler Minstrel Company, composed 
of himself, Murray, Collins and Har-

appearances as well as a series of re- 
cordings for all the companies, In at 
least one instance he introduced to 
record fans a performer otherwise 
entirely unknown to collectors—“Miss 
Emma Forbes,” a sweet-voiced woman 
who assisted him in “Mrs. Hiram 
Offen Discharges Bridget O’Sullivan.” 
Once or twice he helped Cal Stewart 
in “Uncle Josh” records. 

During his later years, when he 
had turned gray but still had bushy 
black eyebrows, Steve was not de- 
pendent upon phonograph or theat- 
rical work for his income. Many of 
his admirers will be surprised to learn 
that he became wealthy through an 
invention, but that is the truth. His 
mother-in-law was deaf, so ingenious 
Mr. Porter set out to aid her. He 
designed a hearing device which he 
called the Port-o-phone. It was named 
after himself, of course, although the 
name bears more than a little re- 
semblance to the old Zon-o-phone 
phonograph name. It worked so well 
for the mother-in-law that he placed 
it on the market and was still selling 
it in large quantities at the time of 
his death.

Steve Porter’s passing came sud- 
denly. One spring day in 1936 he had 
left his New York office and was 
walking down the street when he had 
a heart attack. He fell, striking his 
head against the curb. The head in- 
jury would have been serious in it- 
self, but he was dead from the seizure 
by the time a physician could be 
summoned. He was 72 years years of 
age. Billy Murray, Walter Scanlan 
and many others of his old phono- 
graph friends sadly attended the ser- 
vices at Frank Campbell’s funeral 
parlors. 

From every standpoint Steve Porter 
was a great artist, as popular stand- 
ards go. He was not merely a brilliant 
Irish comedian, he was such an ac- 
complished singer that the American 
Quartet wouldn’t have seemed the 
same without him. His recording 
career extended over 30 years, and he 
was as good when he appeared before 
the microphone for the last time as 
he was the first time he saw a record- 
ing horn. As the collecting of old 
“popular” records grows apace, so is 
his fame likely to increase and to be- 
come permanent and enduring. 

Peace to his ashes!

“SACRING WHEEL” 


By ALLIS M. HUTCHINGS 


T was easy to feach the Indian 

boy acolyte to turn the handle of 
the wheel; he could appreciate the 
tinkle of the bells which sounded at 
his turning, for they were an im- 
portant part of the services before 
the Mission altar. A few of the Fran- 
ciscan Missions of California still 
have such wheels among their relics, 
with bells missing however, and with 


not all the spokes of the wheel 
intact. 
The building of the California 


Missions was between 1769 to 1823. 
Since those historic years, many of 
the bells, even those larger which 
used to hang in the campanarios, 
have been scattered and lost. The 
Franciscan padres came from Mexi- 
co with the Spanish soldiers sent by

the king of Spain to conquer the 
land now known as California. Of 
course, the object of the padres was 
to convert the Indians to Christian- 
ity. They undertook it with great 
religious zeal, but the conversions 
were slow. As it was not possible 
to manufacture bells in this new 
wilderness, they were brought by 
the priests. The erection of a cross 
of crudely hewn branches, and the 
hanging of bells were among the first 
proceedings in the founding of a 
Mission. If later the priests had to 
leave the locality on account of hos- 
tility of the Indians or other causes, 
the bells were often hidden and 
buried to await a more opportune 
time. 

In Mexico the padres had been 
accustomed to sacring wheels, where 
they are still in use today. In the 
larger churches, where there are 
choir stalls, the wheel is often at- 
tached to the wall over the seats, 
and has a rope attachment, which is 
pulled at the time the tinkling of 
bells is required in the Mass. 

The wheel on a standard is much 
simpler to manipulate and it is this 
kind that was used in the California 
Missions, At Mission Inn, in River- 
side, California, there is such a bell 
wheel, considered one of the choicest 
of its famous bell collection. The 
diameter of the wheel is 23 inches, 
and the total height, including the 
bells, is 48 inches. There are six 
bells of approximately the same size, 
but with a little difference in weight, 
having different tones, and produc- 
ing not unpleasant harmony when 
the handle at the hub of the wheel 
is turned. Many years ago, this set 
was sent from Mexico. They are at 
least two hundred years old. Each 
bell has a shank of about two inches 
imbedded in the wood of the wheel. 
The wheel is a reproduction made in 
the Mission Inn carpenter shop. 

It is easy to understand that the 
Indian acolyte undoubtedly took great 
pride in having a part in the Mass 
at the Mission altars, and unless de- 
terred, might like to give the wheel 
an extra turn or two. Bell enthu- 
siasts at Mission Inn often have to 
be requested to refrain from wind- 
ing the wheel too many times, so as 
not to disturb the serenity of the 
St. Francis Chapel where the sacring 
bells stand at the side of an altar.

treatment creates an almost morbid 
sense of genteel shabbiness and 
brings out a subtlety otherwise un- 
obtainable. Theatricality is also an 
underlying characteristic’ of these 
pieces. A whole room done in such 
a manner would be hideous. As an 
accent note, however, quite the re- 
verse feeling is achieved. If you try 
this or the other finishes recom- 
mended by the amateur, here is a 
wish for power to your elbow! 


The Poonah 


At about the same time that sten- 
cil painting became the favored com- 
mercial method of decorating furni- 
ture and tin-ware, thousands of 19th 
century young ladies were introduced 
to the joys of painting on silk, vel- 
vet, and linens with the aid of sten- 
cils. This is the origin of the Poonah, 
or Theorem painting, now in such 
vogue among collectors of primitives. 
The advantage of the Poonah over 
straight painting is obvious. With 
a collection of stencils cut from 
parchment and paper, the would-be 
decorator could concoct her own ar- 
rangement and at the same time be 
spared the more laborious details of 
figure sketching. Several painting 
books and instructor’s guides were 
available, and many stencil cutting 
suggestions were contained therein. 
Thus, some of the more ambitious 
home artists cut their own stencils, 
blocked them on the velvet or linen, 
and filled in the rest of their crea- 
tion free-hand to make a completed 
picture. The decorative value of 
most Poonahs that I have seen is 
very high. All have a charming 
naivete that catches and holds the 
eye, Memorial Poonahs showing the 
bereaved wife and children at the 
tomb have a way of looking almost 
gay rather than of being a sad re- 
minder. Fearful and marvelous land- 
scapes shout “welcome” as you look 
into their lush depths. Perhaps the 
most charming of all stencil-aided 
painting are the theorems of flowers 
and fruit. Here the painter is given 
her own fancy as to color and com- 
position, but is bolstered by the sten- 
cil-cutter’s talent for line and per- 
spective. The result is highly deco- 


‘rative and very satisfying art to live 


with. 

Considerable research has_ been 
done in the field of Poonah painting. 
Original stencils have been uncovered, 
as well as instruction books on the 
subject. Porter’s “A select collection 
of valuable and curious arts,’ pub- 
lished in Concord, N. H., in 1825, 
shows many adaptations. Incidental- 
ly, it is the Poonah of this early 
vintage that usually is most valuable, 
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Anecdotes of Ambrogiotto Bordone 


By VERNON VARICK 


Fy cenntegndaitd BORDONE, better 
known as Giotto, a great painter, 
architect, and sculptor, was born in 
1276. He was the son of a poor 
shepherd, and passed the earliest 
years of his life in watching flocks 
in his native Tuscan valley of Ves- 
pignano. Here he first essayed to re- 
produce on a fragment of slate the 
forms of nature surrounding him, 
and to the subtle influences of these 
early associations may be ascribed 
much of the devotion which Giotto’s 
perfected works evince toward nature 
in her purest and most winning as- 
pects. 

One of Giotto’s simple designs, 
representing a sheep, having fallen 
under the notice of Cimabue, that 
artist rode into the valley of Ves- 
pignano and sought out the boy. He 
offered to take the boy to Florence 
and Giotto’s father consented. Giot- 
to’s intuitive perception of the “true” 
in art speedily emancipated him 
from the conventionalities, although 
it is true that Cimabue himself had 
previously taken steps in this direc- 
tion. In Giotto’s paintings, however, 
we first markedly observe instead of 
the flat elongated forms and lifeless 
features of the Byzantine types, fig- 
ures imbued with the varied action 
and expression of nature, and exhib- 
iting besides an ideal elevation and 
grandeur of character. He first also 
practiced the art of grouping with 
due regard to the sentiment and 
action of the composition, and gave 
simplicity and grace to the draping 
outline; in short, he effected a pro- 
found reformation in the style of 
art, which from his era assumed 
its rightful alliance with the beauti- 
ful in nature. 

Giotto did much work in Florence; 
he also, about 1300, executed fres- 
coes in the Lower Church of Assisi; 
from 1303-1306 he painted his beau- 
tiful pictures in the Cappella dell’ 
Arena, at Padua, by which the genius 
of Giotto is now most fully shown. 
He worked at Rimini also, and about 
1330 was employed by King Robert 


of Naples, who conferred many 
honors upon him, and made him a 
member of his own household. In 
1834 Giotto was made the chief 
master of the cathedral works in 
Florence, as well as of the city forti- 
fications and all architectural under- 
takings by the city authorities. He 
held this high position but three 
years. He died on January 8, 1337. 

He executed the Dome at Florence, 
while from his designs the Campan- 
ile was built, He was the beloved 
friend of Dante, and of all the great 
souls of his age. He, himself, pre- 
sented a rare union of genius, know]l- 
edge, and wit, combined with the ut- 
most equanimity of humor and mas- 
sive good sense. The restorer of 
portraiture, his pencil has_ trans- 
mitted to our day the features and 
personality of his cserished Dante, 
of Brunetto Latini, Corso Donati, 
and other celebrities; and in return 
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“All passes, Art alone 
Enduring stays to us; 
The Bust out-lasts the throne— 
The coin, Tiberius.”

we find his name enshrined with rev- 
erence in all the grand literary 
works of the times, especially in those 
of Dante, Boccaccio, and Petrarca. 
The works of this illustrious man 
are too numerous to be recorded 
here, but we may mention some of 
the principal. “The Coronation of 
The Virgin,” in the Church of Santa 
Croce at Florence; “A Last Supper,” 
in the’ refectory; the famous 
mosaic executed at Rome for Pope 
Boniface VIII, named “La Na- 
vicella,”’ and representing St. Peter 
walking on the waves, a wonderful 
work, which has unhappily suffered 
in the successive repairs it has re- 
quired; the frescoes of the “Seven 
Sacraments,” painted at Naples in 
the church of the Incoronata, one of 
the most perfect of his works in 
point of preservation; and innumer- 
able other minor works. 


It was Giotto who made the rep- 
resentation of the crucifix far more 
refined and Christ-like than it had 
ever been. Before his time every effort 
had been made to picture physical 
agony alone. Giotto gave a gentle 
face, full of suffering, 1t 1s true, but 
also expressive of tenderness and 
resignation, and it would not be easy 
to paint a better crucifix than those 
of this master. 


In person Giotto was so ugly that 
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his admirers made jokes about it; 
but he was witty and attractive in 
conversation. There are many anec- 
dotes told of Giottu. Une is that on 
a very hot day in Naples, King Rob- 
ert said to the painter: “Giotto, if 
I were you, I would leave work, and 
rest.” Giotto quickly replied: ‘So 
would I, sire, if I were you.” When 
the same king asked him to paint 
a picture which would represent his 
kingdom, Giotto drew an ass bearing 
a saddle on which were a crown and 
sceptre, while at the feet of the 
ass there was a new saddle with a 
shining new crown and sceptre, at 
which the ass was eagerly smelling. 
By this he intended to show that 
the Neapolitans were so fickle that 
they were always looking for a new 
king, 

There is a story which has been 
often repeated that tells us, that 
in order to paint his crucifixes so 
well, Giotto persuaded a man to be 
bound to a cross for an hour as a 
model; and when he had him there 
he stabbed him, in order to see such 
agony as he wished to paint. When 
the Pope saw the picture he was so 
pleased with it that he wished to 
have it for his own chapel; then 
Giotto confessed what he had done. 
The Pope was so angry that he 
threatened the painter with death, 
upon which Giotto brushed the pic- 
ture over so that it seemed to be 
destroyed. Then the Pope so re- 
gretted the loss of the crucifix that 
he promised to pardon Giotto if he 
would paint him another as_ good. 
Giotto exacted the promise in writ- 
ing, and then, with a wet sponge, 
removed the wash he had used, and 
the picture was as good as before. 
According to tradition all famous 
crucifixes were drawn from this pic- 
ture ever after. 


When Boniface VIII sent a mess- 
enger to invite Giotto to Rome, the 
messenger asked Giotto to show him 
something of the art which had made 
him so famous. Giotto, with a pencil, 
by a single motion drew so perfect 
a circle that it was thought to be a 
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Philadelphia.

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A MEMORIAL MUSEUM 


NOW Hill, Md., recently honored 

its oldest citizen, Mrs. Julia A. 
Purnell, now in her 100th year, with 
the opening of a museum in her 
honor. It is known as the Julia Pur- 
nell Memorial Museum. 

Leading figure in the establishment 
of the museum was her son, William 
Z. Purnell, well known florist and 
evergreen dealer of that city. A ma- 
jority of the 1,000 or more antiques 
and rare articles which have been 
placed on exhibition in the Museum, 
represent a lifelong collection of rel- 
ics by Mr. Purnell, and scores of 
interesting museum specimens were 
presented by friends and admirers. 

The museum occupies 240-square 
feet of floor space in a one-story build- 
ing. One end of the museum is de- 
voted to dozens of needlework pic- 
tures which Mrs. Purnell made her- 
self. 

One of the oddities of the natural 
history world in the Museum is a 
petrified clam. It was found several 
hundred feet below tne surface when 
a well was being dug in the environs 
of the town. 

Mrs. Purnell was born in the town 
in which she still resides, on October 
27, 1843. Her memories long before 
the Civil War are interesting ones. 
And she enjoys gathering her friends 
about her, either in public or in 
private, to relate stories of the cus- 
toms, people and life in her zom- 
munity in the long ago. 

The high cost of the present day 
commodities are not new to tuis cen- 
tenarian. She recalls the time when 
calico sold for 50c per yard during 
the Civil War, sugar 50c per pound, 
and coffee 75c per pound. As a sub- 
stitute for coffee, parched bread 
crust, corn and wheat were used. 

She also remembers an interesting 
contrast in prices, when a goose sold 
for 25c, and a chicken for one levy 
(12¥%2c); when men worked for $1 
per day and women for 50c, laboring 
from sunrise to sunset. 

Mrs. Purnell’s recollections really 
make the old days come to life again. 
She remembers when travel was done 
only by sailing vessels, gigs, ox carts 
or stage coach. She used to visit 
Salisbury, Md., which meant seven 
to nine hours of travel by stage coach 


over the 22-mile route. She remem- 
bers when grain was trodden out by 
horses walking over it; when she 
made candles; when slaves attended 
church with their masters and sat in 
the gallery. 


She remembers when women wore 
hoop skirts. She wore them, too, and 
made her first hoops from barrel 
hoop and grape vines; when most sick 
people were supped or bled by the 
doctors; when ice was harvested from 
the river or ponds; when the best wal- 
nut coffin sold for $50 and gum cof- 
fins for $15; when one would shear 
the sheep, thin, card, spin the wool 
and weave it in a material they called 
“fustian,” colored with walnut hulls 
and bark of trees; when tree branches 
were used for brooms; when men sat 
one one side of the church and women 
on the other; when matches were ex- 
pensive and twisted paper lamp- 
lighters were used instead. 


She recalls the days wmen sand was 
used on floors instead of carpets; 


when hog bladders were used for hot 





water bottles and ice caps and when 
the undertaker desired to hold the 
body for several days he would place 
it in a box with ice and salt. 

Mrs. Purnell used to entertain her 
boy friend in the kitchen before the 
fireplace. They amused themselves 
roasting apples, sweet potatoes or 
some other edible, in the fireplace. At 
ten o’clock her father, who slept in 
the adjoining room would clear his 
throat. That was the signal for the 
boy friend to make his departure. 

Although reminiscing is pleasant 
for her she does not live in the past. 
She is too busy with her hobby of 
needlework and dozens of interesting 
specimens attest to her ability, enthu- 
siasm and energy. 


ALL-AMERICAN ART

It is the Whitney Museum of Ameri- 
can Art, founded in 1930 by Gertrude 
Vanderbilt Whitney.

MUSEUM NEWS 
From Here and There 


There are here and there through- 
out the country, many smaller and 
little known museums that are 
making fine contributions to the 
preservation of the arts. For in- 
stance, in the Dinand Memorial Li- 
brary of the College of the Holy 
Cross, Worcester, Mass., is a fine col- 
lection of ancient coins, Egyptian 
writing tablets, noted religious paint- 
ings, books and autographs. 

Most of the coins were the gift of 
Congressman Foster Stearns of New 
Hampshire, former Holy Cross librar- 
ian, who collected them in his travels 
abroad. 

Among the paintings is an original 
Rembrandt, a portrait of the Duke of 
Sette; a portrait of Pope Pius IV by 
Titian; Annunciation and Salvatore

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Indian Exhibit 


The Dayton, Ohio, Public Library 
Museum has installed 50 cases of 
Indian relics and curios on its first 
floor, according to The Museum News. 

The first exhibit case shows the 
migration route of the first Mongols 
across the Bering Strait from Siberia. 
The next twelve exhibits show the 
various empires of pre-Columbian 
tribes—the Incas, Aztecs, Mayas, and 
Moundbuilders. Charts, maps, and pic- 
tures illustrate where, when, and how 
such people lived. Next come the ex- 
hibits of the Pueblo and Alaskan 
Indians. Nearly 25 exhibits display 
items of the Plains Indians and Eski- 
mos. 

There are also three cases of South 
American Indian objects, and last of 
all, against a jungle background, is a 
shrunken head. One of the attractions 
at the museum is a new addition to 
the live animal department, a Rhesus 
monkey, “Susie.” A new collection of 
6,000 tropical butterflies and moths 
will also be placed on view.

called khalkhal which are worn on 
the ankles. All this is found among 
the Oriental christians as much as 
among the Mohammedans.” 


That their brida] chains were re- 
tained and worn after marriage in 
public is evident from Roger’s des- 
cription ofthe high-born women of 
Palestine: They have several knots of 
pearls attached to their hair, and in- 
stead of bracelets, they wear silver 
shackles on their wrists and feet; to 
these fetters are attached numbers of 
little rings of silver which make a 
clang like a cymbal when they walk 
or move ever so little.” The little 
rings served the purpose of calling 
their guardians’ attention to these 
shackled women. Thus if they com- 
menced to walk or exert themselves, 
they would be certain of being 
watched, and protected if necessary. 
These restricticns upon the girls of 
Palestine seem not so unusual when 
it is recalled that in the great days 
of the Hebrew nation, the girls were 
tightly fettered in knee-chains of gold 
and silver. 


Russell, in “The Barbary States,” 
has described the use of similar bri- 
dal chains in Tunisia. In this locality 
the future bridegroom upon betrothal 
ceremoniously serds the parents of 
his fiancee a set of gold or silver 
ankle-chains and a matching set of 
manacles. These are understood to be 
the slave chains of his future wife, 
and they are put on the daughter at 
once. She is kept in a single room 
and fed on fattening food in order to 
tighten the shackles to her groom’s 
satisfaction. By the time of the wed- 
ding, she is many pounds heavier and 
her fetters fit closely around her 
wrists and ankles. 


Considerable interest was created 
in slave jewelry in the western world 
about the middle of the nineteenth 
century through the writings of By- 
ron, Flaubert, de Musset and others, 
who had just discovered Oriental li- 
terature. In his play “Sardanapalus,” 
Byron describes how a captive Greek 
maiden, kept in jeweled slave chains, 
fell in love with that Oriental mon- 
arch in a most unpatriotic manner. 
In de Musset’s poem, “Namouna,” a 
slave girl escapes from her master 
only to discover that she really pre- 
fers her slave chains to freedom after 
all. Hiram Power’s famous statue, 
“The Greek Slave,” excited consider- 
able discussion at the time, not only 
on account of its timeliness with re- 
gard to Greek independence, but also 
on account of the Turkish slave 
bracelets on the subject.

However, from Vienna, 
Austria, came autographed music 
signed by Franz LeHar from his im- 
mortal melodies, “Merry Widow 
Waltz’, “Vilia” and “Count of Lux- 
emburg”’; from Haydn Wood in Eng- 
land came autographed music signed 
from his beloved “Roses of Picardy’’, 
“Snow White” was the year’s screen 
musicai treat and who can forget 
these beautiful songs from that pic- 
ture; “Some Day My Prince Will 
Come,” “One Song,” “Heigh Ho,” and 
“Whistle While You Work” by Frank 
Churchill, who sent me autographed 
music from these melodies. The im- 
mortal melodies “Ol’ Man River” and 
“Smoke Gets in Your Eyes” by Jer- 
ome Kern, “Star Dust,” “Lazy Bones,” 
“Old Rocking Chair’ and “Little Old 
Lady” by Hoagy Carmichael, “Night

and Day” by Cole Porter, “Tea for 
Two” by Vincent Youmans, “When 
Day is Done” by Robert Katscher, 
“At Dawning” by Charles Wakefie!d 
Cadman were some of the other addi- 
tions in that year. This gave me a 
fine start. Reading books and articles 
about popular composers in maga- 
zines and newspapers gave me infor- 
mation and tips which I needed. How- 
evey it was not as simple as one 
might be made to believe. it took per- 
sistency, time, effort and many other 
things all rolled up in one. Try, try 
and try again is the keyword to suc- 
cess, 

Many people will say a popular 
song is soon forgotten which is true 
in most cases, but a real great song 
never dies. Take for instance, the 
songs by Foster, Bland, Tilzer, Ber- 
lin, Kern, Gershwin, Porter, You- 
mans, Romberg and Rodgers, to name 
a few. Melodies by them will never die. 
They are more lovely as the years 
roll by. The great popular songs of 
today will be the fine folk songs of 
tomorrow, Irving Berlin is a musical 
giant of our day and his songs will 
live for they are songs beloved by the 
masses. He is the Stephen Foster of 
our day, As Berlin does not write 
down the music that he composes but 
plays the tune as it comes to him on 
his famous piano and has someone 
write the melody down, it was impos- 
sible to get autographed music signed 
by him. However I have autographed 
copies of his ‘“‘Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band,” “Always,” “Remember,” “All 
Alone,” “A Pretty Girl Is Like A Mel- 
ody,” “Easter Parade” and“God Bless 
America.” 

The noted composer, Oscar Strauss, 
is represented in my collection with 
autographed music signed from his 








material in large quantities. 
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UTOGRAPHS, DOCUMENTS, MANUSCRIPTS OF AMERICANS OF ALL TIMES or 
RELATING TO AMERICA, HISTORICAL AND LITERARY, purchased for im- 
mediate cash. Fine Single pieces as well as Collections. Also accumulations of such 
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“My Hero,’ “A Waltz Dream” and 
“We Will Always Be Sweethearts’. 
Another great star in the musical 
heavens is the fine composer, Sig- 
mund Romberg. Who has not thrilled 
to one of his beautiful melodies at 
one time or another? I am indeed 
proud to have autographed music 
signed from his “One Alone,” “Desert 
Song,” “Will You Remember,” “When 
I Grow Too Old To Dream” and 
“Lover Come Back to Me.” In obtain- 
ing music signed I also ask different 
questions from the composer and as 
the answers come in J call these bio- 
graphical sketches. I have over 100 of 
these and they are most interesting. 
For instance, Romberg states that of 
his many compositions his favorite is 
“Will You Remember?” That his fav- 
orite composition written by another 
is “Rhapsody In Blue,” by Gershwin, 
who is also his favorite composer. 
War songs from World War I are 
well represented. Autographed music 
signed by George M. Cohan from his 
*“Over.. There,’ Alonzo Elliott’s 
“There’s A Long Long Trail,” “The 
Rose of No Man’s Land” by James 
Brennan, “Just A Baby’s Prayer at 
Twilight” by M. K. Jerome, “K-K-K- 
Katy” by Geoffrey O’Hara and “Good- 
Bye Broadway Hello France” by Billy 
Baskette are the gems represented, 
From Cuba I recently received 
music signed from that musical giant 
of that Republic, Ernesto Lecuona 
from his lovely “You're Always In 
My Heart’, “Say Si Si” and that 
Rhumba favorite “Sitboney”, From 
this land also came music signed from 
Eliseo Grenet from his delightful 
1931 hit “Mama Inez” and his “La 
Conga’ which he wrote in Paris, 
France. Grenet and his brother are 
credited with originating the Conga. 
He is known as the Victor Herbert of 
Cuba by his people. Manuel Ponce 
sent me from Mexico City auto- 
graphed music signed from his lovely 
composition “Estrellita”. Charles E. 
King sent me from his home in beau- 
tiful Hawaij the immortal “Song Of 
The Island” and “Waiting for Thee”. 
Harry Owens sent me from this Pearl 
of the Pacific, music signed from his 
“To You Sweetheart Aloha’ and 
“Sweet Leilant.” This latter song won 
the Motion Picture Academy Award 
as the best song of 1936. What girl’s 
heart has not beat a little faster from 
hearing these enchanting melodies. 
Arthur Schwartz is a household 
name whose music has thrilled a na- 
tion. Who hasn’t been captivated by 
his “Dancing in the Dark” and “You 
and the Night and the Music.” An- 
other composer who has made his 
mark in the musical heavens is Har- 
old Arlen. His great melody “Over 
the Rainbow” won the 1939 Motion 
Picture Academy Award as the best 
song of the previous year, “J Love A 
Parade,” “Stormy Weather” and his 
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recent “The Blues in the Night” (My 
Mama Done Tol Me) are others of 
his gems. The song sensation of 1939 
was “Sunrise Serenade” by Frankie 
Carle and this composition sold 750, 
000 copies, All these are represented 
in my collection. 

Harry Von Tilzer is represented by 
autographed music signed from his 
grand “Wait Till The Sun Shines 
Nellie’ and “A Bird In A_ Gilded 
Cage,” John W. Bratton by his “Sun- 
shine of Paradise Alley,” “Darling 
Sue” and “Only Me”, Albert Von Til- 
zer by his “My Little Girl” and “Jn 
Apple Blossom Time”, Harry Carroll 
by his “I’m Always Chasing Rain- 
bows,” “Trail of The Lonesome Pine” 
and “By The Sea,’ W. C. Handy by 
his “‘St. Louis Blues,’ “Beale Street 
Blues” and “Memphis Blues’, Egbert 
Van Alstyne by his ever lovely “Mem- 
ories” and “In The Shade of The Old 
Apple Tree’’. It took 13 letters over a 
period of 3 years before obtaining 
these items by Van Alstyne while 
nine letters were sent to Harry Car- 
roll before he answered my requests 
so you can understand that it takes 
time and patience. From England I 
received autographed music signed 
from Spencer Williams from his “J 
Ain’t Got Nobody” and “Basin Street 
Blues”? and from that same country 
“Little Grey Home in The West” and 
“Where My Caravan Has Rested” by 
Herman Lohr. 


Rodgers and Hart who are some- 
times mentioned ag the Gilbert and 
Sullivan of today are well represent- 
ed with autographed music signed 
from their “My Heart Stood Still,’’ 
“With A Song in My Heart” and 
“Lover”. Noel Coward sent me from 
London, autographed music signed 
from his delightful “J’ll See You 
Again” and “Ziguener’ while from 
Germany came music signed from 
“Glow Worm” by Paul Lincke. 

The women composers are also wel! 
represented. There is Mabel Wayne 
who wrote the great hit “Ramona” in 
1928 which sold 3,750,000 copies and 
the lovely“In A Little Spanish Town” 
written in 1927 which sold 1,500,000 
copies. Beloved Marcia Grever whose 
famous Mexican song “Jurame’’ sold 
millions of copies and who also wrote 
“Ti-Pi-Ti-Pi-Tin,” “My Margarita’ 
and “Make Love With A Guitar”, 
That grand old Lady of song Carrie 
Jacobs Bond is represented with auto- 
graphed copies of her famous songs 
“7 Love You Truly’ and “Perfect 
Day,’ Mrs. H,.H. A. Beach with 
music signed from “The Year’s At 
The Spring” and “Ah! Love But A 
Day.” I must not forget Manna-Zucca 
with her lovely melodies “J Love 
Life” and “Roaming Gypsy” as well 
as Lily Strickland whose “Lindy Lou” 
is a perennial favorite.

The big names in the classical field 
are represented by Igor Stravinsky 
with music signed from his “Fire- 
bird” and “Le Sacre Du Printemps’, 
Gustave Charpientier sent me from 
Paris, France music signed from his 
opera “Louise”, while from Germany 
came music signed from Richard 
Strauss from his opera’s “Salome” 
and “Rosenkavalier.’” From Sergei 
Rachmaninoff an excerpt from his 
3rd symphony while Fritz Kreisler 
sent me music signed from his lovely 


“Schon Rosmarin.” Arnold Schoen- 
berg sent music signed from his 


“Verk-Larte-Nacht” and “Pierrot 
Lunaire”’, John Carpenter from his 
“The Home Road”, Howard Hanson 
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from his opera “Merry Mount” and 
from Albert Hay Malotte came auto- 
graphed music from his immortal 
“The Lord’s Prayer”. 

Some of the best songs for every 
year from 1895 to 1943 are represent- 
ed, Many items are impossible to get 
for the composer has passed on. It is 
surprising to note the several com- 
posers who have died since 1938. I 
am of course listing just those who 
are represented in this collection, 
Ralph Rainger who had sent me avto- 
“Love in 


graphed music from his 
Bloom”, “June in January” and 
“Thanks For The Memory.” This 


latter song won the 1938 Motion Pic- 
ture Award for best song of 1937. 
There is Billy Hill who had sent me 
autographed music signed from his 
beloved “The Last Round Up” which 
is one of President Roosevelt’s favor- 
ites as well as “The Old Spinning 
Wheel’’. Victor Schertzinger who sent 
me music signed from his “Marche- 
ta”, Arthur Pryor from his “The 
Whistler And His Dog”, Arthur Penn 
from his “Smilin’ Thru” and “The 
Magic Of Your Eyes”, Charles Dan- 
iels (Neil Moret) from his “Moonlight 
And Roses”, “You Tell Me Your 
Dreams And I'll Tell You Mine”’, 
“Hiawatha”, and “Chloe” as well as 
George M, Cohan, Sergei Rachman- 
inoff and Frank Churchill whom I 
have listed elsewhere in this article. 

Who has not thrilled at the singing 
of “Some Of These Days’ by Sophie 
Tucker or who has not kept time with 
his feet on “Darktown’s Strutter’s 
Ball”, melodies by Shelton Brooks. 
Yes, these are among the more than 
450 fine items of autographed music 
signed by over 200 noted composers 
to be found in this collection, as well 
as many autographed photographs, 
letters signed and a few rare signa- 
tures make up this interesting col- 
lection,

He Got Two Autographs 


Autograph collectors have been 
known to employ devious ways 
of getting interesting letters from 
celebrities. Sometimes they use tricks 
in order to show the other side of 
the famous persons. For instance, it 
is told that Rudyard Kipling was 
annoyed to find that a bus company 
had changed its route so that*it ran 
past his house. Once, during one of 
the trips, the bus driver hit one of 
the trees and knocked off a branch. 
Kipling wrote a hot letter of protest 
to the president of the bus company. 
A few days later, the bus knocked off 
another branch, and Kipling wrote 
another letter, only to find that the 
proprietor of the bus company was 
an autograph collector and that he 
had taken this means of adding two 
interesting specimens to his collec- 
tion. 
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The Color Prints of A. B. FROST 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


hl is the right and privilege of 

every collector to be as irrational, 
unreasonable and peculiar as he wants 
to be. Thus, the hand colored litho- 
graphs of Currier and Ives and their 
contemporaries issued during most of 
the-nineteenth century have been and 
continue to be popular although, to 
the artist and art critic, they are un- 
interesting hybrids, while a number 
of fine prints, entirely acceptable to 
the purists, have not received the at- 
tention they deserve. These are the 
prints which were colored during the 
process of reproduction, which repre- 
sent, in many cases, the best work the 
lithographers could turn out. It is 
worth noting that the Currier house, 
whose motto was “Cheap Engravings 
for the People,” never owned the ex- 
pensive and complicated equipment 
which made them. 


Late in the nineteenth century, 
technical improvements in the proc- 
esses of reproduction made possible 
the production of some very fine color 
prints. While Louis Prang of Boston 
was a pioneer in this field in the 
United States, others were active, and 
they reproduced paintings by some of 
our important Amer™an artists, Ed- 
ward Moran, A, B. Keyes, A. Pope, 
Jr., Frederic Remington, A. S. Coz- 
zens and others. In many cases, 
these artists contributed series or 
sets of pictures and several of these 
were published in portfolios, in small 


editiogs and necessarily at fairly 
high prices. 
One of these artists whose work 


has been more and more appreciated 
as time goes on is Arthur Burdette 
Frost. Born in Philadelphia, June 10, 
1851, he early showed talent, and 
studied in the Academy of Fine Arts 
there with Thomas Eakins. Later, he 
moved to New York, and found 
work as an illustrator, first with an 
illustrated magazine, “The Graphic,” 
later in the studio of Harper & Bro- 
thers, the publishers, where his asso- 


ciates were Alexander, Abbey and 
Reinhart. In 1878, he went to Eng- 
land and studied again there and in 
Paris, exhibiting in the Paris Expo- 
sition of 1900. He kept his Ameri- 
can citizenship and residence, how- 
ever, and spent most of his life in 
this country, dying in Pasadena, 
Calif., in 1928. 

He painted a number of fine oils, 
but continued his drawing and sketch- 
ing, becoming a popular illustrator. 
He illustrated “Out of the Hurly- 
Burly,” a humorous book by Max 
Adeler, (Chas. B, Clark), published 
in Philadelphia in 1872. For the 
Harpers, he did drawings for Stock- 
ton’s “Rudder Grange,” (1874), Oc- 
tave Thanet’s “Sketches of a Western 
Town,” (1893), H. C. Bunner’s “Story 
of a New House,” (1887), and others. 
Harpers also published several books 
of Frost’s drawings and_ sketches, 
“Stuff and Nonsense,” (1888), “The 
Bull Calf and Other Tales,” (1892), 
“Sports and Games in the Open,” 
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(1899), “Golfers’ Alphabet” and “A 
Book of Drawings,” (1905). An ex- 
tensive collection of these, with other 
work, is owned by the Library of 
Congress, and was shown in a special 
exhibit a few years ago. 

Frost’s formal paintings, fine as 
they are, show the international in- 
fluence of the art schools, but his 
drawings, lively and clear, are dis- 
tinctly American. Of course, the 
books assigned to him to illustrate 
are of this type, so that he is known 
as an exponent of just plain middle- 
class late nineteenth century Ameri- 
cans in contrast to the Indians and 
cowboys of Remington and Russell, 
and the “high society” of C. D. 
Gibson. He pictured the people he 
knew and loved best, and he was also 
a sportsman and lover of the out- 
doors, spending many of his summers 
in the Maine woods. Two of his 
books reflect this interest, and he 
also painted a number of sporting 
scenes which are considered his best 
works, 

A series of these was reproduced 
in color lithography, and published 
by Chas. Scribner’s Sons of New 
York in 1895. They are nineteen and 
a half by twelve inches, mounted on 
mats, and issued in portfolios of 
two prints, each accompanied by a 
printed descriptive sheet, with small- 
er sketches in the margins. The 
titles are “Ruffed Grouse” and “Sum- 
mer Woodcock,” “Rail Shooting’ and 
“Bay Snipe,” “English Snipe” and 
“Prairie Chickens,” ‘Rabbit Shoot- 
ing” and “Quail—A Dead Stand,” 
“Shooting Ducks From a Battery” 
and “Shooting Ducks From a Blind,” 
“Autumn Woodcock,” and “Rail Shoot- 
ing.” The series is titled ‘Shooting 
Pictures by A. B. Frost,” and there 
is also an “extra print,” ‘‘Woodcock 
Shooting,” of the same dimensions, 
but not always included in the set.

colors of the autumn foliage. 
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Some years later, another series of 
Frost’s sporting pictures was litho- 
graphed by the Grignard Litho. Com- 
pany of New York, and published by 
Secribners. These are dated 1903, are 
also medium folio size, and are titled, 
“Bad Luck,” “Good Luck,” “Gun Shy,” 
“Ordered Off,’ “Smoking Him Out” 
and “We’ve Got Him.” They were 
apparently issued as “framing prints,” 
without portfolios, but are printed on 
the same pebbled paper as the others, 
and show the same fine color work. 
This coloring is fine and accurate, and 
the composition of both series is ex- 
cellent. Also, they show just ordinary 
Americans, in old hunting clothes or 
shirt-sleeves, in Amencan forests and 
shores, with correctly drawn dogs and 
birds. Consequently, the collector of 
American sporting prints can find 
nothing finer and more characteristic, 
and can be proud of owning examples 
of Frost’s work.

Lessing J. Rosenwald, former chair- 
man of the board of Sears, Roebuck, 
recently presented his collection of 
books to the Library of Congress and 
some 6,000 prints and several hun- 
dred drawings to the National Gallery 
of Art. The collections are housed for 
the duration, however, in a wing of 
Rosenwald’s Pennsylvania stone house 
at Jenkintown, Pa. The print collec- 
tion includes 230 Rembrandt etchings 
and six drawings, among them the 
early self portrait in sanguine. 

There are a great number of Whist- 
lers and Daumiers, 500 Forains, and 
the whole collection of William Blake. 
The seven engravings for the “Divine 
Comedy” are also included, and so are 
the copper plates from which they 
were made. 

The Rosenwald collection of prints 
is said to be one of the finest in the 
world.

UT of his enjoyment of the art of 

making people laugh, has develop- 
ed Albert A. Marx’ unique circusiana 
hobby—the collecting of odd and ludi- 
crous raiment. 

This Texas coffee importer is an 
amateur clown. And his hobby is the 
collection of clothes that no one else 
wants. If, in his travels, he runs 
across an odd vest, a grotesque hat or 
a comical coat, the odds are that he 
will have it tucked under his arm 
when he leaves the place. 

Unlike professional clowns who usu- 
ally adopt one type of make-up and 
adhere to the same style throughout 
their clowning careers, Marx may 
show up at one performance as a 
white-face clown with corresponding 
white clown costume. But then again 
he may appear in character makeup 
as a caricature of a Gay Nineties’ 
cop, a burlesque lion tamer or an ex- 
aggerated English gentleman. 

He began his clowning career some 
12 years ago. Because he was a mem- 
ber of the Arabia Shrine Temple at

Houston, Tex., he took an interest in 
the promotion of the Shrine circus. 
There was a shortage of clowns one 
season and Mr, Marx volunteered his 
services. 

Under the direction of such veter- 
ans as Kinko and Jimmy Davison, he 
learned much about the art of panto- 
mine and becoming enthused over his 
venture into the sawdust realm, he 
has followed it as a hobby since. 

He has frequently appeared in 
Shrine circuses and parades -through- 
out the southwest as a clown and for 
three seasons he was a clown in the 
Frank J. Walter Underprivileged 
Children’s Circus (Hobbies, February 
1942) and is the only non-resident 
member of the famous Gainesville 
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Community Circus of Gainesville, 
Tex., in which he has appeared on 
numerous occasions. 

All of his clowning has been as an 
amateur without remuneration for his 
services and he has placed special em- 
phasis on the costumes he wears. To 
obtain queer garb, he makes a prac- 
tice of visiting costume houses, an- 
tique shops and second-hand clothes 
stores on his extensive travels, and is 
occasionally rewarded by a real find. 

Once he found an English “bobby’s” 
hat in a New Orleans antique shop 
and again he dug up a Napoleonic 
uniform from a forgotten wardrobe 
box belonging to Billy Rose’s “Jumbo” 
in Fort Worth. Still another discovery 
was a Roman warrior’s metal helmet 
discarded by a defunct uniformed fra- 
ternal order. 

When Mr. Marx is clowning in a 
circus, in less time than it takes to 
tell about it he changes from a bur- 
lesque shiek to an English cabby, 
from a Roman chariot driver to a 
Russian Cossack. 

The next time you see him, he may 
be parading as an old music hall 
character or a snake charmer. One 
of his prize possessions, obtained 
from an old-time circus clown who 
used to wear them in “the greatest 
show on earth,” is a pair of huge feet 
with shoes to fit. 

One of his funniest clown gags has 
him sitting on the ring curb removing 
those 30-inch shoes to reveal tremen-

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AUTOMOBILE LITERATURE 


By EMMERT SWIGART 


id you were going to write a his- 
tory of the fastest growing and 
most revolutionary invention and in- 
dustry in the world, the history of 
the motor, whether it related to 
steam, electricity or gas, where 
would you go for your facts? 

True, many of the men of yester- 
years are still alive, but try to lo- 
cate them and get their stories. I 
have tried, and it certainly is not 
easy. Your public library possibly 
would have one or two books on 
Henry Ford, General Motors, the 
Studebaker Corporation, the giants 
—but remember that more than 
2,000 passenger cars have been built 
in America alone, each one the dream 
of some inventive genius or of some 
enthusiastic promoter. 

Very many of these old cars are 
remembered only through their over- 
confident advertising in the motor 
magazines. For a few hectic years 
they promised much and then joined 
the ranks of the motor orphans. All 
through industrial New England, 
New York State, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, and many of the 
other states, there were ambitious 
factories that made or assembled the 
car that was to be the great success 
in this industry that made so many 
millionaires and so many bankrupts. 
In the city of Detroit there was one 
man who acted as liquidator of near- 
ly 800 different automobile companies 
or factories. 

Is there any great museum de- 
veloped by the big companies, like 
General Motors, for this world-chang- 
ing industry? Henry Ford of Green- 
field Village has developed a marvel- 
ous museum, but even this museum 
covering its many acres has only a 
small part of it devoted to the auto- 
mobile. If you went to Reading, Pitts- 
burgh, York, Pottstown, or any of 
the towns in Pennsylvania; or to 
Hagerstown, Md., or even to Detroit 
or Flint would you find a developed 
display or collection of what had been 
done even locally? 

There are three great antique auto- 
mobile clubs, and the Automobile Old 
Timers of New York, which are de- 
veloping a list of keen members, and 
woe to the man who pre-dates his 
cars or puts the wrong lamps or the 


wrong accessories on his collection of 
restored cars. Each club publishes a 
club paper. Each of the members— 
and there are getting to be hundreds 
of them—are trying to collect the lit- 
erature which will show the develop- 
ment of the industry. 

The modern mechanic knows little 
of the early car problems; when for 
instance, carburetors were mixers and 
there were planetary transmissions 
and spark plugs that had to be cleaned 
several times during each trip. Those 
were the days when blacksmith shops 
became garages and service stations, 
when buggy makers became car- 
makers, when thousands of eager 
drivers from very necessity had to 
become expert mechanics, when books 
on where to find the trouble were a 
part of the automobile’s equipment. 

In restoring the old cars to orig- 
inal factory condition, we are realiz- 
ing the necessity of digging out this 
information. Every one connected with 
the industry has memories of the 
time when a driver had to be almost 
a combination of a paratrooper and 
a Commando; it took stamina to be 
able to drive cars in those days. 

Nearly every one of these old timers 
have memories of the days when you 
didn’t dare to get your brakes wet, 
when you had to get cut of the car 
and start your carbide generator or 
open up your Presto tank to get 
lights—and then possibly your lights 
would flicker and go vut when it was 
darkest and the rain coming down the 
hardest. Articles coufd be written on 
the experiences of the hardy pioneers. 

Just think of the effect of the auto- 
mobile on women’s styles. True, skirts 
may have been shortened because 
shorter skirts make men look longer, 


Or 


but tight skirts were not conducive 
to the freedom of movement needed 
by women drivers. Dusters, veils, and 
gauntlet gloves, and even boots were 
considered necessary clothing for the 
motor trip. 

Do you remember when there were 
no highway maps, and you sat with 
a Blue Book on your lap, checking 
your distance—the distance of “3.7 
miles to a white chicken house, turn 
left 4.2 miles to a red barn, etc., etc.” 
Think what the motor car has meant 
in your own life. Then think whether 
you might have any of the old items 
that should be saved. 

Until almost the beginning of the 
great Depression of the 30’s the in- 
dustry was never quite able to catch 
up with the demand for cars. It was 
a seller’s market. They could offer 
any color of finish, “provided it was 
black.” They could get cash in ad- 
vance. They could dictate their terms 
to their customers. Millions of cat- 
alogs were given out, but try to find 
them today! Just try to get, say, a 
19389 Buick, Ford or other catalog. 
Try to find the instruction book 
and catalog for the car or cars you 
have bought. Try to make a list and 
see how many of the old cars you 
can name and remembcr. 

The advertising of the many dif- 
ferent companies was filled with op- 
timistic stories and advertising hyper- 
boles, such as, “This ts the last word 
in scientific development,” “‘There can

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be no further imprvovements;” “This 
is the last word in fine automobiles;” 
“The latest in fashion—in safety— 
in convenience;” “The ultimate;” and 
yet year in and year out new models 
and new styles came out. The men 
of those days thought they were at 
the very end of new ideas; yet they 
were just on the edge of greater de- 
velopments. As pioneers they have 
in many cases failed to leave the story 
of their efforts, 


I doubt if any great car manufac- 
turer has complete files of his catalogs, 
instruction books, parts books, broad- 
sides, the motor magazines, etc., etc. 

What a thrill a collector gets when 
he uncovers a long run of the Horse- 
less Age, the Cycle and Trade Journ- 
als, the Carriage Monthly, Automobile 
Topics, Motor Magazine, or any one 
of the great number of Motor Mag- 
azines for dealer, distributor and cus- 
tomer! What interesting experiences 
one can have when they hunt for 
these things! Last winter, I stayed 
over night in the northern part of 
Pennsylvania, where I heard that out 
in the country a man had sold a two- 
cylinder Ford, a single cylinder Olds, 
and one or two other cars to the 
junk man. When I returned to Hun- 
tingdon I wrote him and told him how 
sorry I was to hear this news. 


To my surprise I received a letter 
telling me that it was a mistake, that 
he still had these items and would 
be glad to have me visit him. At 
the first opportunity, I visited him. 
He lived way back in the Hills, and I 
traveled a dirt road to reach him. He 
was a retired mechanical engineer 
with a very charming wife and sister. 
On the wall opposite the entrance was 
one of the finest of paintings, a pic- 
ture of Mark Twain, and they had 
many evidences of culture. The man’s 
wife had been a medjcal doctor. His 
sister had spent many years in France 
and had the most perfect French dic- 
tion I have ever heard in America. 
Unfortunately, the cars had gone 
through a fire and were almost hope- 
less, but in an abandoned house they 
had one of the finest collections of 
Cycle and Trade Journals I have ever 
run across. I was able to load my car 
heavily with the runs of Motor Mag- 
azines, and was I thrilled and pleased! 
Every collector has had like experi- 
ences, no doubt. 

I hope that the American public 
will come to a new appreciation of 
the Hobby of the Automobile, and 
especially in the collecting of the 
things that tell the story of its de- 
velopment. I have collected almost 60 
antique cars and have restored most of 
them. I have collected license plates, 
hub caps, nameplates, and I have de- 
veloped a Museum which has cost me 
much in time, effort and money. I 
am as happy in my broadening, com- 
prehensive library as I am in any 
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other part of the Motor Museum. 

Automobile literature is the story 
of the development of the industry. 
It is the story of good roads, better 
lighting, better tools, better factory 
arrangements and management. It is 
the story of traffic control and elimi- 
nation of toll bridges and toll roads, 
of the building of great highways. 
It is the story of the development of 
our country, of suburbs. It is the story 
of research and development in petro- 
leum, in metals, in merchandising. In- 
deed, it is much the story of why 
our civilization has gone further in 
the last 30 years than it did in the 
previous 300 years. 

Let’s search out and find and save 
before it is too late, the literature 
that tells the story of the automobile.

dous bare feet. Then he proceeds to 
pantomine the, trimming of “corns” 
with a gigantic razor. 

In fact, many of the props he uses 
in his clown gags are exaggerated re- 
plicas of common articles found about 
a home. He smokes 18-inch cigars 
which he lights with 10-inch matches, 
and he carries a monkey wrench 
which reaches to his shoulder when 
he sets it down. 

An enterprising salesman for an 
insect poison, saw his act one night 
and had a replica of a flit gun made 
in heroic proportions which he pre- 
sented to the amateur clown. Mr. 
Marx proceeded to work up a fly kill- 
ing stunt in which a youngster dress- 
ed in a fly’s costume is the “victim.” 

Some idea of the versatility of Mr. 
Marx’s collection of wardrobe is seen 
in the list of hats and caps he owns: 
Arabian turban, Roman helmet, Na- 
poleonic hat, tramp’s stove pipe hat, 
midget straw hat, brown derby, Eng- 
lish topper, policeman’s helmet, Eng- 
lish bobby’s hat, Confederate soldier’s 
cap, midget overseas helmet, air raid 
warden’s hat, wagon driver’s plumed 
helmet, lion tamer’s cap, band leader’s 
shako and skaters’ cap. 

Mr. Marx cearries his wardrobe 
which includes 20 changes of costume, 
in a regulation circus wardrove trunk 
along with his make-up kit and circus 
style wardrobe stand. | 

When he goes to play an engage- 
ment with a circus, amateur or pro- 
fessional, he ships his trunk to the ap- 
pointed stand. Then he calls on his 
customers in cities and towns en 
route, thus mixing business with his 
unique hobby. 

Then, too, he points out, there is 
always the possibility that he may 
find an amazingly funny costume or 
hat in some out of the way place he 
visits.

Slave bracelets are used in India, 
where slave anklets seem to be un- 
known. Princess Sabit Bey, wife of 
an Egyptian nobleman, once describ- 
ed a banquet given by an Indian 
prince. Hundreds of slave girls had 
been especially selected to attend and 
serve the guests; the province had 
been combed to secure the most love- 
ly maidens. After the banquet, the 
slave girls were assembled, each was 
rendered helpless with a delicate set 
of little gold slave bracelets, after 
which the girls were then auctioned 
off to the guests as an amusing 
climax. 

Allusions to slave bracelets in 
books and stories are not uncommon. 
Silver handcuffs are briefly mention- 
ed as jewelry for the heroine in 
Tracy’s “The Black Cat’, for exam- 
ple. The Victorian novelist, Besant, 
wrote an entire book on the theme of 
feminine submission to male domin- 
ation, in which a girl in gold mana- 
cles figured, On the stage slave 
bracelets are used to create an exotic 
Oriental effect, especially with dan- 
cers. The ornaments generally em- 
phasize dramatic effect rather than 
accuracy. In Hollywood versions, the 
ornaments reach such exaggerated 
size as to become monstrosities, 

In this country a slave bracelet 
generally means a_ simple chain 
bracelet locked on the wrist. The 
wearer’s engagement is symbolized 
by a chain on the left wrist, and her 
marriage, by a chain on each wrist. 
During the Twenties, however, slave 
bracelets of the Oriental type were 
on display in some cities as novelties. 
They were described as cuff bracelets 
of about the depth of a napkin ring, 
made of gold, silver or platinum, 
joined by a short chain of the same 
metal as the bracelets. There was no 
lock, as the chain was made so short 
that the wearer was prevented from 
removing her “cupid’s handcuffs”, 
as they were called.

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HARD RUBBER BUTTONS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


ARD Rubber buttons are, in a 

way, the most characteristically 
American buttons made, since they 
were manufactured successfully only 
in the United States. While they are 
neither spectacular nor colorful, they 
have a durable sort of attraction, 
and that inevitable appeal which at- 
taches to all genuine things. Many 
of them are very plain, decorated 
only with the simplest of line bord- 
ers or central bosses. But their 
designs, when they have them, are 
usually good, being both simple and 
suitable. The number of pictorial 
Hard Rubber buttons is limited; indi- 
cating, perhaps, that when they were 
made in the greatest quantity, pic- 
tures were not as popular as they 
later became. 







































































Perhaps the most interesting thing 
about Hard Rubber (also called 
“Vulcanite”’ and “Ebonite”) is the 
history of its inventor. Charles Good- 
year was born in New Haven, Conn., 
in 1800. His father was an inventor 
before him, a pioneer in the develop- 
ment of farm machinery and hard- 
ware. As a boy, Charles worked in 
his father’s button factory at Naug- 
atuck, Conn., and later entered the 
hardware business in Philadelphia. 
But the problem of improving “India 
Rubber” (as it was then called) fas- 
cinated him, and for ten years he 
sought a method of treatment which 
would enable it to withstand heat 
and cold. Always hampered by pov- 
erty, (more than once he was im- 
prisoned for debt), he experienced

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many failures. But in 1839 he 
achieved his object when he acciden- 
tally dropped rubber mixed with 
sulphur on a hot stove. By 1844 he 
had perfected this “vulcanizing” pro- 
cess, and took out His first patent. 
The following years saw more than 
60 patents granted for the applica- 
tion of his process to various uses. 
He constantly had to fight infringe- 
ments in the courts, but in 1852 he 
won a decisive victory in the case of 
Goodyear vs. Day, in which his 
rights were defended by Daniel 
Webster, The same year he went to 
England, where articles made under 
his patents had been shown at the 
International Exposition of 1851. But 
his efferts to establish factories 
there and in France failed; and hard 
luck continued to dog his footsteps 
until his death in New York in 
1860. But the process which he dis- 
covered and established was destined 
to endure and expand until it had 
made his name famous throughout 
the world. 


The best known Hard Rubber 
Picture buttons are familiar to most 
collectors, and many Hard Rubber 
buttons have no designs to show. But 
the following designs are character- 
istic of the old black buttons made 
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under Goodyear’s patents of 1851 and 
1875. 

No. 1 is a typical Geometric pat- 
tern. Most Hard Rubber designs are 
found in at least three different sizes. 
Reverse: “N.R.-Co. Goodyear’s Pat. 
1851.” 

No. 2 has a brass stud (the end 
of the metal shank) in the center. 
The clover pattern is in relief, with 
pebbled background. Reverse: Same 
as above. 

No. 3, “Pears”, is an excellent fruit 
design, in low relief, with lined back- 
ground. Reverse: Same as above. 

No. 4 has an all-over basket-weave 
pattern and a self-shank. Many of 
the later Hard Rubber buttons have 
this type of pattern; some of them 
are good imitations of actual fabrics. 
This particular button has a plain 
back, but most of the self-shank 
Hard Rubbers bear the date 1875, so 
were presumably made after that 
year. 

No. 5. This Conventional Floral 
design deserves to rank with the best 
examples of its type, regardless of 


material, for it has the qualities 
necessary to a first-class button. Re- 
verse: “‘Novelty Rubber Co. Good- 


year’s Pat. May 6, 1851.” 

No. 6. Not many animals are found 
in Hard Rubber. Perhaps, after this 
attempt, the manufacturers thought 
that other subjects would prove 
more satisfactory! The Wolf (if it is 
a wolf) certainly has unusual teeth 
and a rather odd appearance, alto- 
gether! His ferocious head is shown 
in relief against a background of 
very fine lines. Reverse: Same as 
No. 1. 

No. 7 shows a characteristic Hole 
button. I should say that Hard Rub- 
ber buttons are about equally divided 
between the Hole and Shank types, 
but most of the fermer are plain. 
This floral wreath is rendered in 
relief against a stippled ground. Re- 
verse: “Novelty Rubber Co.” 

No. 8 is a four-holed button, with 
Geometric design in relief. The holes 
are countersunk, to protect the thread. 
Reverse: Same as above. 

No 9 is as curious a button as 
I’ve ever seen, in any material. If 
the figures are both frogs, I can’t 
attempt to identify them, But if the 
right-hand figure is a fish (as its head 
and scales could indicate) then I 
would venture to say that they might 
represent the ‘‘Frog-footman” and the 
“Fish-footman” in “Alice in Wonder- 
land” (Ch. VI). The button is as 
scarce as it is odd; I’ve never seen 
but this one, and Lillian Albert, who 
lent it for illustration, recalls seeing 
only one other. Appropriately, it was 
made by the Noveity Rubber Com- 
pany. 

No. 10 is a typical Hard Rubber 
pattern: the star in relief against a 
“basket” ground, and a metal stud 
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in the center. 

No. 11 is similar, an abstract de- 
sign but without the stud. Both these 
buttons bear the words ‘“Goodyea:’s 
Pat. 1851.” Hard Rubber buttons 
were probably not made before the 
patent date, although some of the 
earliest are marked “1849-1851.” it 
is thought, however, that this refers 
to two patents rather than to an 
earlier form than 1851. 

I find that, without intending to 
do so, I have shown buttons which 
were all made by the Novelty Rub- 
ber Company, which was organized 
in 1855*, and made buttons at New 
Brunswick, New Jersey.** This com- 
pany seems to have produced the 
most elaborate and original of the 
Hard Rubber designs. But similar 
buttons were made by the “I. R. Co.” 
and the “D.H.R.Co.”, which latter 
may, I think, be the “Dickinson & 
Co., located near Springfield, Mass., 
which made Hard Rubber buttons in 
1875. 

Many Hard Rubber buttons are so 
worn by long usage and hard treat- 
ment that their patterns and makers’ 
names are almost obliterated. In 
spite of Charles Goodyear’s efforts, 
they will not stand excessive heat. 
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(More than once I have damaged 
specimens by putting them into even 
mildly warm soap and _ water,—a 
case where cleanliness doesn’t pay, 
as the heat flattens the designs al- 
most beyond recognition.) Hard Rub- 
ber buttons vary in color from 
‘t!ack” black to the faded-out green- 
ish and brownish blacks produced by 
time and wear. (I’ve heard that they 
can be “shined-up” vy the applica- 
tion of olive oil.) Sometimes a but- 
ton not otherwise surely identified 
can be spotted by its rubbery smell, 
—especially if it is warmed slightly 
or rubbed briskly. It is said that the 
smell was the principal objection 
which European buyers made to 
these buttons!—But it is seldom 
strong enough to be noticeable, in 
my experience. 

Hard Rubber buttons, once re- 
garded with more or less disdain as 
mere “poor relations,” are now gen- 
erally accepted by collectors as 
unique (if sober) members of the 
Button Family; and as important 
representatives of the “American 
branch.” 

So don’t snub them!

KATE GREENAWAY CHILDREN 


by AGNES L. SASSCIER 


THE name of Kate Greenaway is 
synonymous with children and 
their activities. The portrayal of 
her little subjects was so whimsical 
and tender, they served to idealize 
all childhood. Into her painting of 
them, she subtly injected countless 
endearing little characteristics and 
all of their charm and sweetness. 


Kate Greenaway, the daughter of 
John Greenaway, an expert wood en- 
graver, was born at Hoxton, England, 
in 1846. She studied drawing, but 
probably due to her shy disposition, 
did not achieve prominence until her 
association with the firm of Marcus 
Ward & Company. To William Mar- 
cus Ward largely goes the credit of 
her development. He admired her 
exhibition of black and white at the 
Dudley Gallery, and suggested her 
connection with his company. Dur- 
ing the years from 1868 to the late 
70’s, while she was under contract 
to Marcus Ward & Company, her de- 
signs were naturally copyrighted by 
them. Her early work was along 
mediaeval lines, with richly illumin- 
ated borders. In these Kate Green- 
away excelled. One of her contem- 
poraries at the same firm, was Wal- 
ter Crane. Together they contribut- 
ed the full color designs of a valen- 
fine volume, “The Quiver of Love,” 
published by Marcus Ward & Com- 


pany in 1876. During her years with 
Marcus Ward, she designed many of 
their Christmas cards, valentines and 
greeting cards. 

It was in her children’s designs, 
however, that Kate Greenaway struck 
upon a style peculiarly her own. From 
her paint brush poured some chemi- 
cal magic that seemed of her own 
heart’s blood. Through her “child- 
ren,” she gave much happiness to the 
world, although her life was one of 
single blessedness. It is not surpris- 
ing that designers of frocks and of 
fancy buttons eargerly adapted the 
Greenaway motif in meeting the pop- 
ular demand. So alluring did her 
“brain children” become, that a 
vogue for her designs swept not 
only England, but the continent and 


the United States as well. Soon, 
flesh and blood children, infinitely 
picturesque in “Kate Greenaway” 


frocks, toddled, skipped, and danced 
their way straight into the hearts 
of all who beheld them. Childhood 
glorified. 

Through her singular artistry, 
“Kate Greenaway” frocks, quaint 
versions of early Empire fashions, 
will remain forever bright in our 
memories. Like all ephemeral things, 
these little creations, fashioned of 
silk and softest woolens, were not 
long lived. The very delicacy of 
the colorings, sky or baby blue, sea-

shell pink, and creamy white, re- 
quired unremitting care to keep im- 
maculate. Today, only the occasion- 
al “Kate Greenaway” frock comes 
to light. However, the buttons bear- 
ing her designs, are discovered in old 
button boxes, or on old charm strings, 
once in a “blue moon.” 

After leaving Marcus Ward, she 
designed and published her famous 
“Almanacks.” They first appeared 
in 1883, and ran until 1897. These 
dainty little volumes contain familiar 
designs, which have uniquely been 
preserved to us in a different form, 
the fancy button. Unfortunately not 
very many of these precious buttons 
are to be found, but they carry the 
gentle, charming appeal of the Green- 
away pattern, and are their own re- 
ward for patient search. 


One of the most popular, titled 
“Summer,” and found in various sizes 
and media, is taken directly from 
her “Almanack” of 1883.It depicts two

adorable children sitting atop a stile. 
The girl shields them with a huge 
umbrella, while the boy reads from 
an infinitesimal book. How cleverly 
Kate Greenaway often uses this large 
umbrella in the hands of children 
and adults, to suggest rainy, windy, 
or sunny days. 


Another popular button designed 
from the 1883 “Almanack,” pictures 
“Spring.” Three little maidens par- 
ticipate in the May dance, one carry- 
ing bouquets of flowers aloft, while 
the other two sprites dance along 
bearing a long garland of flowers be- 
tween them. This particularly hand- 
some button was manufactured in va- 
rious sizes. One such is mounted on 
a concave brass base. 

Another sweet design shows a lit- 
tle bonneted maiden sitting within a 
frame composed of garlands of flow- 
ers. This is of metal, colored to 
resemble dusky copper lustre. Can 
you picture this button adorning a 


warm beige coat, with its tiny circu: 
lar cape and wee muff of soft silky 
swansdown? 


The button from Greenaway’s Moth- 
er Goose, “See Saw” (page 42)* is 
a little gem. It shows two tots astride 
a board over a low fence. They are 
garbed in fall attire, cape coats, and 
snug poke bonnets, designed in high 
relief. In many of her drawings, a 
stile or garden wall is used as a back- 
drop, so individually, that it assists 
in identifying her lesser known sub- 
jects, 


“Little Bo-Peep” from Greenaway’s 
Mother Goose (page 24), is a beauti- 
ful brass button. Bo-Peep stands up- 
on a stile, carrying the shepherd’s 
crook in her right hand. Delicate 
traceries of leaf and branch complete 
the button. 


A quite similar button, “Girl Sit- 
ting on Stile,” appears (page 43) 
in the delightful little book of verses, 
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“Under the Window,” illustrated by 
Greenaway. Another button subject, 
“Hooking a Snail,” is shown in the 
same book. 

Four little bonneted figures playing 
“Ring the Bells” are found in lustred 
jet, with different colored back- 
grounds, such as maroon, gold and 
copper. 

Other subjects are “Children at 
Well;” “Girl and Kitten at Stile;” 
“Child at Window,” of black glass, 
bearing patent date of 1880. 

Besides the buttons mentioned three 
other subjects are shown in Button 
Classics, under the titles “Baby Under 
Umbrella;” “Two Babes in Boat;” 
“Children on Wall.” 

Viewing a collection of “Green- 
away” items is at any time a priv- 
ilege. But to come upon miniatures 
of her work in high-relief on buttons, 
beautiful as old jewelry; to know that 
these same buttons were part and 
parcel of a winsome Greenaway frock, 
is akin to high adventure.

of a Button’er-do-well

WONDER if the article eulogizing 

the incomparable Hart collection 
of military buttons, which appeared 
in the March issue of HOBBIES, 
found other hearts as responsive as 
that of the writer. In my case, at least, 
Walter O. Chattin’s enlightening 
details of Mr, Hart’s untiring research 
threw a spark of renewed energy into 
a small collection of “uniform” but- 
tons which had remained smoldering, 
almost dormant, since I was a boy. 
Tossed here and there about the 
house, sometimes long hidden, to turn 
up periodically for momentary but 
scant attention, this group of perhaps 
valueless buttons, dating a year or 
two one way and the other around 
1898, had representea mere childhood 
folly until I was thus made conscious 
of its historic possibilities. 

Even so, it is likely that my collec- 
tion would have been again relegated 
to the comparative oblivion of a do- 
mestic storage chest had not the July 
HOBBIES presented the opportunity 
to obtain actual items from the cel- 
ebrated Hart treasure trove. For more 
than a week after reading that an- 
nouncement my saner judgment strug- 
gled against the hobby instinct.... 
Could I possibly add further interests 
to excessively busy days—increased 
chores, no matter how pleasant, to 
evenings already too short? The ans- 
wer, of course, is obvious—the but- 
tons won! So, forthwith, I posted an 
order for those of my choice, fearful 
(with good cause, it developed!) that 
many of the more desirable items 
might no longer be available because 
of my indecision and delay. The edu- 
cational value, the historical fasci- 
nation, the romance of button collect- 
ing had at last, atver many years, 
been made manifest through this re- 
view of Mr. Hart’s inspiring achieve- 
ments! 

Thanks to an indulgent mother, my 
youthful interest in putton collecting 
had received complaisant encourage- 
ment. At the age of 12 or thereabouts 
(and that was a long time ago!) I 
felt the urge to procure buttons from 
the coats and the cuffs of “Andy,” 
our rotund neighborhood policeman, 
the postman on our route, the fireman 
who lived next door, friendly street 
car conductors, uniformed merchant 
delivery drivers, elegantly caparisoned 
lodge members of that mauve era 
and sundry other wearers of brass- 
and-gilt. My methoa of acquisition 
was simple: When I wanted a button 
I merely walked up to the selected 
individual and asked for one! The re- 


sults were amazingly fruitful, con- 
sidering this somewhat uncultured 
procedure. In the more difficult cases, 
where the austerity ot the prospect 
seemed to present potential disap- 
pointment, I sought the aid of this 
same good mother who thereupon took 
over the approach and made the 
“touch”—doubtless in a more polite 
and conciliatory manner. How I would 
love to possess, today, the colossal 
courage of those adolescent years. 
Picture the writer now, in his mid- 
fifties and sadly deficient in military 
trimness, dashing up to a total strang- 
er in the person of a pompous second- 
looie—and brazenly demanding a coat 
button! The consequence of such an 
encounter is too horrifying to con- 
template, 

Those early municfpal and _ local 
transportation buttons are no longer 
easy to secure; for instance, the old 
Brooklyn Police, used before that city 
became a step-child of Greater New 
York—and many wuvrn on the Coney 
Island and Brooklyn Railway, absorbed 
probably 25 years ago by the more 
powerful transit systems. How little 
I sensed their value in those care- 
free days! 

With the coming of the Spanish- 
American War my youthful taste in 
buttons naturally turned from the in- 
dustrial or public service type to the 
more glamorous and evasive mili- 
taries. (Note here, please, the respon- 
sive chord which was struck by this 
item, listed among those in the Hart 
sale: “.... nine cards of Spanish 
military buttons taken from prisoners 
in the Spanish-American War.’’) Mil- 
itary and Naval buttons were not 
obtained with ease even then, but 
their sources were more readily 
reached than they are today. In fact, 
I seem to recall visiting the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard with a playmate either 
immediately before or during those 
war days, and actually boarding a 
small U.S, Ship-of-War, named, I be- 
lieve, the Dolphin...an interesting 
commentary on the Federal confidence 
then placed in true Americans. 

It was during this general period 
that an uncle of mine, a 33rd Degree 
Mason, presented me with some at- 
tractive Knights Templar buttons and 
also a complete set of round brasses 
from a well-authenticated military 
outer coat said to have seen service 
in the Revolution. It had been pur- 
chased by him some years before at 
the auction of an old estate in Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y.

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During the summer of 1901, I was 
with my parents at the Pan-American 
Exposition in Buffalo, N. Y., on the 
day that President William McKinley 
was shot. Perched high on the base 
of a flagpcle I watched the wretched 
assassin brought from the Temple of 
Music, where the tragedy occurred, to 
be whisked away in a closed carriage 
drawn by a span of speeding horses 
—automobiles being then but a dream. 
With a very red face I must confess, 
however, that the dreadful significance 
of that dramatic moment is overshad- 
owed by the more potent memory of 
a button I had just obtained from 
the coat of a PaneAmerican Guard 
(the Exposition Police), which re- 
mained tightly clutched in my hand 
throughout the excitement. After all, 


what matter a mere assassination, 
since I had “grabbed off’ another 
collector’s item! It pictured a sym- 


bolic North and South America in the 
form of graceful female figures re- 
clining against a hemispheric back- 
ground. (Note again the prodding of 
recollection: Was there not a button 
listed in the Hart sale as one “show- 


ing maps of North and _ South 
America” ?) 

The last World War found my 
passion for buttons becoming more 


and more passive, my collection neg- 
lected and all but forgotten. A few 
militaries of no consequence were ob- 
tained but my enthusiasm continued 
to diminish, finally to be entirely ef- 
faced by a happy marriage, the rear- 
ing of a family and many busy years 
of domestic responsibility. A transi- 
tion, we might say, from buttons to 
safety-pins! 

And thence to the present. What an 
eternity of time has been lost . : 
what golden opportunities ignored! 
Hundreds, perhaps thousands of but- 
tons—a cavalcade of American Pro- 
gress!—at one time or another attain- 
able with little effort yet now merely 
ghosts of regret.

VALUES 


"Pr buttons are not too high. 

If you think they are high now, 
wait a year or two. The fact is that 
many types of buttons have decreased 
in price. The trouble is that a fad 
starts and gets some publicity. Then 
everybody wants to get one. A year 
ago tole buttons started to become 
popular. They were in their day the 
cheapest kind of button. They were 
made of tin decorated with paint and 
sometimes an engraving tool was 
used to make a design through the 
paint such as leaves, etc. They used to 
make kitchen ware, particularly coal 
buckets, of tole with flowers stenciled 
on them. A few years back we saw 
many a button in these assortments 
at 200 for $1. Yet lately, collectors 
have been paying $1 to $2 apiece 
for them. 


Best values and those that will be 
sustained are the historical buttons. 
They appeal to the wealthy who have 
in mind leaving their collections to 
museums. This classification has been 
very much neglected and yet some 
historical buttons are “absolutely 
priceless.” Historical buttons, prop- 
erty defined, should commemorate an 
event in history. Those commemora- 
ting American history are most in 
demand. Not long ugo we found an 
antique button in a collection that 
had been sold for very few dollars and 
most of them were cheap buttons but 
there was one depicting General 
Coxey looking through the bars of a 
jail with the lettering “Keep off the 
Grass.” Mr. Dicke offered a big price 
for it as he specializes in those his- 
torical buttons. Naturally we kept it 
in HOBBIES Museum. Yet that is 
not an old button. Coxey engineered 
his famous march on Washington in 
1893, we believe. However, he was 
an odd character in American history. 
Starting in Massillon, Ohio, where he 
lived, he herded all the bums in the 
country together and marched them 
through West Virginia and down the 
Potomac to the Capital to demand

relief—a harbinger of the era of the 
“forgotten man.” His army got a lot 
of publicity and all the riff-raff and 
rabble. in the country joined him. 
His idea was to camp his army on 
the White House grounds. When he 
arrived there it was found that no 
particular charges of unlawfulness 
could be placed against him, inasmuch 
as his “soldiers” carried broomsticks 
instead of guns. He was finally ar- 
rested for violating an ordinance re- 
garding walking on the grass in pub- 
lic parks. Ever since then Coxey’s 
Army has caused more or less laugh- 
ter in American life. In later years 
the General became mayor of Mas- 
sillon and was said to have amassed 
a fortune writing books on monetary 
and other economic questions. Such a 
button is often found in an old but- 
ton box and there should be more of 
these Coxey buttons. Who made them 
and why they were made is a 
mystery, unless kids would buy them 
for a penny or a nickel to wear in 
their buttonholes. 

We believe that all button collec- 
tors can look back to the stuff they 
threw away as worthless when they 
started collecting that would bring a 
big price now. The fellow who dis- 
covered the famous Pony Express 
buttons found them in an old stock. 
He was a former stamp and coin 
dealer and didn’t know what they 
were worth. He said there were prob- 
ably two dozen in the lot and he 
sold them for 15¢ cach. They will 
readily bring $3.50 each today. 


If certain types of buttons are too 
high for you, start in some other 
line. Small heads and pictorials do 
not bring much although the large 
ones bring big prices. We thought the 
demand would be created for the 
small pictorials by using them in con- 
tinuity stories, using the buttons for 
illustrations. That idea has educa- 
tional merits that ought to be pro- 
moted. A few years back you all 
threw away clothing buttons with the 
brand of the manufacturer on them. 
Those are eagerly sought after today 
and make extremely interesting col- 
lections. There are lots of low priced 
buttons on the market awaiting ideas. 
Get up an original idea for the use 
of these buttons and watch others 
follow you. First thing you know you 
will complain again they are getting 
too high in price.

HISTORY ON BUTTONS 


By Thelma Shull 


ISTORY has been written on tab- 

lets of stone, on papyrus, and in 
book form, but another more unusual 
method is the writing of history on 
buttons, Portraits of famous people 
and pictures of current articles in use 
impressed on the face of a button give 
to us of a later generation a true pic- 
ture of our ancestors and their ac- 
complishments. 

The first button in the illustration 
was no doubt made in commemoration 
of the balloon ascension across the 
English Channel which took place on 
January 1, 1785. This was the first 
crossing of the Channel by air. The 
button was probably made a hundred 
years later to remind mankind of this 
historic event. In mid-afternoon of 
that momentous day, throngs of peo- 
ple crowded the hills outside of Dover, 
England, and thousands of others 
boarded every available craft and 
watched the crossing from the waters 
below. 

From the hills near Dover, at one 
o’clock in the afternoon, Jean Pierre 
Blanchard, one of the greatest pioneer 
balloonists and Dr. Jeffries, an Ameri- 
can, launched their balloon for a 
flight across the Channel to France. 
At 3 P. M., just two hours later, they 
came near the high ground between 
Cape Blanc and Cape Blackness, near 
Calais, and by reaching down they 
were able to catch hold of the tree 
tops and pull themselves to earth. 
While the air voyagers were still over 
the water, the balloon started to de- 
scend and so they hastily threw over- 
board thirty pounds of sand ballast. 
The balloon continued its gradual 
descent, and, to make it still lighter 


they threw out some apples and other 
food, books which weighed over thirty 
pounds, and finally both of their oars, 
or wings. These oars are plainly 
shown on the button, one protruding 
from either side. This button is flat, 
measures one and one-eighth inches 
in diameter, and is made of brass. 

One of the most interesting groups 
of historical buttons are the Money 
buttons, those representing our early 
gold dollars and quarter eagles. Gold 
dollars were first coined in the United 
States in 1849 and picture Liberty 
facing left surrounded by thirteen 
stars. James B. Longacre,engraver at 
the mint at that time, modeled the 
dies from which the new coins were 
made. The 1849 gold dollar measures 
one-half inch in diameter. The vari- 
ous gilt buttons made to represent 
this dollar measure from seven-six- 
teenths to nine-sixteenths of an inch 
in size. The buttons are in two pieces 
with a tin back. 

In the year 1854, the design on the 
gold dollar was changed slightly, now 
showing an Indian woman’s head 
wearing a feathered bonnet encircled 
by the words United States of Amer- 
ica, The word Liberty was printed 
on the band of the feathered head- 
dress. The button representing this 
dollar is exactly like the coin ex- 
cept that the word Liberty is omit- 
ted, The button measures nine-six- 
teenths of an inch in diameter. 

Again in 1856 the design was slight- 
ly modified and continued in use un- 
til 1889. Buttons were made pictur- 
ing the change in head-dress but 
the words United States of America 
were omitted.

made in at least two sizes, nine-six- 
teenths and ten-sixteenths of an inch. 

The quarter eagles or two and one- 
half dollar gold pieces were first 
coined in 1796. Several different de- 
signs were used through the years. 
The eighth type or design was first 
coined in 1840 and continued to be 
made until 1907. A button repre- 
senting the obverse or face of this 
coin shows the bust of Liberty facing 
to the left with the word Liberty 
printed on her coronet or head band. 
Her hair is arranged in a knot at 
the back of her head, secured by a 
rope of pearls. Thirteen stars are 
around and above her head and be- 
low is the date. 

The old bicycle button recalls to 
many minds the days when their 
father or brother rode one of these 
dangerous vehicles that threw even 
the best riders into the bushes when 
any tiny obstacle protruded from the 
pathway. The large driving wheel 
of an ordinary full-sized bicycle mea- 
sured 50 or 52 inches. There was 
a step for mounting which was fast- 
ened to the “backbone,” as it was 
termed. This step may be plainly 
seen on the button. During the 
1880’s this style of bicycle reached 
its peak of popularity. There were 
bicycle races, shows, and _ touring 
clubs. 

Another amusing button, not near- 
ly so old but still entertaining, is the 
one showing the automobile that was 
popular about 1900. This two seated 
mechanical buggy with its small fen- 
ders and big headlights frightened 
the horses on city streets, Only the 
venturous man dared drive far into 
the country for most roads were 
muddy and most tires were weak. 
One spare tire was always carried 
along and more often two or three 
were needed in a good long drive of 
50 miles or so. This button is of a 
dark brown painted metal with a 
brass colored rim.

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DOORS OF OPPORTUNITY 


By Mary E. Hobbs 


WHANY have been the lamentations 
concerning the fate of small busi- 
ness in general, yet too little has been 
said about the plight of the country 
dealer in antiques, whose business 
has been affected by present trends. 
The ban on pleasure driving closed 
some of the doors of opportunity to 
the rural dealer, who used to depend 
upon travel around the countryside 
for his stock and upon tourists for 
his customers, 

“East is East and West is West and 
ne‘er the twain shall meet,’”’ was out 
of date before the war, when auto- 
mobiles from the Pacific Coast, the 
Middle West, the North and the South 
stopped at shops in search of relics. 
But times have changed. 

Many have been won over, for the 
first time, to selling by mail, a prac- 
tice they find interesting and satis- 
factory and a Washington dealer, 
for instance, still gathers up items 
as she travels to her summer cottage 
at the seashore, so the problem of 
disposing of antiques is far less acute 
than the problem of locating them in 
a territory repeatedly combed. 

Although the works of the big four, 
Chippendale, Hepplewhite, Sheraton 
and Duncan Phyfe, are hoarded and 
are seldom on the market, primitive 
pieces made long ago by country 
joiners are having their inning. 

Prices at country auctions have as- 
cended, particularly for old stone 


jars, such as were manufactured at 
New Geneva or Greensboro at the 
time Albert Gallatin was develop- 
ing Western Pennsylvania, and mar- 
ble-top tables, which are the idols of 
the populace. 

Considered convenient for mixing 
cocktails, the marble tops are gain- 
ing popularity in sophisticated circles. 
These are not isolated trends; rather 
they show the diversity of present- 
day demands. 

Stone walls do not a prison make, 
nor stone jars a palace, according to 
the decorative ideals of today, al- 
though the crocks and jars have their 
place, 

Since country dealers do not expect 
a frequent windfall in the form of 
walnut or mahogany heirlooms, they 
can fill in with the buttons off great 
grandmother’s dress,the old dime nov- 
els, old harness buckles, ox yokes, 
hominy mortars, and other things of 
yesteryear, 

Ceramics enthusiasts may still find 
such elusive pieces, as a specimen of 
Dr. Syntax china, made famous by 
the caricaturist, Thomas Rowlandson, 
and the writer, William Combe, who 
penned amusing verses descriptive of 
Dr, Syntax’s three tours of England 
“in quest of the picturesque,” 

In fact, Combe insinuated that the 
tours of the imaginary Dr. Syntax 
were taken to get away from his wife, 
Dolly, “a lady ten years, perhaps, be-

In the town of Denton, Md., inter- 
est in Currier and Ives prints from 
paintings by Arthur Fitzwilliam Tait 
is magnified by the fact that the 
painter’s son, Arthur J. B. Tait, of 
Yonkers, New York, has a summer 
home there, to which he frequently 
goes, 

Like the hunter in the Currier and 
Ives print, country dealers are in a 
tight fix, temporarily, but they are 
optimistic; they know that interest 
in objects of art survive until life’s 
fitful fever is past.

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Trade Symbols 


Edan Wright, writing in her an- 
tiques column in the Chicago Daily 
News, reviews some of the high- 
lights of trade symbols of the past, 
which are of interest not only to the 
antiques lovers, but also to that great 
body of persons interested in the art 
of advertising and publicity. Miss 
Wright says: 

“Those trade emblems which ad- 
vertised their wares for the illiterate 
and the stranger have been vanishing 
like the Cheshire cat in Alice in Won- 
derland, many of them leaving not so 
much as a grin behind them and 
others, still remaining, have been all 
but forgotten in origin. 

“The beaver hat which symbolized 
the hatter’s shop, the sheaf of wheat, 
the baker; the shears, the cutler; the 
glove, the glovemaker, are gone. More 
familiar, though seldom now seen on 
the signs of the city dentists, is the 
large tooth which advertised that pro- 
fession. And with it, slipping into the 
misty bourn of things past in time, 
are the jars of colored water that dec- 
orated every drugstore. 

“Most of the cigar store Indians 
have found a happy hunting ground 
in museums, Believed to have been 
carved at first by the sculptors of 
ships’ figureheads and often out of 
the seasoned masts of old vessels, 
they were in the Middle West fre- 
quently sculptured by Swiss and Ger- 
man craftsmen who had settled here. 

“More familiar signs are the three 
gilt balls of the old pawnbroker es- 
tablishments, the barber pole and the 
clock of the jeweler. The money- 
lender’s trademark was _ borrowed 
from the princely coat of arms of the 
famous Medicis of Florence, who, 
through their banks in Italy and 
abroad, were considered the first to 
make the lending of money a regular 
business. The three gold balls in 
their coat of arms is traced by legend 
to one Averardo de Medici, a comman- 
der under Charlemagne, who slew the 
giant Mugello, the giant having a 
mace with three iron balls. 

“The painted wooden watch, Vic-

torian in origin, which appeared in 
front of jewelers’ shops, almost in- 
variably pointed to around 18 minutes 
past 8. It has been erroneously be- 
lieved that the hands were so painted 
in remembrance of the hour Lincoln 
was shot or died. But since Lincoln 
was shot at 10:15 p.m. and died the 
following morning at 7:22, a more 
believable explanation is the theory 
that the hands were so placed to allow 
the most space above for the name of 
the jeweler. It does, too, to perfection, 
both practically and decoratively.”

movement in this clock is the famous 
Wagon Spring type, patented by Jo- 
seph Ives in 1845. At that time it 
was known as the Ives Patent Accel- 
lerating or Lever Spring Clock. It 
was a most ingenious idea, and en- 
tirely different from other spring 
clocks. 


Its power was derived from a mul- 
tiple-leaf, flat spring, like the springs 
on an old-fashioned wagon. There 
were quite a few Bristol clock mak- 
ers using this device. The one il- 
lustrated was made by Birge & Fuller, 


This type is eagerly sought by col- 
lectors. They were made in several 
different styles of cases. A few of- 
fice styles were produced; these had 
30-day movement. However, most 
wagon spring clocks are found with 
the 8-day works. Birge & Fuller 
made a 30-hour clock, using a lighter 
spring than the 8-day clocks. The 
works were usually housed in a case, 
commonly referred to as a “Steeple 
Clock.” I don’t think these could 
have been too successful. Very few 
are in existence, now. 

When coiled springs were intro- 
duced in Connecticut, the exact date 
is not known, they gradually took 
the place of weights, and also the 
Wagon Spring type, and soon all the 
clock manufacturers were using 
coiled springs. 

Other clock manufacturers in Con-

necticut made the Wagon Spring 
clock such as Atkins Whiting & Co. 
On June 1, 1850, they made an agree- 
ment with Joseph Ives to make the 
Wagon Spring clocks, an agreement 
that was renewed in 1852, and again 
in 18538. No doubt, Joseph Ives 
worked on this device several years 
before he applied for a patent. Most 
authorities place the date between 
1825-30. We know that it was on 
the market several years before the 
patent was issued. There was an an- 
nouncement in the Connecticut Cour- 
ant of June, 1830, stating: 

“The above clocks are made on a 
new principle, and are found to per- 
form well. There is no temper in 
the spring, and can never break, or 
will they be affected by the weather, 
and are of sufficient strength to run 
8 days. They can be sold much 
cheaper than any other clock of 
equal appearance and_ durability; 
they strike the hours, and are easily 
kept in order. The cases are of ma- 
hogany with metal doors, and are 
of various and elegant patterns. From 
their lightness, they are well calcu- 
lated for the country trade; and not 
having weights and pulleys are easi- 
ly set up by those not acquainted 
with the business. 

C. Davidson 
No. 42, Fulton St., near Pearl, 
New York, N. Y.” 

The whole,,Ives family were clock 
makers, and. Joseph was_- associated 
with two of his brothers (C. and L. 
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C. Ives) on his return from Brook- 
lyn, 1830-37. 

This firm was very active up to 
the depression of 1837, making a 
very fine eight day clock of heavy 
brass, using the roller pinion and 
other improvements of Joseph Ives. 

We have a very fine specimen in 
the Museum that is 36 inches high 
and 16 inches wide. There is a carved 
eagle at the top of the case, and 
painted glasses in the door. The 
Ives never made cheap clocks, there- 
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fore never attained mass production. 
However, collectors are always hap- 
py, when they find an Ives clock. 

The dial is slightly “chipped,” but the 
clock as a whole is a perfect speci- 


men. Needless to say, it is greatly 
admired by visitors to our Clock Mu- 
seum. Wish all you “clock fans” 
could see it. But I know you can’t— 
until the gas situation clears up.

WATCH COLLECTING 


By ERNEST A. CRAMER 


IME, an unseen and noiseless trav- 
eler, so it must be with watch 
collectors. Who are they? I have ask- 
ed many in the trade and the usual 
answer is, “Haven’t the least idea,” 
or there might be added an unusual 
collection at this or that museum, but 
to find an actual collector, well, that 
is a rarity indeed. 

We have hundreds, yes thousands 
of stamp collectors, hundreds of peo- 
ple who have made hobbies of every 
conceivable thing, but watch collec- 
tors, well that’s something else, 

I have a belief that each watch- 
maker is a collector. He, no doubt, 
has salted away movements or com- 
plete watches and said, “Yes, some 
day I’m going to have a collection.” 

I, too, salted away movements and 
complete watches and for many years 
this collection remained dormant. 
Then one day, I was introduced to a 
noiseless Traveler of Time, Robert 
Franks, Ex-Chairman of the Histori- 
cal Committee of the Horological In- 
stitute of America. His help and ad- 
vice in cataloging the collection gave 
me added interest and enjoyment, For 
the first time, I realized what these 
movements and watches meant to me. 
Their history revealed names like 
Honest George Graham, Earnshaw, 
Breguet, Dennison, Howard and many 
lesser known American, English, 
French, Swiss, German and other for- 
eign watchmakers. 

My American collection, the early 
Howards with their initialed move- 
ments, others with animal figures are 
a delight to most collectors. The ear- 
ly Waltham, Elgin, Filinois, Manhat- 


tan, Newark, Marion, Hampden, 
Waterbury, New York Standard, 
Lancaster, Hamilton, Seth Thomas 


and a host of others — yes, many 
others who have tried their hand at 
making watches are represented. 
Their names are living testimonials, 
the same as fine paintings are testi- 
monials to the artists who provided 
them. 

Escapement construction of verges, 
rack-levers, comma, Chinese duplex, 
bascule and a great variety of lever 


escapements, these alone make a col- 
lection worth while. The calendars, 
repeaters, music box repeater, dead 
beat seconds movements, the move- 
ments made by apprentices — this, 
their diplomas that they were finish- 
ed mechanics—the beautiful gold and 
silver dials, the exquisite hands, yes, 
one could see something different in 
every old watch. Have you a collection 
and would you like to contact others 
with the same interests?

HAPPINESS

& was in the days before gas ra- 

tioning. The sleek coupe with the 
out-of-state license hesitated, then 
swung toward the curb and stopped. 
The man striding along the shade- 
dappled sidewalk also stopped. There 
was a pretty girl at the wheel, be- 
side a handsome woman. 

The girl smiled. “Pardon me,” she 
said, quite unnecessarily. “We're look- 
ing for the lady with all the teapots. 
Could you tell us where she lives?” 

The man smiled, too. “Of course. 
Keep right on for two more blocks. 
It’s the big house on the corner to 
your left.” 

That was a rather common occur- 
rence in this Ohio town before gas 
rationing. Georgia or Kansas or New 
Hampshire or Arkansas was usually 
on the license plates. 

The woman is Mrs. Andrew Balz- 
hiser (Jennie to her host of friends), 
and the description, “‘the lady with all 
the teapots,” is accurate. 

Certainly you think so when you 
enter her gracious center hall, turn 
left and stop short in a hospitable 
doorway. Before yuu 1s a spacious 
room, massive mahogany dining table, 
huge wondrously carved sideboard, el- 
egant old rosewood corner cabinet, 
four especially designed wall cabinets, 
and teapots; teapots on the table, tea- 
pots on the sideboara, teapots in the 
cabinets; little teapots, big teapots, 
teapots of every color, shape and ma- 
terial, teapots not just by the dozen 
or the score, but literally by the 
hundred. 

From this, HOBBIES reader may 
deduce that Mrs. Andrew Balzhiser 
collects teapots. She does. Mrs. Balz- 
hiser is not only a collector of tea- 
pots, she is one of the outstanding 
collectors. 

As this is being written her collec- 
tion totals 470; a lot of teapots in any 
man’s language. And the 470 repre- 
sent about every language plus a flock 


of dialects, for her collection has 
been gathered from all the 48 states, 
all continents, and most of the coun- 
tries washed by the seven seas. 

Globe-girdling geography is not all. 
Her collection has the other essentials 
that make a collection something bet- 
ter than a hoard: wide historical 
range, inclusive scope, intriguing nov- 
elty, and “what is more my son,” rich 
human interest. 

Every famous name associated with 
china and pottery—Majolica, Wedg- 
wood, Spode, Ironstone, Limoges, 
Haviland, Dresden, Rookwood, Staff- 
ordshire, Blue Willow, Cloisonne, Bel- 
leek, Rockingham, Royal Doulton— 
is represented in her collection, not 
merely by single specimens, but in 
most cases by every known type of 
each. Colors span as wide a range. 
Lusterware addicts can find any rec- 
ognized tint among Mrs. Balzhiser’s 
teapots. 

All the established patterns are 
there with their cousins and their 
uncles and their aunts. Rebecca at 
the Well is exemplified, not only in 
traditional Bennington, but a rare 
light porcelain whicw would fetch the 
proverbial pretty penny. There is a 
Genuine Jenny Lind and a Tree of 
Life. Moss rose brackets Haviland, 
Ironstone and Dresden. 

Though china naturally dominates, 
other materials are not neglected. A 
blown glass dates back to pre-Revo- 
lutionary days. Some fine Dixon pew- 
ter and a characteristic metal-on- 
spatterware have special interest. 

Lincolnphiles will find their partic- 
ular passion represented by an excel- 
lent Staffordshire from the Great 
Emancipator’s Springfield home. Given 
to Mrs. Balzhiser by a woman who 
lived in Springfield for many years, 
this relic has a deserved place of 
honor.

collection dramatizes that strikingly.

Of all the 470, the teapot that 
holds visitors longest is neither out- 
size nor historical, but a thing of 
beauty. Deep pink chintz with a su- 
perb glaze, the chaste simplicity of 
its geometrical lines speaks eloquently 
in a universal language. 

But extraordinary and absorbing as 
Mrs. Balzhiser’s collection is, the why 
behind it and whav came of it are 
even more so. HOBBIES has long 
contended that the real value of col- 
lecting is human, the profit in things 
more precious than money that it 
yields the true collector. Mrs. Balz- 
hiser’s teapots clinch that significant 
truth. 

Four years ago she had given not 
so much as a thought to collecting, 
teapots or anything else.

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THE PAULINE POTTERY 


By THELMA SHULL 


ANY years ago, Pauline Pottery 
was sold by Tiffany’s in New 
York, Field’s in Chicago, and Kim- 
ball’s in Boston. Then the pottery 
ceased to exist and the wares were 
nearly forgotten. But time brings a 
recompense and once more these dain- 
ty pieces marked with the crown be- 
tween two capital P’s is’ being 
brought to the light and enjoyed in 
the homes of collectors. 
Characteristic colors used were viv- 
id yellow, peacock blue and green, 
and soft creamy tints. Against the 
light background, pale blue and lav- 
ender flowers and vines blended soft- 
ly. In spite of the vivid colors used 
on many of the vases, there was a 
deftness in the combining of shades 
and tints which gave a rich, subdued 
coloring for the general effect. 


The numerous World’s Fairs held 
after 1850 drew the attention of many 
men and women to the beauties of 
hand painted porcelain and pottery. 
Mrs. Pauline Jacobus of Chicago was 
one of the thousands of women in 
this country who attempted work of 
this type. She even taught a small 
class of students. Her husband en- 
couraged her in these activities. 

In 1881, she saw an exhibit of pot- 
tery which had raised fruit and 
flowers as the decoration. This drew 
her attention to the construction of 
the pieces, A few years later, Sara 
Bernhardt, famous actress, came to 
Chicago and brought along examp’es 
of her latest fad, which was model- 
ing, Mrs, Jacobus decided that she, 
too, could model. However, she ap- 
plied her modeling to earthenware 
and so began the making of pottery. 

The clay was shipped to her from 
Ohio, molded and decorated, and then 
returned to Cincinnati to be baked 
and glazed. There were several stu- 
dents working under her at this time 
and she felt the need for further in- 
struction. Arrangements were made 
for her to study at the Rookwood 
Pottery in Cincinnati. Here she learn- 
ed the processes of mixing clay, ap- 
plying colors, and shaping the ware, 
and something about the construction 
of a kiln. 

In 1883, while she was visiting in 
Edgerton, Wis., her husband wrote 
her that there was talk of starting a 
pottery in Chicago. She hurried back 
to the city, hired Mr. Sargent, a kiln 
maker from Cincinnati, and set up a 
pottery of her own. According to 
notes of the period, Mrs. Jacobus en- 
joyed the distinction of having been 
the first person in Chicago to make 
pottery, There was just one presser

and two student decorators. An ex- 
hibit was held which attracted the at- 
tention of Tiffany’s and it was at this 
time that they asked for the privilege 
of handling the New York sales, Mr. 
Jacobus christened the new ware 
Pauline Pottery. 

Soon a regular staff of artists were 
employed and it became necessary to 
move to larger quarters. Mr. Jacobus 
knew that there was a fine bed of clay 
located at Edgerton, Wis., which is 
about 125 miles northeast of Chicago. 
He went to Edgerton in the fall of 
1887 to make business arrangements. 
A number of business men at Edger- 
ton became interested, as the pros- 
pects of the investment were discuss- 
ed, and three of them were appointed 
a committee to visit the Rookwood 
Pottery and investigate the business 
there. Mr. Babcock, Mr. Coon, and 
Mr, Jenson were the three who went 
to Cincinnati. They came back with 
enthusiastic reports, 

On March 23, 1888, the following 
item appeared in the local paper, 
“Mr. O. I. Jacobus came up from Chi- 
cago, Monday, to attend a meeting of 
the directors of the Pottery Co. which 
now has material in readiness to com- 
mence operation.” 

On Friday, May 11, the pottery had 
just begun operations and an entire 
column in the newspaper was devoted 
to a description of the capital invested 
and the names of the officers and 
directors of the organization. The 
first meeting of the stockholders had 











been held on February 2, 1888. The 
president was E. W. Babcock, the 
vice-president was C. F. Mabbett, the 
treasurer, Thomas Hutson, and the 
five directors were O, I. Jacobus, J. 
P. Towne, Andrew Jenson, Henry 
Marsden, and M. Pelton. There was 
a capital of $20,000 divided into 400 
shares of $50 each. 


Early in March, the directors pur- 
chased the E. C. Hopkins warehouse 
and located the plant and kilns on the 
adjacent land. The Merrick Dairy 
Company occupies this land now. Mr. 
Sargent, the professional kiln maker, 
began work on March 22. He had the 
contract for the six kilns erected, 
three “biscuit” and three glaze kilns. 


Orders were placed by two electric 
supply depots for porous cups for 
batteries. One company was the West- 
ern Branch of the Bell Telephone 
Company. Between five and eight 
thousand cups were made per week. 
Mr, Jacobus took charge of the mak- 
ing of the cups and his wife superin- 
tended the art ware, The last kiln 
burned by Mrs. Jacobus in Chicago 














Some of the products of the Pauline Pottery 
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was several dozen decorated rose jars 
for Marshall Field’s retail store. 
About 37 people were employed, 13 
being women who painted the art 
ware. Flower pots, bonbon dishes, pit- 
chers, tiles, ewers, vases, bowls, and 
lamps were among the articles made. 
The decoration was done by the un- 
derglaze method. Many of the pieces 
look a little like majolica, though they 
are lighter in weight than one would 
expect from their appearance and 
size. Mrs. Jacobus was very proud of 
the high glaze used on the art ware. 


Three years after the pottery was 
removed to Edgerton, Mr. Jacobus 
died and the management passed from 
the hands of his wife. The dry cell 
battery was invented about this time 
and other dificulties were encounter- 
ed, too, which drained the business of 
its dependable source of income, the 
making of the porous cups. The pot- 
tery was soon allowed to die and the 
properties were sold. 

Mrs. Jacobus bought the kiln. She 
also obtained a quantity of clay which 
still remained and took it to her coun-

try home about a half mile from the 
edge of town. She hired a stone ma- 
son to take the kiln down while she 
made notes in order to be able to re- 
assemble it. Each brick was number- 
ed and its relation to the whole was 
noted. The kiln was successfully re- 
installed in her home. She kept the 
clay and potter’s wheel in the base- 
ment and the decorating and glazing 
was done in a low, flat building in 
back of the house. 

To supplement her income and per- 
haps to keep in touch with her Chica- 
go friends, she took in summer board- 
ers, Many prominent people are said 
to have visited her at Edgerton, She 
had traveled widely and was a brill- 
iant conversationalist. 

Her daughter assisted in the decor- 
ating but her son went away to work. 
Eventually the house burned down 
and the pottery was no longer made. 
She went to live with her daughter 
who had married an Edgerton man, 
John Coon. Later she moved to Texas 
and returned in 1927 for a brief visit 
during the summer. She spent her 
last years at Dousman, near Mil- 
waukee, in a Masonic home. 

The usual mark on Pauline Pottery 
is a crown between two letter P’s, 
the one reversed. On the very early 
wares no mark was used. When the 
pieces were first marked, the crown 
was impressed in the ware. A little 
later it was printed in blue and a “c” 
was added to the center of the crown. 

Though a few pieces of Pauline 
Pottery are quite ordinary in appear- 
ance, the majority are very lovely and 
indicate that artists of marked ability 
fashioned the clay into dainty forms 
and colored it with deft strokes of the 
brush, making a symphony of beauti- 
fully blended colors,

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FUNDAMENTALS

BEAMING soldier with obvious- 

ly-new captain’s bars on _ his 
shoulder and an obviously-new and 
pretty wife on his arm, sauntered a- 
long the street and paused in front 
of the show window of an antique 
shop. A dark blue Staffordshire din- 
ner set displayed within the window 
attracted their attention and drew 
them nearer with a compelling mag- 
netism, Set on a snowy white back- 
ground to emphasize the white scroll 
border, the blue dishes caused the 
soldier to exclaim, “What a grand old 
set of earthenware! How would you 
like dishes like these for that “after- 
the-war-is-over” house that we have 
been dreaming about?” 

Wincing at the mention of their 
far away dream of home and the day 
he would return, the young girl nod- 
ded and replied, “Yes! It is a quaint 
old set. But why do you call it earth- 
enware? What is the difference be- 
tween those dishes and our new bone 
china wedding presents?’ 

“Well! My little ignoramus! I can 
see where my all too brief leave is 
going to be spent teaching you the 
A B C’s of china collecting. Suppose 
we go into this antique shop. As a 
rule, antique dealers are very cooper- 
ative and this one may let us use 
some of his pieces to illustrate your 
first lesson.” 

True to his prediction, the owner 
of the shop was glad to help the sol- 
dier-collector initiate his bride into the 
joy and pleasure of antiquing. “Don’t 
be discouraged,” said he consolingly. 
“Many of my customers know next 
to nothing about china. Although they 
can prattle for hours about Dresden 
and Wedgwood, they don’t know 
either the names or the meanings of 
the basic ceramic terms. Perhaps it 
is the fault of the china books. Many 
are too technical for the average read- 
er. Terms like vitrification, fracture 
test, etc., baffle them and they give 
up without a complete understanding 
of the subject. I have been asked a 
thousand times, such questions as, 
“What is the difference between pot- 
tery and porcelain” or “Why is some 
china more translucent than others?” 
“No! You are not the only one in the 
world who is puzzled by china, But it 
is easy to learn.” 

“Now that is exactly what I mean,” 
chimed in the soldier, enthusiastically, 
“and the only way to really under- 
stand it is to start at the beginning, 
Now as a dealer, you have had a lot 
of experience; would you divide pot- 
tery and porcelain into two parts?” 

“Well,” replied the dealer, techni- 


cally, pottery is anything made by a 
potter but common usage has made a 
distinction between the two. Pottery 
is sometimes called earthenware and 
porcelain is often called china. Pot- 
tery applies to those articles made of 
clay that is baked. Hold a piece up to 
the light and see if there is any light 
coming through it. If it is opaque and 
not transparent it is pottery. If it is 
translucent and you can see light 
through it, then it is porcelain. Now, 
porcelain is a mixture of two ingredi- 
ents. These are known by their Chin- 
ese names of kaolin and petuntse or 
their English names of china clay and 
felspar, which is disintegrated gran- 
ite rock.” 

The young wife who had been com- 
pletely absorbed by the discussion 
broke into the conversation now. “In 
other words, porcelain is translucent 
and pottery is not.” 

“Yes!’ responded the dealer, “and 
you can use another test if the piece 
has a break in it. Porcelain breaks 
with a smooth fracture while pottery 
breaks with a rough fracture, that 
will show rough edges. This method 
of telling the composition of an ar- 
ticle by the texture shown in a break 
is called the fracture test, Now that 
you know the fundamental difference 
between the two we can proceed to a 
study of porcelain.” 

The soldier remembered the story 
of the origin of the word porcelain 
and retold the tale, “It seems that the 
word porcelain was coined in the 
Middle Ages by Portuguese sailors 
who opened up commerce between Eu- 
rope and the East, They brought back 
to Europe examples of porcelain that 
China had been making for centur- 
ies but which were totally unfamiliar 
to the Europeans. When these sailors 
introduced this new article, they gave 
it a new name. The currency in use 
at this time was the Cowrie shell 
which they called ‘‘Porcelana” because 
the shape of the shells resembled that 
of a little pig. The shiny shell-like ap- 
pearance of the porcelain resembled 
their cowrie shells, and so these Por- 
tugese sailors called the new article 
“Porcelana” and it has been called 
porcelain ever since.” 

“But how did the word china come 
into use?” asked the wife. 

“The word china or chinaware 
came into use after the English pot- 
ters atempted to imitate the new pro- 
duct brought from the Orient. Prior 
to the introduction of Chinese porce- 
lain, the English potters had made 
only earthenware. This brought into 
use the word, china.”

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While the soldier paused for a few 
minutes, the dealer patiently explain- 
ed how porcelain is also divided into 
two classes. “There are two types of 
porcelain: true and artificial. The dif- 
ference lies in the composition of the 
body which is called paste. By paste 
we mean a mixture of clay and other 
materials that are put together to 
compose the body of the ware.In Eng- 
lish speaking countries it is called 
Hard Paste and Soft Paste, Some- 
times it is called Natural and Ar- 
tificial Porcelain. In France it is 
known as Pate Dure and Pate Tendre, 
This question of paste is one of the 
most vexing parts of the study of 
china but it as important for the stu- 
dent or collector to be able to differ- 
entiate between the two pastes. There 
are various ways to distinguish them 
and the first and easiest way is to 
learn the difference between them.” 


“This is the part that always con- 
fuses me,” replied the soldier, “Sup- 
pose you go ahead and tell us the 
fine points about hard and soft paste 
porcelain.” 


“There is no reason for any con- 
fusion about this matter,” said the 
dealer, “It is easy to differentiate be- 
tween the two and I will tell you how 
to do it at a glance. Hard paste por- 
celain is composed of disintegrated 
granite rock and china clay. These are 
usually found close together because 
the clay, originally part of the rock 
itself, has now decomposed, The rock 
is fusible (that is, able to be liquified 
by heat) and the clay is infusible. To 
produce hard paste, the rock and the 
clay are mixed in about equal pro- 
portions and burned (sometimes called 
fired) in a kiln which is the china 
oven, By the way, this is pronounced 
as kill; the n is silent. As these are 
burned at a very great heat, the rock 
fuses (or liquifies) into a translucent 
glass cementing the clay which pre- 
serves the shape of the article, while 
it is being fired, It is almost impos- 
sible to tell where the body ends and 
the glaze begins, Should accident be- 
fall a piece of hard paste, the frac- 
tured edge will have a glassy (vit- 
reous) appearence, In contrast, if a 
piece of soft paste is broken, the edges 
will be granular and flaky; only the 
two sides will show a thin glass-like 
margin of the glaze. If the broken 
edge of a piece be touched with the 
tongue, the absorbent quality of the 
body will convince you that this is 
a piece of soft paste, If you can 
imagine touching with the tip of your 
tongue, first a common house brick 
and then a piece of glass, you can get 
a good idea of the difference that 
would be produced by “Tasting” hard 
and soft porcelain. This method of de- 
termining the paste of a piece by ex-

amining the broken edges is the frac- 
ture test that I spoke of before.” 

The soldier interrupted with the 
question, “Is soft paste porcelain ar- 
tificial porcelain?” 

“Yes! Soft paste is artificial por- 
celain. It is composed of sand, clay 
and glass and is covered with a glaze 
of glass. The first soft paste articles 
produced were called glassy or frit- 
ted china but there was a consider- 
able difficulty in firing this type of 
china until bone ash was added to the 
mixture.” 


“Some of our wedding presents 
were bone china,” said the young girl. 
“Do you mean that real bones were 
added to the other ingredients to 
make them?” 


“Calcined bone or bone ash has be- 
come a standard part of all fine Eng- 
lish china,” replied the dealer, “The 
degree of softness of the paste, de- 
pends on the amount of bone ash ad- 
ded to the mixture. But to get back to 
the soft paste china: First the china is 
burned in the kiln, the decoration is 
then applied and the article is fired 
for a second time at a very low tem- 
perature. Soft paste is distinguished 
by a translucency and a very soft 
white or creamy tone. The unglazed 
portions will be granular or chalky.” 


“How would you tell the difference 
between hard and soft paste?” asked 
the soldier, 

Getting into stride, the dealer coun- 
ted out the different ways of telling 
the difference between the two pastes. 
“There are a good many ways to tell 
the difference between hard and soft 
paste,” he said. “There is the file test 
in which you attempt to file the piece 
of china, If it is hard paste it is not 
supposed to be able to be scratched. 
But this test, as well as the heat test 
is unreliable. Hard paste can be scrat- 
ched by a file and you are liable to 
injure the piece just to determine the 
status, The first thing that I would 
look for would be color. If you hold a 
Piece to the light and it shows a mel- 
low ivory tint you can be assured that 
it has sufficient bone in it to be 
classed as soft paste. If on the other 
hand, it shows a cold bluish tone, it is 
probably hard paste. The soft paste 
is usually more translucent and has 
a warm mellow ivory color. Then 
there is the fracture test which is al- 
ways reliable, and experience will 
help you to determine by the appear- 
ance, weight, color and touch if a 
piece is hard or soft paste porcelain.” 

To answer the question, “What is 
the difference between bisque and a 
glazed piece?” the dealer explained 
glaze to the couple. 

“Glaze is a very fusible glass that 
is applied over the body of the article. 
It is made from red lead, nitre, sand

cream, This water is absorbed by the 
biscuit to which the glaze is applied 
and the piece is fired at a low temp- 
erature. Biscuit is the state of the 
article before it is fired or decorated, 
Popular usage has given the name 
bisque to all the unglazed articles. 
After firing (this is called the glost 
oven) the glaze, which is true glass, 
will be clear, smooth, transparent and 
able to resist the action of heat, acid, 
and alkalies, Salt glaze is produced 
by throwing common salt into the 
oven on the article while it is being 
fired.” 

“How about the decoration of pot- 
tery and porcelain?” asked the young 
girl. 

“Pottery and porcelain are deco- 
rated either overglaze or underglaze. 
In overglaze decoration, elaborate 
colors are applied to the glazed por- 
tion of the finished article and fixed 
at a low temperature that does not in- 
jure them. This is called enameling. 
In underglaze decoration, the colors 
are applied either to the green or un- 
fired state, or they are applied to the 
biscuit before it is glazed. Because 
these must be subjected to a heat suf- 
ficient to fuse the glaze, there are 
only a few colors that are suitable for 
this type of decoration, Designs may 
be hand painted or printed with 
transfer designs like the Stafford- 
shire set in the window. These are de- 
signs printed on copper plates that 
are transferred by paper to the piece. 
Gold decorations are usually added 
after the glost firing. “Many times” 
continued the dealer, “I have com- 
pared a piece of porcelain to the hu- 
man body. We can liken the china clay 
to the bones; the fusible china stone 
(felspar) to the flesh and the glaze 
to the skin.” 

“Now that you understand the fun- 
damental terms that are used in de- 
scribing china, perhaps our soldier 
friend will bring you back again so 
that we can start discussing such 
things as Majolica, Lustre, Ironstone 
and a lot of other interesting things”. 

“You can rest assured that we will 
both be back soon,” answered the sol- 
dier, ‘‘Why I came in here to teach 
my wife something but it seems as if 
I have been learning things too!”

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EMPTY BOTTLES 


By HENRY G. WASSON, JR. 


THERE was a time, not so many 

years ago, when my vision was 
clearer and my underpinning less in- 
firm, that I gauged the value of a 
bottle solely on the basis of its con- 
tents. Today I am interested only in 
empties, for they, too, bring to mind 
stories; but not about the farmer’s 
daughter and the travelling salesman. 
Let me select a few at random from 
my collection. 


Here is an aqua bottle with bust 
of Zachary Taylor and “Rough and 
Ready” on the obverse and bust of 
Major Ringgold on the reverse. Ask 
any ten persons—‘l’'o whom are the 
words “Rough and Ready” properly 
applied?” The tenth, a collector of 
empty bottles, could tell you how 
Zachary Taylor earned that nickname 
on the field of battle. And what of 
Samuel Ringgold? The collector of 
empties would know also of the un- 
timely death of this gallant hero at 
Point Isabel from 1tiortal wounds re- 
ceived at the battle of Palo Alto and 
of his burial in Baltimore with full 
military honors. 

Here is another bottle, a lovely 
emerald green, with a cannon and 
legend ‘“‘Gen’l. Taylor Never Surren- 
ders,” on one side and a grapevine 
and legend, “A Little More Grape, 
Capt. Bragg,” on the other. The lat- 
ter legend has no reference to any 
alcoholic beverage. It embodies Gen- 
eral Taylor’s request at the battle of 
Buena Vista for the more prosaic, and 
less deadly, grape-shot. Nevertheless, 
it was a swell idea for a hip flask! 


And here is a third bottle, of a 
deep green hue, in honor of a visitor, 
La Elssler, who came to this country 
from Germany in the early Forties. 
Her full length image is portrayed 
on one side; a soldier on the other, 
but it might just as well have been 
a banker, statesman or laborer, for 
Fanny Elssler captivated all. It was 
publicly proclaimed of her at the 
time—“The perfection of grace at- 
tended every attitude; the airiness of 
gossamer every step. * * * Fascinating 
beyond description.” When she ap- 
peared on the stage in New York 
the whole house rose to its feet and 
thundered its ovation. In Baltimore 
the citizens compelled her to leave 
her carriage and bore her triumphant- 
ly to her hotel. In washington the 
Senate stood as she entered and the 
House insisted that she sit in the 


Speaker’s chair. Her unswerving de- 
mand for each performance was $500 
or half of the gross receipts, with 
always a clear benefit. When she left 


this country, after a two years’ visit, 
she was $85,000 the richer, but her 
local managers were impoverished. 


This cobalt blue bottle with the 
impress of a winged creature, re- 
sembling a bird except for its forked 
tongue, and the inscription “Resur- 
gam,” is a puzzler unless you know 
your Latin and a sprinkling of myth- 
ology. It was made by the Baltimore 
Glass Works, undouptedly to com- 
memorate the disastrous fire which 
ravaged Baltimore in 1850. The 
winged creature portrayed on the bot- 
tle is the Phoenix, the legendary bird 
which rose unscathed from the fire, 
while the inscription means “I snall 
arise again,” no doubt expressing the 
conviction that a greater city would 
arise from the ashes of the old. 

Note this aqua bottie, of the cala- 
bash type, with bust of Louis Kos- 
suth, in a high hat topped by a 
feather, on the obverse, and the U.S. 
Steam Frigate Mississippi on the re- 
verse. This bottle was intended to 
commemorate Kossuth, the Hungarian 
patriot, statesman and pamphleteer 
who, after being forced into exile in 
Turkey, was brought to this country 
in 1852 on board the Mississippi and 
was received with great public ac- 
claim, with many streets and babies 
named after him. But the U. S. Miss- 
issippi was more worthy of commem- 
oration. Hers is a proud name in the 
annals of the United States Navy. 
She was Commodore Perry’s Flagship

This crystal bottle, as you will ob- 
serve, displays the features of a 
curly-haired boy and “Charley Ross” 
on the obverse, with a detachable mir- 
ror on the reverse. “Charley Ross? 
The name sounds familiar, but I just 
can’t place him,’ you would probably 
say. Well, do you recall the Lindbergh 
baby? Yes, Charley Ross was the 
first in a long chain of kidnappings 
in this country. Do you suppose that 
the mirror was attached in the hope 
that the kidnapper, coming upon the 
bottle, might see himself reflected in 
all his evil and repent? 

An unusual bottle is this little spec- 
imen, in Milk glass, fashioned in the 
likeness of a silver dollar and sur- 
mounted by an octopus, clutching so 
tightly with its tentacles that the 
head of Liberty is screaming in pain. 
You might consider it a memento of 
the “Free Silver” campaign, but note 
the date, 1901, inscribed on it. In 
this year Frank Norris,” “The Octo- 
pus”, was published, chronicling the 
feud between the California grange- 
men and the railroads. The bottle, 
no doubt, was intended to depict the 
stranglehold which the railroad (the 
octopus) had on the grangeman’s dol- 
lar, through exorbitant rates charged 
for hauling their products to markets. 

And here are many others, in a va- 


riety of colors—the Suecess to the 
Railroad bottles, giving ‘“‘a big hand” 
to the first horsedrawn railroads; 
the tall bottle commemorating Carrie 
Nation and her little hatchet, a com- 
bination consecrated to the destruc- 
tion of all bottles; the Toby bottle 
of T. R. in African hunting costume, 
with lions flung over his shoulder. 
Yes, many others, not to mention the 
political campaign bottles which I 
have purposely saved for another ar- 
ticle. All empties. Or are they, when 
they hold so much? 


WHAT TO DO 


Till the Claim Agent Comes 


a” case you order goods through 
these columns from advertisers 
and they are shipped by Railway Ex- 
press or Parcel Post and are in- 
sured, you should know the proper 
procedure for filing claims for dam- 
age or breakage. Whether the goods 
were shipped by express or parcel 
post, hold all the wrappings, twine, 
wadding and all broken pieces of any 
shipment you receive. Write your 
nearest Railway Express Agent or 
your nearest U. S. Post Office ask- 
ing for forms to fill out to apply for 
compensation for damage or break- 
age. Keep the shipment in the same 
condition you received it. Once it en- 
tered the hands of the carrier, ex- 
press or parcel post, and was insured, 
it is the carrier’s responsibility to see 
that the goods were delivered to you 
properly, and not the dealers’ respon- 
sibility from whom you bought them.

the greatly increased number of ship- 
ments by these carriers. 

You as a dealer can do much to hold 
down damage claims by wrapping 
your goods for shipment properly. As 
a coliector you can make for better 
service by refusing to continue to buy 
from a slothful dealer who thinks no 
more of what he sells than to put it 
in a filmsy box with improper wad- 
ding or other protection, and to put 
it in the hands of a trusting carrier 
like the Railway Express or parcel 
post service for shipment. Remember 
an insured Railway Express or Par- 
cel Post shipment which arrives bro- 
ken is not the careful dealer’s fault 
and responsibility rests on the carrier 
to make good any damage or break- 
age which happened in transit.

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON

Italian Occupation Stamps 

Allied expeditionary forces, seeking 
to establish orderly relationships with 
the people of liberated Sicily, have in- 
troduced into its occupied areas “Al- 
lied Military Currency” and “Allied 
Postage Stamps,” speaking a “Lira” 
language that will be understood by 
every Sicilian trader and consumer. 

It may now be revealed that these 
distinctive notes and stamps, deter- 
mined upon by British and American 
officials, were made in the Treas- 
ury’s Bureau of Engraving and Prin- 
ting in Washington, It was rushed to 
the scene of action by huge trans- 
port planes and is being used in that 
part of Italy which we now hold. 

The Allied Military Postage stamps 
are in denominations of 15,25,30,50, 
and 60 centesimi, and in 1,2,5 and 10 
lira. They are all of the same design, 
distinguished by colors of the usual 
United States postage series. They 
bear a pantograph background, with 
white lettering, and the denomination 
in the center of the stamp, are per- 
forated and gummed. 

The preparation of this military 
currency and postage‘ in advance of 
the invasion of Italy is itself an ama- 
zing chapter in the story of the gi- 
gantic and minutely-detailed planning 
that preceded the expedition, a story 
that must, for the most part, remain 
untold until after the war. From the 
standpoint of the physical underta- 
king alone, there is no precedent for 
such a job. Presses of the Bureau of 


Engraving and Printing worked 24° 


hours a day, not even pausing for 
meal periods, for weeks, to have the 
stocks of notes and stamps ready for 
the final, revealing overprinting when 
the invasion actually began. 

The planning of the job goes back 
some four months, when high officials 
of the Treasury, the War and Navy 
Departments, the Department of 
State, and officials of the British gov- 
ernment laid the groundwork in a 
series of extraordinary conferences 
held in utmost secrecy. 

No inkling of the project was ever 
put in writing, no word of it spoken 


over a telephone, and no discussions 
of it carried outside the conference 
rooms. 

Designs for the notes and stamps 
had to be completed under similar 
conditions of secrecy, and stocks of 
distinctive paper and huge amounts 
of inks of various colors accumulated, 
In none of this preliminary work was 
the country for which the notes were 
intended ever identified. 

On the basic designs under consid- 
eration, where now the words “Issued 
in Italy” appear, the words “United 
States” were placed fictitiously, and 
where the “lira” designation is print- 
ed were such unrevealing terms as 
“dollars” or shillings”. 

Basic printing of the notes had be- 
gun early in June, with the name of 
the country and the currency desig- 
nation still omitted, Huge stocks of 
the partially finished notes were ac- 
cumulated against the day when the 
“go” signal should be given. 

The invasion news was flashed to 
the world on the night of July 9, and 
the printing order was released by 
Army authorities on July 13, Prev- 
ious printings of the stamps had not 
been made ag both the stamp design 
and the overprint were put on in one 
operation on a two-color press. Al- 
though it was not definitely stated, 
it is believed that the stamps were 
lithographed, the same as the currency 
because the time element and the size 
of the undertaking did not permit 
steel engraving. 

On July 19, two planes carrying 
seven tons of the distinctive money 
took off. Other shipments have fol- 
lowed both of currency and stamps. 

Further details have not been made 
public. 

Overrun Countries Series 

With the issuance of the 5-cent 
stamp for Belgium on September 14 
in Washington, six of the announced 
twelve stamps of the Overrun Coun- 
tries have been issued. 

The series, which is being printed 
on the multi-color presses of the A- 
merican Bank Note Company in New 
York, uses the same frame for each 
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stamp. On the left is shown the phoe- 
nix, a mythological bird symbolizing 
the renewal of life, and on the right a 
kneeling woman portraying the break- 
ing of the shackles of oppression and 
enforced servitude, The frames are 
engraved with purple, while the cen- 
ters, showing the flag of the country 
being honored, are lithographed in 
their natural colors. Each stamp in 
the series is of the 5-cent denomi- 
ation, 

Official ceremonies have been con- 
ducted in Washington in connection 
with the first-day sales of each stamp 
with the ambassador or minister of 
the country being honored and a pos- 
tal official taking part. At the first- 
day sale of the Netherlands stamp on 
August 24, Dr, Alexander Loudon, 
Ambassador of the Netherlands to the 
United States, purchased from Roy 
M. North, Deputy Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, the first sheet of 
the 5-cent commemorative postage 
stamp as a tribute to that country, 

France’s tri-color flag will be shown 
on the stamp to be issued on Sep- 
tember 28. Stamps for Greece, Yugo- 
slavia and Albania will be issued in 
the near future, but, as yet, the exact 
date has not been announced. There 
will be issues for Austria and Den- 
mark later on. It is believed that the 
Post Office Department is attempting 
to have the entire series released be- 
fore Christmas, and at the present 
rate of two stamps a month, the last 
stamp would be issued about the mid- 
dle of December. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations of the French, Greek, 
Yugoslavian or Albanian stamps may 
send not more than 10 addressed en- 
velopes for each country to the Post- 
master, Washington 13, D. C., with 
cash or postal money-order remit- 
tance to cover the cost of the stamps 
to be affixed. Each envelope should 
be pencil-marked in the upper right 
corner to show the number of stamps 
to be affixed and the name of the 
country, Covers for each country of 
the Overrun Countries series should 
be sent separately in order to avoid 
confusion. 

While the stamps will be sold 
through most post offices, stamps of 
selected quality for collection may be

Postal Figures 

Postmaster General Frank C. Wal- 
ker has announced that the postal de- 
ficiency for the fiscal year 1943, on 
the basis of unaudited figures, was 
$3,543,122, the smallest in the last 24 
years. This compares with a defici- 
ency of $11,825,185 for 1942, which, 
in turn, had been the smallest since 
1919, 

Revenues for the fiscal year 1943 
were $961,059,690, an increase of 
$101,242,199 over 1942, while expend- 
itures were $964,602,812, an increase 
of $92,960,735. The increase of $101,- 
242,199 in revenues for 1943 almost 
equaled the entire postal revenues for 
the year 1900. 

Sales of stamps in the fiscal year 
increased 15.1 percent to $657,989, 
094, As usual, expenditures centered 
largely in salaries of postal employees 
and in transportation costs, Seventy- 
seven percent of all expenditures went 
for salaries and 18.8 percent for tran- 
sportation, leaving less than 5 percent 
of expenditures for al] other purposes. 

Several factors combined to prevent 
a surplus of revenues, Penalty mail 
(postage-free) from Government de- 
partments was heavy because of the 
requirements of wartime, adding to 
costs and producing no postal rev- 
enue; more than 2,000,000,000 pieces 
of mail were handled postage-free for 
members of the armed forces; and sal- 
ary increases enacted by Congress 
added substantially to expenditures. 

The number of pieces of mail han- 
dled during the fiscal year is esti- 
mated at more than thirty-three bill- 
ion, This is an increase of three bill- 
ions over the preceding year. 

Total money transactions by the 
postal service, involving such items 
as money orders, war bonds, stamps, 
postal savings, etc., exceeded four- 
teen billion dollars during the year. 

Sales of postage stamps at the Phil- 
atelic Agency for the month of July, 
1943, amounted to $106,144,16 which 
was the highest monthly sales figure 
since March, 1942. For July, the sales 
at the Agency amounted to but $65, 
144.00 
Precancels 

The collecting of local precancels 
was almost given a setback when it 
appeared for several months that the 
Post Office Department would be un- 
able to purchase further supplies of 
hand electro stamps. However, after 
a revision of specifications to elimin- 
ate brass and steel parts from the 
handles, the Department was able to 
make a contract. 

About 300 of these precanceling 
stampsare orderedeach year. Thestamp 
consists of a curved wooden block 
faced with an electrotype of heavy

PRECANCELS

; ery reaction from a further study 
of the 27th edition of the Mitchell- 
Hoover Official Catalog of Bureau 
Precancels, which we reviewed in the 
September issue of HOBBIES, is gra- 
tification that prices have not risen 
so much proportionately as have 
prices on regular U.S. and foreign 
stamps. There is a general increase in 
prices of Bureaus all along the line 
but it is a reasonable one, usually of 
from 10% to 20%, instead of the run- 
away prices evident on other stamps. 


This means that Bureau precan- 
cels brought at present prices are 
likely to continue consistently to show 
gains while the stamps on which 
prices have been inflated will be de- 
flated at some time in the future, 


Never have we urged that precan- 
cels or stamps of any kind be collected 
with the thought of making money. It 
is unreasonable to expect to make 
money on a stamp collection. In build- 
ing a collection one buys at retail 
prices. When one sells it is usually 
a wholesale transaction, It is difficult 
to buy at retai] and sell at wholesale 
and make a profit but sometimes it 
can be done. The enjoyment and rec-

Collectors of stamps and covers, who note display space in their own post 
offices going to waste, might assist by making displays from their collection, 
providing the windows are amply protected, of course. 
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reation one gets in making a collection 
should be sufficient warrant for the 
expenditure one makes. However 
there is a salvage value to a collection, 
That is more than is the case when 
money is spent going to shows, dan- 
ces, night clubs and various other 
forms of entertainment. 


A careful perusal of Michell-Hoo- 
ver catalogs shows that most Bureaus 
brought at retail when current and 
kept until the present time, now 
would sell at wholesale at a price suf- 
ficient to give the owner a good prof- 
it. 

This should prove to be true also of 
current issues of Bureaus and those 
that recently have become obsolete. 
Why? Well, the Presidental issue was 
Bureau precanceled first with over- 
prints between lines widely spaced. 
After a few months the overprints on 
the sheet stamps were changed to a 
narrow spacing. Now many of the 
wide-spaced varieties are scarce, 
Then the three denominations of the 
Defense issue were precanceled in the 
wide spacing and shortly thereafter a 
change was made to the narrow spa- 
cing, Certain items of the narrow- 
spaced varieties already are proving 
difficult to get. 

The 1c Four Freedoms, the 2c 
United Nations and the 3c Win the 
War stamps (now often referred to 
as the Offense Series) are being 
precanceled. It is not known how long 
this series will be in use; perhaps for 
years, possibly only a few months. 
In any case some of the varieties are 
likely to prove extremely desirable. 


Many collectors of Bureau precan- 
cels are in the Armed Forces of our 
country and their collections are in 
storage for the duration. Many other 
collectors are working such long hours 
now that they are paying little or no 
attention to their collections. Some 
time these collectors are going to want 
these items they didn’t pick up when 
current. 

Many dealers in precancels, both 
those with whom it was a full-time 
business and those with whom it was 
but a_ side-line, have stored their 
their stocks of precancels for the du- 
ration and are not securing stocks of 
the current Bureaus, The dealers who 
are carrying on are having greater 
difficulty in securing stocks of the cur- 
rent Bureaus. During the depression 
almost all collectors were extremely 
glad to pick up a “Five-spot”, or more 
or even less, by securing for some 
dealer a supply of the Bureaus in use 
in their city or some neighboring 
town. Now this money does not seem 
to mean so much to them. Gas ration- 
ing too has played a part as it is not 
so easy to drive around over the coun- 
try and get needed supplies of Bur- 
eaus, 


If you start a collection of Bureaus 
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or already have one, let me urge you 
to strive for completion. Some of the 
Bureaus easy to get now will be hard 
to get in the future, Some of those 
difficult to secure now may become 
quite common, but in general if a 
stamp is scarce now it is likely to be 
much scarcer in the years to come. 
And you do not need to feel as if 
you were unpatriotic when you buy 
Bureau precancels. A large percen- 
tage of the Bureaus now being placed 
in collections never have seen postal 
service, That means you donated the 
face value of these stamps to the 
government as no service was required 
in return. The same might be said 
when one purchases U.S. mint stamps 


for a collection but there is always a 
chance that they may be used for 
postage at some time in the future. 
With Bureaus, this is not possible. 

Pertinent, too, to this phase of the 
question is the following quotation 
from an article by Roger Steffan in 
the magazine, STAMPS: 

“Certainly there is nothing infla- 
tionary about the purchase of postage 
stamps. It does not have the slightest 
effect on the cost of living. In fact, it 
is one of the best ways that could be 
devised to siphon off funds from 
pressure on these items which do af- 
fect the cost of living and at the 
same time give the spender a little 
run for his money.’

ton, the collected material accumulates 
along two very different lines, The 
Queen and her pictures almost force 
collection of engraved or typographed, 
ones, and then variants not profession- 
ally drawn or engraved, for the great 
Queen had to suffer some crude am- 
ateur efforts, and also some poor pro- 
fessional photographs, On the other 
hand, most all of the Washington por- 
traits follow a set likeness, or a try 
at it, The Bicentenary portraits, 
most of them, at least, are recog- 
nizable.

That this portrait idea, naturally, 
will include single pages of other 
great and near-great is obvious. The 
real trouble lies in the determination 
of adding complete series to make a 
showing, just single items of series 
to get simple variety, This is, of 
course, the election of the collector; 
his to make or complete and his to 
embellish or simplify.

CANADA 
Some Early Postal Rules and Regulations 


By NUNZIO BEVILACQUA 


PART 1 

ie the southeastern region of Canada 

lie two provinces whose people of 
varying creeds, customs and tradi- 
tions were at one time at opposite 
poles, forbidding any fine degree of re- 
lationship, but who were to join in a 
political agreement that laid the 
foundation for the now immense Do- 
minion of Canada, 

They were not to achieve a goal of 
mutual understanding with grace, and 
ease, however, for here, too, as well 
as in the rest of the Americas, the re- 
percussions of European  turmoils 
were to be felt. The growth and in- 
ternational expansion policies of Eu- 
rope led explorers to reach out to 
this wilderness which the vitriolic 
Voltaire alluded to as “a few acres 
of snow” that England and France 
were to fight over, 

Quebec lies further east than Onta- 
rio, yet the northern part of both 
provinces borders the Hudson Bay, 
while on the south Ontario has the 
Great Lakes and Quebec the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence. It was here that the 
largest Canadian cities were to flour- 
ish, the climate and soil’ being quite 
suitable to the conduct of life. Among 
those given credit for early reaching 
Canada are Leif Ericson, 1000 A. D., 
the Englishman, John Cabot in 1497, 
the French Cartier entering the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence in 1534, and Cham- 
plain in 1603. Quebec was founded by 
Champlain, hence, for years there- 
after, the territory remained under 
the French flag. Missionaries and fur 
hunters then made it their business 
actually to traverse the land forest to 
forest, fort to fort, 

We shall briefly note just how these 
provinces were to change hands While 
the English were founding settle- 
ments further south in Jamestown 
and Plymouth, the French reveled in 
Nova Scotia and Quebec. From the 


Treaty of Utrecht in 1713, England 
received from France Nova Scotia 
and the borders of the Hudson Bay,the 
latter section at that time known as 
Ruperts’ Land. This was the first 
of a string of upheavals. 

The French and Indian War in 
America, commenced in 1754, was in 
reality a battle for supremacy be- 
tween the French and English. French 
forts at Ticonderoga and Niagara 
were captured. Quebec was won by 
Wolfe in 1759. The formal transfer- 
ence of all Canada and Nova Scotia to 
England was made by the Treaty of 
Paris in 1763. 

After the capture of Quebec and 
Montreal the English government 
found that barely 200 of the 65,000 
people in the colony were English, the 
remainder being French; therefore, to 
maintain the good will of the inhabi- 
tants the social barriers were not done 
away with, for that would have made 
trouble, and so the French laws, 
customs, and the Catholic religion 
were not molested. This was one of the 
English government’s most sensible 
and liberal acts, proved, moreover, by 
its engendering loyalty to England 
as was shown at the time of the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 

Many people in the American Col- 
onies with pro-England sympathies 
during the troublous period moved 
north to the Maritime Provinces and 
Upper Canada (Ontario), receiving 
grants of land from the royal gov- 
ernment as encouragement, The influx 
of these United Empire Loyalists is 
estimated at about 80,000. With these 
English folk making homes in Canada 
it was found necessary to change the 
primarily French form of govern- 
ment, Canada was divided in 1791 in- 
to two provinces, the upper one fur- 
ther east. Both had representative 
government, 

Nevertheless, this arrangement did 
not prove satisfactory for dissension 
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and open quarrels became rife be- 
tween the English and French in 
both Provinces; so much so, in fact, 
that actual rebellions had to be 
crushed and ultimately caused Eng- 
land to send an investigator in 1840 
who reported the advocation of self- 
government for the colonies. This un- 
precedented gesture in the British 
Empire scheme of things was granted. 
The Act of Union brought the two 
provinces together, 

Thereafter progress continued a- 
pace, trade developed bringing on an 
increased system of communication 
via mails. Postal rates were already 
in effect from 1771 in the region, al- 
tho we can imagine how rather loose- 
ly, as follows: 

Carried up to 60 miles 44d 
Carried 60 to 100 miles 7d 
For each additional 100 miles 2d 


These rates were for a single 
sheet of less than one ounce. 

A natural flow of changes were 
made in keeping with the needs and 
postal developments. Much mail was 
sent out after the Act of Union from 
one province to the other, to London 
and New York, all of which was 
stampless, each piece telling its story 
of the times. Eventually the Provin- 
ces of Canada issued their first post- 
age stamp on April 23, 1851. Asa 
direct corollary, the vignette chosen 
for the stamp was a picture of the in- 
dustrious beaver in its own habitat, 
the creature having a general popu- 
larity with the people and least likely 
to create friction - with Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria being depicted some- 
what later. 

So completely a part of the British 
Empire did Canada become that the 
provinces were given armorial bear- 
ings by royal decree, an act which 
gave identity and social significance 
to the new nation. The traditions as 
exemplified by the lion, the unicorn, 
the fleurs-de-lis, Cross of St. George 
and the three-leaved sprig of maple 
are time honored, an inspiring sym-

bol that carries down through the 
years. The arms of the Province of 
Quebec are on a shield divided in three 
parts: the uppermost containing two 
blue fleurs-de-lis on a gold back- 
ground from the French, the middle 
section a golden lion on a red back- 
ground from the English, the bottom- 
most a green three-leaved sprig of 
maple on a gold background for the 
new nation. The arms for the Prov- 
ince of Ontario are more elaborate: 
containing a shield of two parts: the 
uppermost having a red cross on a 
white background, the Cross of St. 
George, symbolic of English ancestry 
and the lower section containing a 
gold three-leaved sprig of maple on a 
green background, symbolic of Cana- 
da. Above the shield facing the left 
stands a bear,Holding the shield at 
the left with its forelegs is a moose 
and holding it on the right with its 
forelegs is a deer. Running under- 
neath all is a ribbon with the inscrip- 
tion: 
“UT INCEPIT FIDELIS SIC PER- 
MANET”, 
This now romantic period with its 


stampless covers has become of im-. 


mense interest to philatelists who rec- 
ognize that it is replete with some full 
stories of postal customs and rules yet 
aware of the problems that still re- 
quire explanation. 
Part II 

The use of envelopes in these prov- 
inec; did not become general] until a- 
bout 1850 and even then people simply 
folded their letter, tucked the ends in 
each other and addressed it on one 
side. There are countless such early 
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Canadian covers cancelled in various 
towns giving evidence of their wide- 
spread use not only before stamps 
were issued but afterward. 

To compute the value and interest 
of a cover one must give individual 
rating to the condition of the stamp 
if one was used, the cover itself, leg- 
ibility of the cancellation and if more 
than one postmark is found such as 
indications of UNPAID or STEAM- 
BOAT proper considerations must be 
made, 

In the 50’s it was found that when- 
ever a stamp was removed from the 
face of the cover there was no indi- 
cation left as to the date of the ean- 
cellation which was being struck upon 
the face of the stamp; therefore, in 
1859, the authorities decided to alter 
the device by striking a date cancell- 
ation just to the left of the stamp and 
on it a postmark obliteration, both in- 
Aicators to be struck at the same time. 
This new duplex type was provided 
for 22 towns in the Provinces. 

Yet during this period, numerous 
postmasters found it more convenient 
to simply pen in the postage paid 
rather than use scissors on a sheet of 
stamps. The new-fangled dater only 
complicated their job. So, except for 
the date, these later stampless covers 
are identical to those used prior to 
1851, thus explaining their existence- 
remembering that some towns did not 
receive the new daters so continued 
as in the past, 

These stampless covers have al- 
ways been intriguing since the advent 
of the stamp itself, having made them- 
selves conspicuous by the very absence 
of the stamps. On letters of this type 
one sometimes finds only the town and 
date, perhaps the postal rate marking 
in penmanship or rubber stamping, 
the carrier such as ship and other 
marks like FREE, TOO LATE or 
REGISTERED. Combinations of 
some of these are, of course, more

likely to tell the story of the letter’s 
life, 

We can do no better than to de- 
scribe a few of our covers to see 
what ramifications may be encoun- 
tered. A stampless cover in our 
possession was sent from Montreal 
on June 12, 1841 to a firm in New 
York. It is the folded-up type sealed 
in the back with some glue which 
was then struck with a device mak- 
ing deep grill markings to dissuade 
anyone from opening it. A clever 
idea! On the face at the top center 
is the indication STEAMBOAT, 
stamped in orange ink letters 4mm. 
high to a total length of 36mm. 
There is no postage stamp on the 
cover, nor any date other than the 
letter writer’s inside the missive, 
the only other markings’ be- 
ing in the upper right corner in 
faded penmanship “5/1%.”’ What 
does this prove? We are not positive, 
so we live in suspense. As this is a 
double sheet and the system of cal- 
culating rates went by single, double 
or triple sheets continuing up to 1848, 
one might be led to assume this is 
the charge—5s 1%4d! Why wasn’t 
a town cancellor used? Did not Mon- 
treal, the largest city have one in 
1841? Other towns did that year. 

Another cover, stampless, single 
sheet, addressed to New York has a 
handsome orange cancellation with 
the town in a curved line at the top 
“MONTREAL,” then beneath each 
other in four lines “PAID,” “AU 3,” 
“1849,” “CANADA,” In the upper 
right corner done in black penman- 
ship is scrawled “paid Box 70,’ a 
double line beneath the “70” and the 
number “10” written under it, con- 
noting a 10 pence rate. Was “Box 
70” a deposit box within the post of- 
fice, a forerunner of the present sys- 
tem, or the letter ,writer’s house 
number, or simply a bookkeeping box 
in the post office? 

A stampless, single sheet cover ad- 
dressed to New York has for its only 
marking on the face a New York 
circular town and date red cancella- 
tion in the lower left! The cover 
originated in Montreal, in 1840. Sev- 
eral questions arise immediately. Did 
the New York office mark it indicat- 
ing that someone had been good 
enough to pay the rate? What was 
the rate? Why was it not marked 
in the country of origin, Canada? If 
it was just a slip at a busy Montreal 
office and the carrier delivered it to 
New York was it not possible that 
“DUE” markings could have been 
placed on it? If not, why not? This 


‘s indeed a cover to have and to hold, 

As mentioned, some of the towns 
in the Provinces of this period had 
acquired circular town markings but 
not a combined method with dating. 
A cover from Grenville to Montreal 
shows the red town mark in the lower 
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left with the date “April 9/41” with- 
in the circle done with penmanship. 
The upper right corner is stamped 
with a red “PAID” marking, 4mm x 
18mm, to the right of which is 
scrawled the rate “4%,” obviously 
41%2d which was the charge for single 
sheets of less than one ounce not to 
be carried over 60 miles. So we see 
that a red stamping and a pen scrawl 
in each of two corners required four 
different thoughts and actions indi- 
cating the individual in charge exer- 
cised considerable labor and time on 
each letter, sufficient grounds for 
later changes. 

A difficult to find cover is one 
which has had the black “UNPAID 
7” markings placed on official corre- 
spondence then obliterated. The one

MEXICO’S NEW GOLD COIN 


Mexico’s recently issued gold coin, 
said to be the first gold coin issued 
this year in any country, is in effect, 
a re-issue of the old “Centenario” 
coin of 50 pesos, with the sole ex- 
ception that the word “50 pesos” has 
been omitted and replaced by the 
words “37.5 grs. oro pure.” 

This makes clear that the coin is 
not for circulation, but merely is 
to enable persons of moderate in- 
come to set aside some proportion 
of their savings in a form not sub- 
ject to ordinary risks. It is under- 
stood that the Mexican government 
looks with favor at this time upon 
such “hoarding” of gold, since, by 
purchasing power, it assists, in 
some measure, the anti-inflation cam- 
paign. The Bank of Mexico has, 
for some months, been freely selling 
this coin and other gold coins in the 
local market, It is understood that 
for this purpose the Bank’s entire 
holdings of gold coins in New York 
were recently returned to Mexico.

This 
Mexican plan is in direct reverse of 
our own; the Mexican government 
deals out gold coins to its citizens 
with instructions to hoard it, while 
the U. S, takes gold coins away 
from us and hoards them.

SESQUI-CENTENNIAL 

The year 1943 is the 150th birth- 
year of the American one-cent piece, 
the first having been minted in 1793. 
The original large one-cent coins 
were called “coppers” on account of 
their metal contents. To make sure 
no one would mistake their value, the 
earliest pennies had the figures 
1/100 under the words, One Cent. 
There are several 1798 types. The 
first one had a chain on the re- 
verse side, but there was so much 
complaint about a chain being the 
symbol of slavery, a wreath was sub- 
stituted. In the legend“ United 
States of America,” America was 
abbreviated to Ameri. In other 1793 
types, America was not abbreviated. 
In one of the Chinese types there was 
a period placed after the date, some- 
thing very unusual in coinage. Either 
the designer was a poor artist, or 
he had a misconception of Miss Lib- 
erty, for he gave her a peculiar look, 
which was changed in the after types. 
On the first type only the head of Lib- 
erty was shown, but the pole and 
liberty cap was added to the subse- 
quent ones. The rarest of the 1793 
cents is the wreath type with a 
strawberry sprig between head and 
date, worth from $500 to $1,000 in 
fine condition. During its 150 years, 
the cent has had but one black-out, 
that being the year 1815 when none 
was coined; this is indeed a record of 
service rendered, There are more 
pennies in existence than any of our 
coins, and more penny collectors than 
of any other coin. National Coin 
Week featured the one cent piece this 
year; all coin collectors should cele- 
brate the 150th anniversary of 
America’s most prolific, most talked 
about, most written about, most col- 
lected coin by filling their Indian 
head and Lincoln penny boards.

Under pres- 

ent law, tokens must be minted of 

Missouri-mined zinc, which the state 

can’t get because of war restrictions.

France is “Civil-warring” its small 
coins, It is to have paper money for 
such small coins as half franes and 
francs as the Germans are badly 
in need of non-ferrous metals. It is 
safe to presume that the present 
small coins are being buried instead 
of exchanged for paper notes and will 
turn up later to upset price lists. 

The 1942 Canadian nickels, the 
ones issued just before the present 
“coded” ones, are very hard to se- 
eure; out of circulation, and consid- 
ered scarce, but a letter from a prom- 
inent Canadian collector says they 
are not scarce, simply hoarded by 
speculators for future profits, In 
his opinion the hoarding speculators 
will be disappointed and the coins 
will soon again be circulating at par.

coin struck in his honor, but off-the- 
record he is on one of our most wide- 
ly circulated coins, the Buffalo nickel. 
Take a fine-condition nickel, hold 
your thumb over all the buffalo ex- 
cept its head and shoulders, and in 
the exposed portion of the animal 
you will at once recognize the like- 
ness of Steinmetz, This is probably 
the strangest mishap in all our coin- 
age, a lucky mishap, for it is com- 
memorative, although unintentional- 
ly, of a foremost foreign-born citi- 
zen. 

The following condensation is 
from an interesting article in the 
Kansas City Star: Karl August Ru- 
dolf Steinmetz was born in Germany 
in 1865. Charles Proteus Steinmetz 
died in 1923. At quick glance this 
might refer to two different persons; 
however that’s not the case. Both 
refer to one of the world’s greater 
electrical wizards and mathemati- 
cians. Dr, Steinmetz was educated 
at the University of Breslau in Ger- 
many, and as was the custom, stu- 
dents in the various college societies 
conferred a nickname or “student 
name” upon new members. At the 
time Steinmetz was “christened,” the 
chairman pointed to the little de- 
formed new member with the excla- 
mation: “Drink to Proteus. Proteus 
the versatile, the ever changing, who 
knows economics, classics and math- 
ematics, who can answer questions on 
every subject.’ The members drank 
and from that day Kar] Augustus 
Rudolf was never called by any other 
name than Proteus. When he came 
to America and became naturalized 
he dropped his German given names 
and took the name of Charles Pro- 
teus Steinmetz, remarking, “There 
that’s a real American name,”

Recollections of an Old Collector 


By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Quarter Eagle Prices in 1911 


OME fairly good prices were made 
at the coin sale of the late William 
H. Woodin in 1911 — 32 years ago. 
Some idea of the importance of Mr. 
Woodin’s quarter eagles may be bet- 
ter understood when it is known there 
were 205 different quarter eagle lots 
in his important and celebrated gold 
coin sale. The Newcomers, Brands, 
Chapmans, Jenkses, Proskeys, Mit- 
chelsons, Dewitt Smiths and other im- 
portant collectors attended the sale. 
It attracted other collectors, far and 
wide. Many of the records made at 
that sale have been greatly exceeded 
since; for instance, a few years ago, 
I secured $230 for an 1856 quarter 
eagle of the Dahlonega mint. In 
Woodin’s sale it brought only $66. 
Other similar advances are recorded. 
Some of the prices obtained for 
mint marked quarter eagles in the 
Woodin sale follow:

No others of this mint brought im- 
portant prices.

Although the Woodin sale totaled 
about $17,000 it probably would bring 
nearly $30,000 today. While many 
mail sales are held today, the open 
sales, with auctioneers, such as those 
held frequently in the past, are gra- 
dually disappearing. The sale busi- 
ness has undergone great changes in 
conduct and methods since 1911. Then 
there were only four or five catalog- 
ers in the United States, and they all 
held public sales in the collectors’ 
clubs and sales rooms. The present 
sale practices reduce overhead which 
may be high if the sale is a large 
one. “Mail bid sales” are doing very 
well, and the lots often bring good 
prices. One cataloger had 635 sheets 
from bidders at a recent sale, That. is 
unusual. I remember Henry Chapman 
announcing just before one public 
sale started: 

“Auctioneer, go ahead. I have 122 
bid sheets.” He was bragging. The 
number of bid sheets was mentioned 
with evident pride. How times have 
changed, eh! 


The Scramble for Coins 


There seems an_ unparallelled 
scramble for rare coins. Dealers who 
were entirely too young in the years 


from 1829 to 1932 to know about: 


coins, are now bidding their heads 
off for rare pieces of all kinds, chiefly 
American. Others who sat through 
big sales during the depressed period 
of 1932 and refused to bid $7.50 on a 
half eagle of 1800 are now scrambling 
for quarter eagles of 1796, which may 
range in price from $200 to $225.00. 
Those same persons sat at my best 
sale in June, 1932, and refused to bid 
$67.50 for a fine proof stella. This one 
belonged to a western collector who

Coin Prices Marked Up In 
1944 Catalog 


The new catalog by Wayte Ray- 
mond, pricing U. S. coins, marks ad- 
vances in price all along the line. 
There are some notable advances 
noted in small U. S. cents, including 
the following: 1856, $85, for proof; 
1857, eagle, $3; uncirculated, 1858, 
large letters, $5; small letters $7.50; 
1864 with L, on ribbon, fine $7.50; 
uncirculated, $20; 1871, uncirculated 
specimens, $8.50; 1872 cent unciru- 
lated $12.50; 1891 proof $2; 1894, 
proof $2.25; 1897, proof $3; 1909 S. 
Indian head, uncirculated examples, 
$12.50, a considerable advance. Lin- 
coln cents, 1909 S. plain une, $3.00; 
same, with VDB $5; 1914, unc $2.00; 
1915, same $3.00, both of them higher. 
Some later mints and dates are 
also marked up: two cents, 1864, 
Small motto marked up to $20; 1872, 
proofs $10; 1873, proofs $25, an ad- 
vance, Five cent pieces, 1866, with 
rays, proof $12.50; 1867, with rays 
$10; 1867, no rays unc. $2.50. The 
1877 three cent piece is now marked 
$25; the five cent coin $30; the 1912 
S., $25. A few of the dollars seem still 
marked rather low, with recent sales 
records over those noted in the book, 
like 1839 and the Gobrechts of 1836. 
The writer feels it is well for the cata- 
loger to take a middle ground in com- 
piling such a book to meet any pos- 
sible deflation later on. I note many 
of the early half and quarter dollars 
are marked up well above last year’s 
catalog prices, which is as a rule 
justified. Many old half dollars par- 
ticularly when uncirculated have been 
selling too low. Mint marks. show 
few moderate advances and markings. 
I note quarters are marked up in an 
instance or two to $100. The proofs 
from 1850 are marked up as they 
should be, to confirm with their act- 
ual rarity. Some of those in the 1860’s 
are just as scarce as a few patterns. 
Early dollars are marked up but not

unduly! The 1859, 1860, 1861 proofs 
are now $20 each or over. No proof 
trade dollar is listed under $7.50 
which is proper. The Lafayette dollar 
is advanced to $5.00, a moderate ap- 
praisal, It is not common today. This 
well-prepared book has 200 pages and 
will be appreciated by collectors who 
want to keep tab on prices.

COIN ROBBERY 


Wayte Raymond, well-known coin 
dealer of New York City, is the vic- 
tim of a recent coin robbery. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Raymond, the robbery ap- 
parently occurred over a week-end or 
at night, No coins except those which 
were of recent years, and such as 
could be readily used as cash were 
disturbed, indicating that the thief 
was not well-versed in coin history. 

A recent inventory of the stock 
stolen shows a loss of between $3,000 
and $4,000 face value. One lot stolen 
consisted of 800 1928 D nickels; two 
or three complete sets of Peace dol- 
lars, and a set of Liberty Standing 
quarters was also taken.

In a coin journal of 1880, I read 
that “Edward Cogan, the so-called 
father of the coin trade in America, 
has retired from business on account 
of his advanced age.” (That was 63 
years ago!) He was born in Eng- 
land in 1803, landed in Philadelphia 
in 1853 and commenced the coin 
trade in 1856. He removed to Brook- 
lyn in 1865, where he carried on the 
coin business until last October 
(1879). He will be succeeded by the 
firm of George Cogan & Co.” The 
coin magazine stated further: 

KE. F. Gambs, the well known St. 
Louis philatelist, has added coins to 
his stamp business, and if he is as 
successful in this line as he has been 
in the stamp trade, he will soon be 
one of the leading western coin deal- 
ers.” I might add that C. A. Stegg- 
man was another stamp man in St. 
Louis who took up coins in later 
years. 

“The highest price ever realized for 
an 1804 cent was a fraction over $200 
which was secured for an uncirculated 
piece with traces of the original color 
at the Reily sale,” so goes a quota- 
tion from this 63-year-old magazine. 
Pretty good for old times, eh? 

Another coin dealer, unknown to 
us today was G. T. McCombe of Lock- 
port, N. Y., who advertised in 1880. 
Gone with the years! Others who 
prominently advertised coins were E. 
F. Gambs of St. Louis; J. H. Jenkins, 
Philadelphia; J. A. Pierce, Chicago; O. 
Schmidt, Hoboken, N. J.; Mercer’s 
Curiosity Shop, Cincinnati, O.; Wm. 
K. Miller, Reading, Pa. Schmidt ad- 
vertised to sell 100 well mixed, laige 
copper cents for $2. Some bargain! 
C. L. Stake of Dayton, O.; J. Colvin 
Randall, Carl W. Bachmann of Seneca 
Falls, N. Y.; J. H. Keeler, Marshall, 
Mich.; and A. B. Carman, East Rich- 
land, Ohio, were worthies in the coin 
trade of that day. A. M. Smith was 
in business in Philadelphia. There 
was C. C. Westcott, Chillicothe, O.; 
C. E. Makepeace, Waterloo, N. Y.; 
S. K. Harzfeld, Philadelphia, and Ed 
Frossard of New York. Steigerwalt 
held forth at Lancaster, Pa. 


A Sermonette On “Junk” 

A few lamentations of a prominent 
dealer on “junk” in a recent letter to 
me prompts the following: 

I say to all young collectors, and 
particularly young dealers starting 
out to sell coins or notes, do not de- 
spise the day of small things or the 
role of junk.” “Junk” as applied to 
coins or notes, is only a relative 


term; the items referred to may not 
be in a strict sense junk at all, but 
the dealer aforesaid may only mean 
they are coins in good or fine state 
but not of a value to suit his liking. 
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That is more likely. I have not al- 
ways been able to sell fine and rare 
items; I often sold junk in the past 
because I could not get or afford bet- 
ter items, but I always found some 
sort of business, even in junk. At 
Buffalo in 1901, I was a small fry in 
coins. True, I had had many nice 
coins before that time, but at Buffalo 
my chief asset was some hundreds 
of junk coins, some of which had re- 
cently been bestowed on me by reason 
of small bids of around one cent per 
coin at Lyman H. Low’s sales, which 
I then patronized in a humble way. 
I distinctly remember one lot I 
did the perfectly genuine worn coins, 
blanks, but washers; the washers and 
blanks cost me 1% cents, each, as 
did the perfectly genuine worn coins 
in the lot. 

What I’m driving at particularly 
is that all coins and notes whether 
fine, good or bad, are salable for a 
price. Very recently I was surprised 
to receive a note from a well known 
Nebraska dealer asking if I could 
send him a few poor or damaged 
large U. S. cents to sell over the 
counter. This prominent dealer must 
have regarded the poor items he 
asked for as salable. Many years 
ago in a small list I described an 
item, “100 mixed foreign coins poor, 
damaged or fair condition, price $1.” 
Well, I received plenty of orders from 
beginners for that cheap assemblage. 
Others wrote and wanted to buy “U. 
S. half cents in any condition, poor 
and holed in particular,” just so they 
were half cents. 


A small ad of worn or damaged 
Colonial and continental notes secured 
several orders. A similar ad for fair 
or badly worn C.S.A. and southern 
notes over 70 years old also attracted 
many orders. In fact, about any kind 
of coin, medal, token or paper money 
can be sold for a price. There are 
always beginners who want cheap 
material because they cannot afford 
expensive items. Let me _ repeat, 
“Don’t despise humble, worn or poor 
coins and notes. Those may be 
marketed as well, as the more ex- 
pensive, perhaps easier.

I remember some 30 years ago at 
Wm. P. Brown’s tiny shop at 65 Nas- 
sau St., New York, N. Y., he had a 


couple of show-cases which were more. 


than once broken down by collectors 
leaning on them, In those cases he 
had heavy boxes of coins including a 
one-cent box, a three-cent box, a five 
and a ten-cent box. The one-cent box 
intrigued me as it held many poor, 
holed, and a few scarce coins, speci- 
mens the worse for wear but maybe 
an addition for some poor collector 
who could ill-afford a better example. 

Another collector, not young, used 
to come into my shop on E. 28rd St., 
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New York City, to look over the poor, 
damaged and very cheap coppers I 
had. Usually he picked out about 100 
coins at one-cent each. He was an 
enthusiastic if not very extravagant 
spending collector. It takes all kinds 
of collectors to make up the collect- 
ing-world, you may observe from the 
above examples. There are one to 
five-cent and $1 to $500 collectors. 
Some of the collectors of the most ex- 
pensive coins become quite an influ- 
ence in the coin world, it is clear to 
be seen.

Anent comments in a recent issue 
about low priced coins, moves another 
reader to write me, as follows: 

Your remarks stating that you 
once secured $7,900 for a single coin 
at auction puts your story of junk 
and the buying of poor and holed 
eoins from Lyman H. Low in 1901 
at one-cent each into the interesting 
class, and the transition serves to em- 
phasize not only that the day of small 
and humble coins is not to be de- 
spised, but suggests here is a Horatio 
Alger story of humble beginning and 
superlative ending.”

Twenty-Two Years After 


Wednesday evening, February 23, 
1922, the writer gave a complimen- 
tary dinner to collectors at Engel’s 
Chop House, on West 35th Street, 
New York. It was a gala affair, well 
attended by many of the most noted 
coin collectors, lecturers and numis- 
matic authors. Addresses were de- 
livered by the late Dr. T. L. Com- 
parette, curator of the mint collec- 
tion; by Carl Wurtzbach, Edward T. 
Newell, Henry Russell Drowne, Al- 
bert R. Frey and Frank C. Higgins. 
Of these speakers, all are dead ex- 
cept Mr. Wurtzbach. Today the 
writer came across two sheets of pa- 
per on which all the diners signed 
their names. The lamentable fact is 
that of the 60 present at the dinner 
over fifty are no more. The late 
Frank C. Higgins rigged up a clever 
dinner circular, and illustrated it him- 
self. The front page bore the figure 
of Survius Tullius in the act of tip- 
ping the waiter with a 9-oz. Roman 
bronze coin. The reverse bore a 
medal with a humorous take-off on 
the writer’s dog, Hector, with a comic 
head and his dog arms, consisting of 
two crossed beef-bones, dog cakes and 
a saucer, all in a shield. The dinner 
included oysters and a pound mutton 
chop for each diner. 

Alas, gone are those great collec- 
tors who attended— Dr. Comparette, 
Low, Frey, Newell, Higgins, Ryder, 
Proskey, Wood and others. What great 
changes take place in a mere 20 
years. 
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SPANISH-AMERICAN ISSUES 


By GEORGE C. MARTIN 


ECIPIENTS of the _ catalogs 

of the various coin auctions 

held in recent years have doubtless 

noted the tendency of the catalogers 

to include the earliest coinages of 

Spain in America among the issues of 
the American colonies. 

Usually, it is the coins of Charles 
and Joanna, 1536-1556, which are so 
listed. Actually, not only the coins 
of Charles and Joanna should be so 
classified, but the Spanish-American 
issues as a whole, and the coins of 
Mexico from 1824 to 1850, or even 
1860. The coinage of Spain in Amer- 
ica was a general issue, i.e., coined 
in the mints of Mexico City. Potosi 
(Bolivia), Lima (Peru) and Guata- 
mala, ete., but not solely for use in 
the countries in which they were 
made. 

Actually, Spain took the product 
of its mines, cut it in pieces of con- 
venient weights and sizes, stamped 
such with the arms, pillars, or/and 
King’s head as guarantee of weight 
and quality, and broadcast it over 
the world, and as such the coins were 
accepted at silver value wherever 
that metal was a currency medium. 
From the time of the earliest settle- 
ments in what is now the United 
States until about the year 1850, 
later in some sections, the Spanish- 
American issues passed current in 
practically all of the Colonies and 
States. The Revolutionary paper 
currency of Georgia, Massachussetts, 
New York, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Rhode Island, Vermont, and 
Virginia, promised payment in 
“Spanish Milled Dollars,’ as did the 
Continental currency of 1775 to 1779. 
In Virginia, as late as 1839, the pre- 
ponderance of %-Real and 1-Real 
pieces over the 5e and 10c pieces of 
the United States issues caused the 
Farmer’s Bank of Virginia, at Win- 
chester, to issue 6%¢ and 12%c 
notes, depicting thereon Spanish- 
American %-Real and 1-Real pieces 
instead of 5c and 10c notes with a 
half-dime and dime illustrated there- 
on. This issue was emitted Novem- 
ber 1, 1839. In both Texas and 
Florida, the Spanish-American issues 
were current under Spanish rule, and 
the same coinage, together with that 
of the Republic of Mexico, was cur- 
rent in Louisiana and Texas until 
1850 or 1860, possibly elsewhere in 
what is now the United States. The 


extensive use of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can coins in New Jersey is illustrated 
by the finds of the beach-combers 
at Asbury Park and Deal 40 to 45 
years ago, where about 40% of the 
coins found were Spanish-American 


silver, about 3% Colonial and British 
silver, the balance later U, S. issues. 
As a boy, the writer used to watch 
the beach-combers at work in the 
winter months with shovels and 
sieves, digging around the seaward 
sides of old pilings and the remains 
of old wrecks, sieving the sand for 
old coins and jewelry. The average 
beach-comber could make _ several 
dollars a day in this manner, After 
a storm, on a newly eroded beach at 
Deal, N. J., in 1900, the writer filled 
a cigar box with coins in a three 
days search over the surface. Each 
wave and each tide revealed some 
new object. Among the finds were 
a New Jersey cent, a Connecticut 
cent, numerous Spanish-American 
coins, and many later U. S. issues. 
The Republic of Texas issued only 
paper money during its existence and 
during and after the days of the Re- 
public, Spanish-American, Mexican, 
and U. S. coins passed current, On 
some old Indian camp sites in Texas, 
Spanish-American coins have been 
found. On one island in the Laguna 
Madre, pieces made at the mints at 
Lima (Peru) and Potosi (Bolivia) 
are the most common, and they in- 


clude the reigns of Philip V_ to 
Charles III, Roy Quillin, of San An- 
tonio, Alexander Cox, of Corpus 
Christi, and the writer, have all 


found specimens of these types there. 
Money Hill, on Padre Island, has 
yielded quantities of Spanish-Ameri- 
can coins for the past 50 years, and 
they are still being found there; their 
origin on the site is a mystery. The 
site of the famous Col. Powers’ house 
near Rockport, Tex., once an Indian 
camp site, has yielded many old 
Spanish-American, Mexican, and U. 
S. coins dating before 1860, one a 
1-Real piece of Charles and Joanna 
(1536-1556) which was about 300 
years old when Col. Powers came to 
Texas. Many old Spanish-American 
and Mexican coins have been exca- 
vated around San Antonio missions 
(San Jose, San Antonio de Valero 
(the Alamo), San Juan, (the Espa- 
da). As late as 1840 coins from the 
mints at Mexico City, Potosi (Bo- 
livia), and Lima (Peru), were circu- 
lating freely in San Antonio, Tex., 
together with later Mexican issues, 
in witness five coins taken from cir- 
culation by a German tourist about 
that year. He took them back to 
Germany as souvenirs. Later he re- 
turned to Texas with his family and 
settled, and he brought the coins back 
to Texas, The writer obtained these 
from one of his descendants. The 
Spanish-American silver coinage, 
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once issued, apparently never found 
its way back to the mints of its origin 
for melting and recoining. Its silver 
content was its value and the coins 
remained in circulation until mere 
silver discs and were melted down 
and re-coined in some other country, 
Some were re-coined in other coun- 
tries, as in Brazil where the 1810 to 
1832 960 reis pieces were mostly 
Spanish-American 8-real pieces re- 
struck. Some were countermarked 
as in Costa Riea in 1864, by Cuba, 
where a key was countersunk into 
the coins, in the Philippines where 
a crown and the initials of the Span- 
ish King and Queen were counter- 
sunk, ete. The fact remains that 
though these coins bore the arms, the 
pillars, or the head of a Spanish 
King, they were the principal “hard- 
money” medium of exchange in what 
is now the United States from the 
time of the first settlements therein 
well into the nineteenth century. They 
are inseparable from United States 
history. Most of these old Spanish- 
American coins are still very low in 
price, but more collectors are recog- 
nizing their importance each year, 
and they are growing increasingly 
difficult to purchase. Obtain some 
while they are still available at lit- 
tle more than double their silver 
value.

we have is a stampless one addressed

right, the word, “FREE,” to which 
all official mail was entitled. The 
mail addressed to the Commissioner

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department went free. This marking 
was also placed on letters among pri- 
vate persons when not prepaid. Al- 
though the prepaid rate was 5 cents 
the law clearly stated that non-pay- 
ment brought on a charge of 7 cents 
at the delivery address, a 2 cents fine, 
which would be collected on this non- 
governmental mail. 

Free writing to a governmental 
agency was a novel arrangement in- 
deed, unthinkable as it would be to- 
day. This freedom from tax was not 
continued with the confederation of 
the Canadian provinces in 1867. 
“PAID 3” markings or stamps had to 
be on such letters indicating a change 
of postal rates as well as political 
development, Hence it is evident 
that new, fresh minds directed to 
work on this period could unearth 
a vast amount of information for the 
tablets of philatelists.

hole for changing; but anon a series 
of grunts and groans indicated that 
he had fallen afoul of some kind of 
difficulty. Putney promptly went to his 
assistance. 

“Look what I’ve done,’ lamented 
Mark in a disgusted tone of voice. 
“Trying to put on your darn trousers 
I ran my knee through the fine red 
drawers that I purchased in London.” 

“We can easily replace them for 
you, Mr. Clemens,” came the reassur- 
ing answer. 

“No, indeed, you can’t,” replied the 
humorist emphatically, “they make 
woolen underwear better in London 
than anywhere else in the whole 
world!” 

Mark finally got into the panta- 
loons which proved an excellent fit, 
but the distinguished customer took 
an immediate dislike to the regulation 
pockets on the side. 

“The old sensible way of having 
pockets in the front was much the 
best, Then when a fellow took a lit- 
tle cat-nap after lunch he didn’t find 
all his loose change on the floor when 
he woke up. The money stayed in!” 

When Putney told how Francis 
Hopkinson Smith had purchased an 
identical pair of trousers and had 
been thoroughly satisfied with them, 
Clemens returned: 

“Hop Smith is rather careless 
about his attire. He is a man much 
more easily satisfied than I am about 
my clothes’—this latter said with a 
broad wink, for Smith was notorious 
as a dandy and ‘swell’ dresser. 

“Do you know,” Twain drawled in 
parting, “that coming here today I 
passed the church where Consuelo 
Vanderbilt was being married to some 
down - at - the - heels European, Just 
throwing herself away so that she 
can have the very questionable pleas- 
ure of calling herself Countess or 
Duchess! Why doesn’t a fine girl 
like that marry one of her own coun- 
trymen? There are plenty of well 
educated, handsome young men in 
America who would make an infinite- 
ly better husband than some titled 
nincompoop! 

A month or two later a letter ar- 
rived at Rogers Peet. 
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Onteora, New York 
August 15, 1900 
Gentlemen: 

I am away up here in the moun- 
tains on vacation and cannot get 
down to your store to buy some sum- 
mer clothes. A few weeks ago I was 
fitted perfectly by a young man in 
your store. I have forgotten his 
name but he had a long face like a 
horse and he wore a pair of broad- 
rimmed tortoise shell glasses that 
looked for all the world like the blind- 
ers of a horse. You can get my exact 
size from him. Please send me a 
summer suit as soon as possible for 
the weather is terrifically hot here. 

Yours sincerly, 
S. L. Clemens. 

Putney immediately had a white 
suit made by the firm’s best tailor 
and sent it up to Twain with a white 
hat to match. Mark liked the white 
suit so well and it fitted him so per- 
fectly that he determined thereafter 
to wear no other suits but white ones! 
He even had an all white evening suit 
made to order and at a reception he 
described himself as the only white 
dove amongst numerous black crows! 

Some months later Putney was 
walking down Fifth Avenue and 
when passing in front of the old 
Waldorf-Astoria to his vast surprise 
he came upon Mark in the act of tak- 
ing off his white hat to the flags of 
various nations suspended from the 
long line of the hotel flag-staffs. The 
humorist would stand reverently be- 
neath each flag in turn, remove his 
hat, and bow. When he noticed his 
friend Putney among the fascinated 
crowd that had collected, he said in 
a most matter-of-fact tone of voice— 
as though he had been doing nothing 
at all out of the ordinary: 

“I am seizing this opportunity to 
salute all my friends in the various 
countries of Europe.” 

During the winter Twain came into 
the store to order a round dozen of 
suits, saying earnestly to Putney as 
he handed out one of his famous 
cigars—dollar for a barrel cigars!— 

“T have absolute confidence in your 
ability to see that I am fitted prop- 
erly. I once got a suit in Italy and 
when I put it on at home to show 
Mrs, Clemens we found that the 
sleeves were so long as to completely 
hide my hands, and the pants of such 
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ungodly length that they tripped me 
up every step I tried to take.” 

Assured that such a contretemps 
would not happen this time, Twain 
continued, puffing vigorously on his 
“dollar” cigar, “I want you to be 
sure and sew a piece of differently 
colored silk in the back of each coat. 
I do not care what kind of silk it is, 
provided only that each suit has a 
different color. 

“But don’t you wish your linings 
all of the same color, as most people 
do who get more than one suit?” 
queried Putney. 

“No, indeed,” Twain answered de- 
cidedly. “What I want is SYMBOL- 
OGY which might be described as a 
hobby of mine. For when I need my 
evening suit I say to my old valet: 

“George, bring me the suit with the 
RED SILK inside,” and then I usual- 
ly do get my evening suit. But if I 
would simply say to him, ‘Bring my 
evening suit,’ he would like as not 
return with my bath-robe and paja- 
mas! You should suggest the hobby 
of ‘symbology’ to some of your other 
customers who order a good many 
suits at one time. It will save them 
a powerful lot of time—and swear- 
ing.” 

During the late spring of 1901 
three very distinguished men came 
into the store to be measured for caps 
and gowns in which to receive Hon- 
orary Degrees from Yale University: 
Mark Twain, William Dean Howells, 
and William Howard Taft who had 
returned all the way from his dis- 
tant post in the Philippines expressly 
to receive the honor. The measure- 
ments were duly taken and about a 
week later Mark came by in his 
phaeton to fetch his gown, Much to 
everybody’s amazement he had his 
coachman lug a fair-sized trunk into 
the main aisle of the store where it

was opened under Twain’s directions 
—disclosing multifarious suits and 
various other garments all piled pig- 
gledy-piggledy! 

Standing by his open trunk the 
humorist was assisted into his gown 
which seemed to fit him perfectly. 
The cap, however, caused considerable 
difficulty. First of all he found the 
tassle a “damned nuisance,” and then 
when Putney adjusted the cap on his 
head the way it should go, Clemens 
grunted, 

“That is much too uncomfortable! 
I must put it on my own way or not 
at all.” 

His “own way” was to tilt the cap 
forward to such an extent that the 
lower rim practically covered his 
eyes, No amount of persuading or 
reasoning could make him change his 
position! 

“It is really comfortable now,” he 
purred, “and I mean to wear it just 
like this during that graduating-bee 
at Yale.” 
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Another year, a little before Eas- 
ter, while browsing around the shop, 
Mark chanced to wander into the 
Ecclesiastical Department which had 
been well stocked in anticipation of 
the great festival. Here Putney came 
upon him carefully inspecting a 
brightly embroidered stole. 

“What is this?” demanded Mark 
holding the thing aloft. 

“Why, that is a stole,” replied Put- 
ney. 
“The thing that the Episcopal 
clergyman wears about his neck dur- 
ing services?” 

Upon receiving a nod in the af- 
firmative, Mark philosophized a little, 

“That just goes to show you that 
our friends the clergy have hobbies 
and enjoy bright colors just like the 
rest of us. I am certain that if you 
only had black stoles in stock you 
would sell mighty few of them! But 
these gaudy ones seem to be going 
like hot cakes!” 





The Author of Woodman, Spare that Tree

san older generation will remember 
a poem that was found in prac- 
tically every series of Appleton’s 
school readers back in the Eighties; 
it began: “Woodman, spare that tree, 
Touch not a single bough, In Youth it 
sheltered me, And I’ll protect it now.” 
At least that is the way I remember 
reading it in an old school book that 
belonged to my mother. It was the 
work of a great American song writer 
and journalist of the days when 
America was a nation of land specu- 
lators and society’s rank depended 
upon your rank in the State militia. 
America was not quite as rank as it 
is pictured in Dickens’ “Martin Chuz- 
zlewit.” The English novelist, how- 
ever, had some foundation for his 
burlesque on men and manners in 
America before the Civil War. 
George P. Morris, a brigadier-gen- 
eral of New York State militia, was 
a man of importance in society. Born 
in Philadelphia in 1802, he began his 


journalistic career as the publisher 
of “The New York Mirror and Ladies’ 
Literary Gazette,” in conjunction with 
Samuel Woodworth, on August 2, 
1823. Woodworth will be remembered 
as the author of “The Old Oaken 
Bucket.” The last number of the 
“Mirror” appeared on December 31, 
1842. In April, 1843, Morris began 
the publication of “The New Mirror”

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and had for his partner N. P. Willis. 
This was a brief adventure compared 
with his earlier publication and it 
lasted until September 28, 1844. On 
October 7, 1844, Morris with Willis 
and Hiram Fuller commenced pub- 
lication of “The Evening Mirror” 
which continued until the close of 
1845. Late in 1845, Morris com- 
menced “The National Press and 
Home Journal” and on November 21, 
1846, changed its title to “The Home 
Journal.” Willis was also associated 
in this adventure which lasted for 
many years. 

George Pope Morris achieved great 
popularity as a song-writer. He con- 
tributed verse to the newspapers at 
the age of 15. In 1825 he wrote a 
drama, “Briercliff,’ in five acts, 
founded upon events of the American 
Revolution. It was performed 40 suc- 
cessive nights, and paid the author 
$3,500. In.1842 he wrote an opera 
entitled “The Maid of Saxony,” in 
which he had the co-operation of C. E. 
Horn, which had a run of 14 nights. 
He edited a number of works includ- 
ing “The Atlantic Club Book,” “The 
Song-Writers of America,” and “Na- 
tional Melodies.” In conjunction with 
N. P. Willis he edited “The Prose and 
Poetry of Europe and America.” 

In 1836 he published a collection of 
some of his prose pieces under the 
title of “The Little Frenchman and 
his Water-Lots.” In 1838 appeared 
“The Deserted Bride and Other 
Poems,” which was reprinted in 18438 
with illustrations by Weir and Chap- 
man, who had illustrated an edition 
of his poems brought out by Appleton 
& Co., in 1840. In 1844 Paine and 
Burgess brought out a volume of his 
“Songs and Ballads.” S. Colman pub- 
lished his “Whip-poor-Will” in an 
octavo volume, which was illustrated 


by Weir. Scribner brought out a 
complete edition of* his “Poetical 
Works” in 1853, with 138 engravings 


from original designs by Weir and 
Darley, with a portrait of the author 
by Henry Inman. 

Among the poems of this great 
ante-bellum writer are ‘Woodman, 
Spare that Tree;’? “My Mother’s Bi- 
ble;” “We were Boys Together;” 
“The Miniature;” ‘Where Hudson’s 
Wave;” “Land, Ho!;” “The Pastor’s 
Daughter;” “Life in the West;” “Oh, 
a Merry Life does the Hunter Lead;” 
“When Other Friends are round 
Thee;” “A Legend of the Mohawk;” 
“The Chieftain’s Daughter;” “Long 
Time Ago;” “The Rock of the Pil- 
grims;” “One Balmy Summer Night;” 
“When I Was in My Teens” and “The 
Croton Ode.” 

Morris died in New York City, 
July 6, 1864. At that time it was 
the opinion of the press that he was 
America’s best writer of songs. No 
American song-writer before him had 
written so many songs that had met 
with popular acceptance. His lyrics 
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were on almost all legitimate themes 
such as love, friendship, patriotism, 
and occasional topics. Critics have 
pronounced “Woodman, Spare that 
Tree” and “Near the Lake where 
drooped the Willow” compositions of 
which any poet might be proud. 

We will let the brigadier’s old 
friend, N. P. Willis, sum up for him: 
“Morris is the best-known poet of 
the country—by acclamation, not by 
criticism. He is just what poets would 
be if they sang, like birds, without 
criticism; and it is a peculiarity of his 
fame that it seems as regardless of 
criticism as a bird in the air. Nothing 
can stop a song of his. It is very 
easy to say that they are easy to do. 
They have a momentum, somehow, 
that is difficult for others to give, 
and that speeds them to the far goal 
of popularity—the best proof consist- 
ing in the fact that he can at any 
moment get fifty dollars for a song 
unread, when the whole remainder of

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POWDER FLASKS 


By WAVERLY P. LEWIS 


shen collecting of old metal powder 
flasks has taken its rightful place 
among today’s hobbyists. Every con- 
ceivable object has been collected as 
a hobby but, until recently, very few 
flask collectors have been known. 
Perhaps the scarcity of collectors was 
due to lack of information on powder 
flasks; perhaps the historic value and 


artistic beauty of many flasks was 
not appreciated. The fact remains, 


however, that flasks could be found in 
most any shop, antique or otherwise, 
and there remained, covered with 
dust and grime, waiting for someone 
to recognize that they deserved a 
place in some collector’s den. 

Today, flasks are not found in each 


shop; it is necessary to search for 
them, And this makes collecting 
them more interesting. After all, the 
best part of collecting, to my mind, 
is the thrill in hunting and finding 
something worthwhile. There's fun 
in taking out the dents—cleaning— 
getting the springs to work after 
years of idleness. 

I remember well my first flask. 'I'ne 
dealer almost begged me to buy it. 
I wasn’t interested at the time as 
American military arms were my 
main interest. However, as the price 
seemed reasonable, I brought it think- 
ing it would look nice with my guns.

illustrated from Waverly P, Lewis collection. 
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Imagine my surprise a few days later 
when I was informed it was a Colt’s 
flask with the patent cylinder charg- 
er. That was three years ago, and 
from that time on flasks have been a 
closely allied hobby with my guns. _ 

About six months after my collec- 
tion had reached the “staggering” 
total of 21, I stopped at an antique 
shop to inquire for flasks. After 
stepping inside the door and seeing 
the beautiful display of glass and

china I decided there would be no 
flasks here. Nevertheless, I asked 
the woman if she had any flasks and 
started to explain what they were. 
She smiled and said she had some 
flasks but they were not for sale. 
Rather surprised I asked her why. 
Her answer was that she was collect- 
ing them herself, because she thought 
the designs were beautiful and more 
interesting than anything else she 
handled in her shop, Quite enthused 
over the fact that I was a collector 
she took me to a glass cabinet and 
showed me more than 50 flasks, all 
outstanding as to design and in very 
Although I wasn’t 
able to prevail on her to part with 
any, yet to see this display of flasks 
collected by a woman was an incen- 


tive for me to pursue my hobby more 
diligently. 

Flasks are found in every conceiv- 
able size, shape and design. My 
smallest flask is a plain cylinder type, 
3/4 inches wide by 1-3/4 inches high, 
My largest in 4-7/8 inches wide by 
10-1/4 inches high. These measure- 
ments are on the flask proper and do 
not include the charger. I feel this 
way of measuring is much better 
than an overall dimension. Some 
flasks have very small chargers and 
others have extra large chargers in 
proportion to the size of the flask and 
to include the charger in the dimen- 
sions would give a wrong conceptien 
of the size of the flask. I would like 
to see all dealers and collectors 
standardize on this way of measuring; 
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not including the charger. 

Quite often a very fine flask is ob- 
tained but dents are very prominent. 
I find the simplest way to take out 
dents is to take the top off the flask 
by unscrewing the three small screws 
that hold the top on. If you have 
trouble getting the small screws out, 
they can be pushed through with a 
small nail or ice pick. The screws 
will drop inside the flask and you can 
get them when the top is off. If the 
flask has a threaded top the job is 
much easier, 

After the top is off, a tapered piece 
of wood is pushed into the flask over 
the top of the tapered piece of wood 
and forced against the dent (see fig. 
1). After a little practice and 
maneuvering of the pieces of wood, 
you will find it quite simple to take 
out most of the dents. Another way 
is to take two tapered pieces of wood, 
pushing one over the top of the other 
(see fig, 2). Make a half dozen or 
more different sizes and shapes of 
tapered pieces so you can work on 
any size or shape of flask. 

Before putting the top on, bend the 
metal projections around the screw 
holes of the flask as these are the 
only “threading’ for the screws to 
fit into, 

The miscellaneous flasks illustrated 
are a few of those I think may be of 
interest to other collectors. 

No. 1 is the very rare Colt’s flask 
with the patent charger—very well 
made of heavy copper—3% inches 
wide by 7% inches high. The illus- 
tration shows the charger cylinder 
alongside the flask. This charger is 
screwed into the top of the flask and 
by depressing the plunger the proper 
charge of powder was measured and 
poured into the muzzle of the barrel. 
Some collectors contend this flask was 
furnished with the Colt’s-Walker re- 

volvers; others, that it was made to 
be sold with the Patterson rifle. Who 
knows? 

No. 2 is a Dixon spring flask— 
Sheffield plate on copper—swinging 
improved patent charger—3% inches 
wide by 6% inches high, A beauti- 
ful, well made flask with highly em- 
bossed design and in its day was 
probably the last word in expensive 
flasks. 

No. 3 is the gun stock design— 
copper—3 inches wide by 7 inches 
high—quite rare. This one marked 
“Frary, Benham Co, Also made in 
pistol size. 

No. 4 is a copper flask—3% inches 
wide by 6% inches high—highly em- 
bossed dog’s head surrounded by a 
sheaf of wheat and two hanging 
birds. Of all the flasks I have seen, 
this one, without doubt, has the most 
highly embossed design and certainly 
does justice to the artistic and me- 
chanical ability of the early flask 
makers, 


No. 5 is a plain brass flask—%4 
inches wide by 1% inches high. I 
have heard of this size being called a 
priming flask. Why, I do not know. 
Probably used in a cased set of very 
smal] pistols. 

No, 6 are two horn flasks—one pis- 
tol size and the other a pocket size. 
These flasks were made by taking a 
piece of horn, thinning it to the cor- 
rect thickness and cutting it to the 
correct dimensions. It was then 
steamed and molded to shape, the 
edges butted together and stitched 
with fine wire. The brass strip was 
then attached around the edge and 
held in place with small screws. 
Probably French, 

No. 7 is a compartment flask of the 
oak leaf design—1% inches wide by 
3% inches high. The top is the pow- 
der charger and the bottom has two 
compartments for holding balls and 
caps. There are many varieties of 
compartment flasks, some with one 
large compartment on the bottom and 
one on the top alongside the charger. 

No. 8 is a copper flask with a pea- 
cock on a column and two crossed 
pistols above—2 inches wide at the 
bottom by 4% inches high. I have 
seen this type of flask in a cased set 
of Colt’s revolvers and it must have 
been original with the set because 
the compartment in the case was de- 
signed to hold this flasx.

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POTTAWATOMI BASKETRY 


By W. W. FABEN 


LL woodland Indians were highly 
skilled in the uses of wood and 
bark. The Pottawatomis like their 
brethern, the Chippewas and the 
Ottawas, developed the art of making 
baskets from wooden splints. This 
art, with some modern adaptations, 
still flourishes in the northern lake 
country, 

Tourists and collectors purchase 
these Indian baskets for beauty and 
utility. Their bright colors and rus- 
tic hand-made appearance lend a 
woodsy touch to any den, summer 
cabin, or “Early American” home; 
and the sweet grass, often inter- 
woven, affords an aroma all its own, 
especially in damp weather. 


The best of these baskets are now 
made. of: black ash splints, and great 
care is exercised in the selection of 
the trees which are to furnish this 
material. I had gone into the woods 
with Alfred Mark, an elderly Ottawa, 
in search of ash for baskets to be 
made by his Pottawatomi wife and 
her sisters. Selecting a tall, straight 
specimen, free of knots, he chipped it 
at its base to make certain of its 
quality, A few deft strokes of his 
ax brought the tree to earth. With 
his ax handle, he measured off two 
lengths which he marked with a 
slight cut. Several more deft strokes 
of his sharp woodsmen’s ax, and the 
small six-inch log lay severed from 
the tree. This lower portion is all 
that the Indians use in making basket 
splints, 

Before leaving the spot, the Indian 
cast about for a small back ash sap- 
ling. Finding one to his satisfaction, 
he speedily cut and trimmed it. 
Then gathering up the two pieces of 
timber, we trudged back over the 
trails,

In camp, the log was pounded with 
the back of an ax until it separated 
into sap-layers, the Indian pounding 
the length of it from end to end and 
repeating the process until the splints 
could be easily peeled off. When 
prime, these splints are almost as 
smooth and flexible as ribbon. 

The bark was then removed from 
the sapling which was split into sec- 
tions capable of being readily whit- 
tled into handles and rims for the 
tops of the baskets, All of this is the 
man’s portion of basket making. The 
rest is the woman’s work. 

Taking the splints removed from 
the log, the women cut them with a 
short knife into the desired widths, 
some narrow, some wide. Then they 
are ready to be dyed. 

Mary Mandoka, widow of the late 
Chief Samuel Mandoka of Nottawa- 
sippi Reservation and an expert Pot- 
tawatomi basket maker, has often 
told. me that in the old days the In- 
dians did not use much color in their 
baskets, for they believed that too 
much color brought bad luck, How- 
ever, color became popular as time 
went on. Vegetable dyes were orig- 
inally used, but today commercial 
dyes are found more convenient. 
The splints are soaked in a solution 
of dye and hung over a line to dry. 
Red, yellow, brown, and green are 
favorite colors of the Pottawatomis. 

Nimble fingers of the women quick- 
ly weave these splints into colorful 
baskets before your very eyes. The 
foundations of brown or natural 
splints are laid according to the de- 
sired shape. Horizontal strips are 
interwoven through the perpendicu- 
lars, the colored ones being inter- 
spersed at the dictation of tradition 
and the flight of fancy. The whole 
scene brings a vision of the long ago. 

Woven into the top edges with 
strong splints, the rims become an 
integral part of the basket. The 
handles, notched to fit snuggly 
around the rims, are securely woven 
in below, 

The decorative motif is a series of 
colorful parallel borders woven 
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against the traditional natural white 
or brown background. In our collec- 
tion is an old storage basket or 
hamper whose background color is 
brown. A double border of diamond- 
shaped designs in natural wood is in- 
terwoven. The Pottawatomis are uni- 
versally fond of the diamond-shaped 
designs. 

I have seen old specimens about 
three feet high and 18 inches square, 
without color or design, Some had 
covers; some did not. 

In the old days, baskets were used 
among the Indians for storage, por- 
tage, berrying, and nutting. Un- 
doubtedly the use to which a basket 
was to be put in a large measure de- 
termined its shape. 

In modern basketry, the influence of 
the white man is very evident. The 
Indians of today make work baskets, 
market baskets, picnic baskets, waste 
baskets, flower baskets, and clothes 
hampers, all showing a wide variety 
in shape and size. 

For the devotee of Indian lore and 
the lover of Indian arts and crafts, 
there is no more interesting article 
for his collection and no more useful 
adjunct to his household equipment 
than Indian baskets. A little knowl- 
edge of the modern-made ones helps 
us understand and appreciate the old 
craft more than ever.

The illustration shown here covers 
his collection of pottery from Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Utah and Colo- 
rado, together with Cliff Dweller 
axes and sandals made from fiber, 
Indian skulls, prehistoric basketry 


bone awls and implements from 


Cliff Dweller ruins. The two skulls 
shown are from near Thermopolis, 
Wyo. One of these has the original 
hair on it; on the other the ears are 
mummified, and they still retain the 
copper earrings. Albert obtained the 
specimens on a_ trip to Wyoming 
several years ago, 


The top case contains pottery from 
Missouri and Arkansas, with a few 
pieces from Illinois. All of the Mis- 
souri and Arkansas pottery is effigy 
or incised, and the specimens are of 
the rarer type. Besides the pottery 
there is an assortment of fine axes 
and celts from Missouri and Arkan- 
sas. Besides these, there are many 
other specimens in the collection. 


Young Hansen, now 25, writes his 
father from the Middle East that he 


‘has visited the museums in Cairo, 


Alexandria, and also the Pyramids, 
Just another collector abroad mak- 
ing the best use of his opportunities. 
Meanwhile his father is taking good 
care of his collection until the time 
he can return and make additions.

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INDIAN ARTIFACT HOBBY ROOM 


By ARTHUR R. ALTICK, Secretary-Curator, 
THE CLARK COUNTY HISTORICAL SOCIETY

[- you do not have a room in your 
home that can be used for your 
collection of Indian artifacts, build 
one if in the attic or basement. When 
you do the work yourself, as I did, 
it will not be expensive. The archi- 
tecture of my home compelled me to 
build mine in the basement; the roof 
of the attic was too low to build it 
successfully there, The pleasure you 
wil! derive from seeing your Indian 
artifacts well displayed will more 
than repay you, for the time and ef- 
fort, judging by my own experience. 

Before I married, I bought a large 
cabinet for my Indian artifacts. Af- 
ter I married, my wife admired the 
cabinet so much that I weakened and 
she commandeered it for her collec- 
tion of antique dishes and silverware, 
with the result that my artifacts 
were homeless for several years until 
I decided to build a hobby room. 

Assuming that your wife is a col- 
lector, too, you might even condescend 
to give her a little display space in 
your room, and make it a partner- 
ship which would compensate her 
somewhat for the many times I ex- 
pect you have kept her waiting while 
you closed some deal for Indian arti- 
facts. 

During the intervening years, as I 
procured specimens, I diligently kept 
classifying and cataloging them on 
typewritten sheets 84x11 inches, 
which I bound in a loose-leaf binder, 
Each artifact was carefully wrapped 
in newspaper and packed in a strong 
wooden box. Eventually, I had an 
accumulation of some i8 boxes of 
artifacts. When my friends came to 
see my collection I had to handle a

bunch of heavy boxes, take the lids 
off, and search through them to 
find one particular specimen; then 
the procedure was reversed and the 
specimens had to be wrapped up and 
put away. My hobby room did away 
with this lost motion. 

On February 1, of this year, I 
bought a hundred pound bag of ce- 
ment and_ started plastering the 
rough cement, block basement walls 
with a trowel and then smoothed it 
with wet brushing. This formed the 
north and west walls. For the south 
and east walls I had to build parti- 
tions of insulation wallboard nailed 
on 2x4 inch studding, spaced 24 
inches apart. I thus utilized about 
one quarter of the basement area for 
the room. For the ceiling I used the 
same material, covering the wall- 
board joints with lattice lath, and 
also used it on the joints of the side- 
walls. I made a doorway in the 
wallboard partition leading to the 
rest of the basement where the fur- 
nace and laundry were located, I 
was lucky in picking up a black wal- 
nut veneered door from a local wreck- 
ing concern that just fit the door- 
way. 

The color scheme for the room is 
ivory walls, peach ceiling, antique 
ivory woodwork, and a tile red floor. 
The new resin base paint mixed with 
water is an ideal covering for the 
wallboard walls and ceiling. It dries 
quickly and is washable. For the 
woodwork, I found enamel most suit- 
able for it did not raise the grain of 
the wood, .My cement floor is ground 
block and subject to hydrostatic 
moisture, so I sealed the surface first 
with two coats of a red cement base 
filler paint, after which I applied two 
coats of a good porch or deck paint. 
Most of the display cases are peach 
color, 

The heating problem was solved by 
removing the hot air run that led into 
the dining room which is just above 
the hobby room. I ran this hot air 
run into a wall register in the hobby 
room, and put in a floor and ceiling 
register in the place where the old 
hot air run was formerly. Of course 
the heat going into the dining room 
is “second hand,” but it worked o.k. 
even on very cold days. 

For illumination, I use two flores- 
cent ceiling lights, together with four 
drop lights that I can move around. 
They make the room almost as light 
as day. 

Some of the display cases I made, 
and some of them I bought, I have

Ceremonial dance masks, 
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tried to arrange a case for each class 
of artifact, such as a case for axes, 
one for celts, one for chisels, one for 
hammers, one for pestles, one for 
pipes, one for ceremonials, etc. 

If you do not have enough display 
eases for your artifacts, additional 
ones can usually be procured at used 
furniture stores. A little renovation 
makes them more attractive. 

An ordinary kitchen table, with a 
little remodeling, makes a good table 
case. Around the edges of the table 
top a wooden frame can be made, the 
height will be determined by the 
height of the specimens you wish to 
display, If the top surface of the 
table is rough or marred, a sheet of 
one-half-inch wallboard can be laid, 
and also strips of this can be fitted 
flush around the inside of the wooden 
frame, leaving the top edge a little 
lower than the top edge of the wood- 
en frame. Plate or double strength 
glass, can be laid in the off-set which 
will seal and make your case prac- 
tically dust-pruof. The wallboard 
lining can be painted with a resin 
base paint with any color you desire. 
I used a peach color on mine and also 
the same color on the rest of the 
table; this makes a good background 
for displaying slate ceremonial speci- 
mens that are in the case. 

I have a number of flint specimens 
in frames tied with linen carpet 
thread (this is much better than cop- 
per wire for it does not chip the 
edges) on gray show cardboard, 
which are kept stacked on edge in a 
dust-proof cabinet, and also a seven- 
drawer cabinet with green, plush- 
lined trays, where some of the 
smaller arrowheads are displayed. 

The furniture consists of a small 

mahogany desk and swivel office 
chair, two antique maple chairs with 
split hickory seats, and a small an- 
tique maple rocker with a split hick- 
ory seat. Four hand-braided throw 
rugs and several rag rugs break the 
monotony of the enameled floor sur- 
face. 
._ Thanks to Dr. Leon Kramer of 
Columbus, Ohio, my stone pestles are 
displayed in a large, matting covered 
chest, similar to a cedar chest. I 
obtained this idea from seeing his 
fine collection of flints exhibited in 
trays in a cedar chest in his hobby 
room, 

You will find the hobby room is the 
ideal way of exhibiting your Indian 
artifact collection, for all the mate- 
rial is together, easily accessible, and 
visible to yourself and friends. Be- 
fore I built mine, I had not seen some 
of my artifacts for ten years, which 
was revealed by the newspaper wrap- 
pings that bore the date 1933.

The name Superstitious mountain 
is given to a peak east of Phoenix, 
Ariz., because of the Indian legends 
surrounding it.

AMULETS 


By RAYMOND J. WALKER 


A*™ amulet may be defined as any 

object worn as a charm, It is 
often a stone, or a piece of metal, 
with an inscription or some figures 
engraved on it, and is generally sus- 
pended from the neck, and worn as 


a preservative against sickness, 
witchcraft, ete. Its origin, like its 
name, seems to be Oriental. The an- 


cient Egyptians had their amulets, 
sometimes forming necklaces. Among 
the Greeks, such a protective was 
styled “phylacterion,’ among the 
Romans “amuletum.” This word is 
probably derived from the Arabic 
“hamalet” (what is suspended). The 
phylacteries of the Jews (see Mat- 
thew, XXIII. 5), slips of parchment 
on: which passages of the Law were 
written, were evidently worn as 
badges of piety by the Pharisees; but 
were also regarded as wholesome pre- 
servatives from evil spirits, and 
from all manner of harm. From the 
heathen, the use of amulets passed in- 
to the Christian Church, the inscrip- 
tion on them being ichthus (the Greek 
word for fish), because it contained 
the initials of the Greek words for 
Jesus Christ, son of God, Saviour. 
Among the Gnostic sects, Abraxas 
stones were much used. 

Abraxas stones are so called from 
having the word “abraxas” or “abra- 
sax” engraved on them. They are

cut in various forms, and bear a var- 
iety of capricious symbols, mostly 
composed of human limbs, a fowl’s 
head, and serpent’s body, These gems, 
whose value and_ significance have 
been greatly exaggerated, are com- 
mon in collections, and are represent- 
ed as coming from Syria, Egypt, 
and Spain. It is certain that the use 
of the name abraxas was at first pecu- 
liar to the Gnostic sect of Basilidians; 
and probably the word, by taking the 
numerical value of its Greek letters, 
may signify the number 365. The 
Basilidians, however, did not desig- 
nate by this name the highest deity, 
but the spirits of the world collect- 
ively. Ata later period, the doctrines 
and practices of the sect were carried 
by the priscellianists to Spain, where 
many abraxas stones are found. 
Gnostic symbols were afterwards 
adopted by all sects given to magic 
and alchemy; and thus there is little 
doubt that the greater part of the 
abraxas stones were made in the mid- 
dle ages as talismans. 


Abracadabra is a word said to be 
of Persian origin, and to designate 
in that language Mithra, the sun-god, 
It was in former times, the most 
venerated of those magical formulas 
that were constructed out of the let- 
ters of the alphabet, and was sup- 
posed to be highly efficacious for the 
cure of fevers, and especially quartan 
and semi-tertian agues. Serenus 
Sammonicus gives the following dir- 
ections for its use. Write the letters 
of the word so as to form a triangle, 
capable of being read many ways, on 
a square piece of paper. Fold the 
paper so as to conceal the writing, 
and stitch it into the form of a cross 
with white thread. “This amulet 
wear in the bosom, suspended by a 
linen ribbon.for nine days. Then go 
in dead silence, before sunrise, to the 
banks of a stream that flows east- 
ward, take the amulet off the neck, 
and fling it backwards into the water, 
If you open it or read it, the charm 
is destroyed.” 

Amulets became so common among 
the early Christians that, in the 
fourth century, the clergy were inter- 
dicted from making and selling them 
on the pain of deprivation of holy 
orders; and in 721, the wearing of 
amulets was solemnly condemned by 
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the Church. Among the Turks and 
many other nations of Central Asia, 
every person considers it necessary 
to wear a preservative charm. With 
the spread of Arabian astronomy, the 
astrological amulet, or talisman, of 
the Arabs found its way to Europe. 

The talisman, probably derived from 
the Greek “telesma”, in the sense of 
celebration of religious ceremonies, is 
a species of charm, consisting of a 
figure engraved on metal or stone 
when two planets are in conjunction, 
or when a Star is at its culminating 
point, and supposed to exert some 
protective influence over the wearer 
of it. Talismanic virtues have often 
been attributed to a peculiarly mark- 
ed or formed egg, and instances are

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sleepers slept for 309 years while 
their dog, Katmir, stood the whole 
time, and neither moved from the 
spot, ate, drank, nor slept. This dog 
has been admitted by Mahomet into 
Paradise. This amulet of the Seven 
Sleepers when pasted on the walls of 
houses is believed to be a protection 
against ghosts and demons. 

The ruby was supposed to be an 
amulet against poison, plague, sad- 
ness, evil thoughts, and wicked 
spirits; and, most wonderful of all, 
it warned its wearer of evil by be- 
coming black or obscure. Brahman 
traditions describe the abode of the 
gods as lighted by enormous rubies 
and emeralds. The magical proper- 
ties of the sapphire are rated as high 
as those of the ruby. It was sacred 
to Apollo, and was worn by the in- 
quirer of the oracle at his shrine. 
During the middle ages it continued 
in high estimation, because it was 
supposed to prevent evil and impure 
thoughts. One of the most remarkable 
properties ascribed to it was the 
power to kill any poisonous reptile 
that was put in the same glass with 
it, The turquoise was believed to 
be a protection from falls, and the 
amethyst against intoxication. Jasper 
cured madness, and agate was an an- 
tidote to the poison of scorpions and 
spiders, besides being beneficial to the 
eyes,

Of the modern amulets, or pocket- 
pieces, such as the rabbit foot, lucky 
coin, and religious tokens of the pres- 
ent day, we can say little for fear 
of stepping on some one’s pet corn. 
The use of amulets will continue as 
long as man has imagination and the 
very fact that he believes in their 
power gives him a feeling of comfort 
that in many cases is half the cure 
needed for many ills, real or imag- 
inary.

Zircon 


The Pages of the Arabian Nights 
contain many a list of precious stones 
hoarded by Oriental monarchs. These 
never failed to include jacinths, of 
which there are several kinds, among 
them zircon and red and white hya- 
cinth. 

Ceylon provides the world with 
most of its zircon, which in its natural 
state is a yellowish crystal. The Arabs 
believed it adorned the sixth of the 
seven Moslem heavens. 

Blue zircon, called “starlight” by 
the jewelers of today, is the same 
gem in a lovelier disguise. Not many 
years ago Siamese and Indo-Chinese 
discovered that by exposing the yellow 
crystals to heat under certain condi- 
tions they changed to a magnificent 
steely blue. There was an element of 
chance in processing the stones; many 
were rendered colorless and only a 
certain percentage emerged the de- 
sired hue. Today zircons are among 
the most popular jewels in the United 
States and in the short time that they 
have been known they have revolu- 
tionized gem tastes. No Oriental 
princess ever possessed a jacinth quite 
as glamorous as the blue crystals now 
furnished us by East Indian crafts- 


men.

Your Iron Colllection 


Some collectors neglect their irons 
because many of them are not es- 
pecially handsome and if they get 
many large specimens it makes the 
corner of the house sag down. How- 
ever, iron is an important metal and 
most of its ores have the great ad- 
vantage of being cheap, so it is well 
to have at least a small specimen of 
each kind for checking purposes. Per- 
sonally we collect large specimens of 
the more striking minerals and small- 
pieces of those that have no appeal to 
the eye. We never pass up a chance 
to get at least a small piece of any 
mineral not represented in our col- 
lection, no matter what it looks like. 
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Meteorite History 


Discovery by a Georgia plowboy of 
an iron meteorite weighing nearly a 
ton, the second largest ever found 
east of the Mississippi, in the red 
clay of a cotton field, created no 
little interest when it was found a 
few years ago. 

This great chunk of heavy iron, 
presumably a fragment of the core 
of some disrupted planet, was taken 
to the Smithsonian Institution. It 
was found buried about two feet in 
a cotton field. The question of its age 
is of considerable theoretical interest 
because this particular area is marked 
with curious depressions, or bays, 
which, when first noticed, were at- 
tributed to the impacts of shooting 
stars which fell long before man, but 
within recent geological times. This 
theory has, however, been almost com- 
pletely abandoned, and other reasons 
have been given for these depress- 
ions. 

The boy was plowing a cotton field 
when theblade of his plow was 
caught in a heavy rock. As this par- 
ticular area is almost free of large 
rocks, his interest was at once a- 
roused. The exceptional weight of a 
small fragment found by the plowboy 
caused considerable local interest and 
came to the attention of W. H. 
Powell, a county health officer. Final- 
ly the fragment, about the size of a 
half dollar, was sent to the United 
States National Museum by Fred M. 
Allen of the Waynesboro, Ga., Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

At the request of the museum 
authorities Mr. Powell caused the 
main body of the meteorite, weigh- 
ing 1760 pounds, to be excavated and 
shipped to Washington. A few weeks 
later E. P. Henderson of the Smith- 
sonian and C. W. Cooke of the U. S. 
Geological Survey inspected the site. 

The field where the chunk of sky 
iron was found had been under con- 
stant cultivation for at least 50 years 
and the spot had peen plowed over 
many times. Almost certainly the 
fall could not have taken place dur- 
ing the time this country has been 
inhabited by white men because the 
impact with earth of such an immense 
fiery ball certainly would have found 
a place in the local tradition. It must 
have struck with a terrific force, suf- 
ficient to have buried it to a far 
greater depth in this relatively soft 
soil. A conservative estimate is that 
it would have penetrated six feet. 
Erosion in this relatively level coun- 
try removes perhaps less than an 
inch of soil in a century, so that by 
normal erosional processes it would 
require over 5000 years to have re- 
moved four feet of soil from the 
surface so as to bring this meteorite 
close enough to the top to be caught 
by the plow point. 

One hypothesis advanced by Dr. C. 
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W. Cooke and E. P. Henderson is 
that this meteorite may have fallen 
about 15,000,000 years ago when the 
countryside was covered by a shallow 
sea. The force of the meteorite’s im- 
pact would have been broken by the 
water and it would have gently set- 
tled to the bottom and gradually been 
covered by sediments. 


Gems inAncient History 


The art of engraving gems goes 
back to Babylonia in the fourth mil- 
lennium B.C. Designs were engraved 
in reverse and served as seals and 
identification marks. Such seals were 
in demand for over three thousand 
years. The minerals were chiefly semi- 
precious stones—colored quartzes, in- 
cluding agates—and in rare cases, 
precious stones—emeralds and sap- 
phires. The Romans held engraved 
gems in high esteem. Pliny declares 
some to be “beyond any price and 
even beyond human estimation, so 
that to many men one gem suffices 
for contemplation of all nature.” 

A beautiful and human picture of 
ancient Greece and Rome is recorded 
on some gems in scenes of mythology 
and daily life, reproductions of pub- 
lic buildings, ships of war and statues 
of heroes, animals and birds, and 
such bits of whimsy as a mouse driv- 
ing a chariot drawn by a cock. Per- 
haps the earliest known representa- 
tion of a sea serpent, dated in the 
second half of the VII century B. C., 
and the earliest extant Greek gem 
with an inscription—the “Suicide of 
Ajax”—are especially interesting. 








More Magnesium 


The war has greatly stimulated 
interest in the magnesium minerals 
because of the part that metal is ; lay- 
ing in our war effort. America is 
going to have the most powerful air 
force in the world, but without mag- 
nesium that would be practically im- 
possible. In Nevada there is a de- 
posit of brucite that differs greatly 
in appearance from the material usu- 
ally found in collections. Typical bru- 
cite is nearly white and specimens 
consist of folia which can be sep- 
arated from each other. Separate 
sheets are flexible and usually have 
a pearly luster. They are translucent 
or even transparent. The above char- 
acteristics are due to the arrangement 
of the atoms which appear to be- 
lieve in segregation and so try to 
avoid association with each other as 
much as possible. All the magnesium 
atoms line up in one plane to which 
no oxygen is admitted. The oxygen 
atoms occupy planes above and below 
the magesium but get as far away as 
they can, so the structure planes are 
widely spaced and the mass comes in 
two readily. We don’t know what the 
hydrogen does, but apparently it 
hangs on as best it can. 
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The Nevada mineral is quite dif- 
ferent, as Nevada atoms don’t ap- 
pear to be as snobbish as those in 
other parts of the world. As a result 
we have a massive mineral that is 
without distinct cleavage. The color 
is pale brown to yellowish brown. 


Brucite can not be fused with a 
blowpipe, but a small. sliver becomes 
extremely brilliant when highly 
heated. It gives off water when heated 
in a closed tube. It can be dissolved 
in acids but does not fizz. 


This mineral is always of secondary 
origin and is most apt to be found 
in serpentine or associated with met- 
amorphosed limestones.

He beareth for Arms: “Argent three 
piles engrailed gules, all meeting 
in the base point. Crest — On a 
mount vert a cockatrice argent, 
combed and wattled gules, ducally 
gorged and chained or.” 


The above description of the 
Cadye — Kadye Coat-of-Arms, is 
registered for the family of county 
Gloucester, England, in  Burke’s 
General Armory, and confirmed in 
Fairbairn’s Book of Crests. This is 
the one pictured here, and others 
we shall mention later. This was 
the first granted, in 1575, as ex- 
plained to a Nicholas Cady, descen- 
dant in the College of Arms in 
London. 

Translated into non - Heraldic 
terms: A silver (argent) shield, on 
which are charged three triangular- 
shaped figures (piles) with the 
points meeting in the center of the 
lower third of the shield, or “base 
point,” and red (gules) in color. The 
piles have escalloped or “‘engrailed” 
edges. The crest is a fabulous dra- 
gon-like monster called a cockatrice, 
having the head of a rooster, body 
of a serpent, wings, two feet, and 
an arrow-point tail. It is_ silver 
(argent) in color, having comb and 
wattles of red. It wears a gold (or) 
ducal coronet as a collar, and is 
chained with a gold (or) chain. 

The picture is sketched with the 
color code, the silver shield plain 
white, and the piles drawn with per- 
pendicular lines, representing red. 
Some artists interpret this descript- 
ion or blazon differently, and you 
may see some variations, but this 
sketch is technically correct. For 
instance, the outside piles might not 
come to the corner of the shield at 
the top; or the outside piles might 
issue from the sides of the shield. 
The latter form is usually desig- 
nated by the terms “issuing from 
dexter and sinister sides.” (right 
and left). Or, the outside piles might 
have some of the surface along both 
the top and side of the shield. 

Sometimes you may see the points 
of the piles come to the bottom of

the shield. But the description does 
not read thus. It says, “meeting in 
base point.” The “base” is the lower 
one third of the shield, and the “base 
point” is the exact center of the 
“base.” Therefore the piles must 
meet at this point and not at the 
bottom of the shield. 

The pile is one of the nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures first painted across the shields 
when it was necessary for the young 
men in armour to be identified. As 
many might earn the same honors, 
variations were soon used, each man 
having his own personal insignia. In 
this case, three piles were granted, 
straight lines converted into engrail- 
ed. 

But the variation as well as the 
original must be earned. The pile 
represents the large pieces of wood 
used by engineers in the construction 
of bridges, or of buildings on marshes 
or insecure ground, therefore granted 
to engineers showing great ability in 
this work. The engrailed edge, or 
“division line,” indicates the holding 
of large landed estates. 

The cockatrice, like the dragon, is 
guardian of treasure committed to 
its charge because of its sharpness 
of sight. It is the most valiant of 
creatures, and stands as a symbol of 
a valiant defender of treasure, and 
expert in finance. This one indicates 
service in the court of the duke, as 
it is “ducally gorged and chained.” 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the origi- 
nal owner, and granted only upon 
merit. Silver signifies sincerity and 
peace; red, courage and magnanim- 
ity. 

Other Cady Arms. 


As was stated, the above was 
granted in Gloucester. As this was 
the first one, if others granted later 
were similar, this would be the basic 
Coat..This does not hold in all fami- 
lies, as there may be no two with the 
same symbols, but does hold true 
with the Cady family. The variations 
of the name seem to make no differ- 
ence. There are 5 variations of the 
Arms recorded. 

In county Norfolk, the piles are 
black, each charged with a gold 
cross. The crests vary with this shield 
—a pile, a bird, and a cross. The 
Arms for the Essex family was like 
the Gloucester, except that it had no 
crest. Those living in counties Kent 
and Suffolk had the same grant—an 


ermine shield with a sable (black) 
chief or band across the top, engrail- 
ed, and three sable piles issuing 
from this chief. These piles do not 
meet at the points, nor are they en- 
grailed. The crest is a demi-cocka- 
trice, red, with red comb, and gold 
wings. 

Nicholas Cady came from county 
Suffolk, so his family may have used 
the last grant described, but, it might 
have been his uncle, or great uncle, or 
cousin, to whom this variation was 
granted, and not a direct ancestor 
and as there seems to be no proof 
available, most of his descendants in 
this country use this basic Arms 
instead of the one granted in Suf- 
folk. 

The motto—‘Esse quam videri”— 
“To be rather than to seem” recorded 
for nearly 50 families, is not recorded 
for the Cady family, although some- 
times used. 

The Name 

Patronymic or surname books give 
the origin of this name as Gaelic, 
Ca-dia, meaning “‘The House of God;” 
also as a messenger,—whence “caddy” 
on the golf courses. Some of the 
spellings are Caddy, Caddey, Caddie, 
Cadey, Cadye, Kade, and Kadye. But 
the first record of the name is CADE 
in the “Hundred Rolls,” and this 
name is still in use, even by de- 
scendants of Nicholas, who is record- 
ed under both Cade and Cady. 


Nicholas Cady 


Nicholas Cady was born in Bury 
St. Mary, co. Suffolk, England, in 
1615, coming to America in 1630, set- 
tling first in Watertown. As he was 
only 15 when he came, and his par- 
ents were not with him, he had been 
placed in the hands of the family 
friend, William Knapp, and apprent- 
iced to him. About 1648 he married 
Mr. Knapp’s daughter, Judith. He 
was in the Train Band of Watertown 
under Capt. Mason, and took the oath 
of fidelity in 1652. 


About 1668 Nicholas was a “plant- 
er” in Groten, Mass. He was chosen 
corporal in the Indian Wars, con- 
stable, surveyor, and fense viewer. As 
a land-owner he sold land to Simon 
Coolidge, ancestor of our President 
Coolidge. In 1685 “It was granted to 
Nicholas Cady a small pes of land at 
the South Sid of injin hil at the sid 
of his own lot Soo he Dooe in no way 
in trench upon the hye way.” His 
home was near Cady’s pond, named 
for him, about a mile south east of 
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Groton on the Boston road. His wife 
and he are buried in Groton. 

Nicholas and Judith had 8 children 
born in Watertown: John, Judith, 
James, Nicholas (died young), Daniel, 
Ezekiel, Nicholas (again), and Jos- 
eph. The 7 who lived, all married and 
had families. 

“And Some of His Descendants” 


Orrin Peer Allen wrote a very good 
genealogy—‘Nicholas Cady and his 
Descendants,” but some lines were 
not well extended. In my possession, 
through the courtesy of Nellie Cady 
Reimers of Nebraska, are many of 
the letters written to and by him, 
from 1891 to 1910, and from their 
content, I am sure he had much dif- 
ficulty in getting replies from des- 
cendants who could have helped him 
in the compilation. (Moral—answer 
such letters—even if you do not care 
to—if any one writes you for data 
for a genealogy!) These letters were 
from many states, and from people 
of many professions. To Mrs. Rei- 
mers I am also indebted for other 
material which she sent for use in 
this article, but being of Cady stock 
also, we had consulted the same 
authorities——and perhaps you have 
too! 

A large settlement of Cadys devel- 
oped in Conn., at and near Killingly, 
as the sons and grandsons of Nicnolas 
moved to that locality, so usually the 
Mass. branch and Conn. branch are 
designated in tracing a line. 

A group in Pa. have had frequent 
reunions, and perhaps next month 
there will be some word from some of 
them, which was expected for this 
issue. There are many descendants 
in Mich., Ohio, Ill. and Wis., and 
farther on into the Great West. 

As for individuals, some names are 
familar to all of you, such as Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, and the several 
Daniel Cady Eatons, one a merchant 
of New York City, and his son and 
nephew, professors in Yale. A Cady 
was a governor of Wis. in 1851. 

Descendants of Nicholas are eligi- 
ble to several patriotic-lineal societies. 
Society (and Daughters) of Founders 
and Patriots of America, if one’s 
father’s or mother’s name is Cady, 
and there is a Revolutionary soldier 
in the line back of him to Nicholas; 
Society (and Daughters) of Colonial 
Wars; Daughters of American Colon- 
ists. Some of the descendants married 
into families which connect them with 
royal lines, and the Barons of Runne- 
mede. 

A few of the interesting first names 
of early days are: Barachia, Barna- 
bus, Bathsheba, Damaris, Deliverance, 
Eliakim, Jedediah, Nedadiah, Selah, 
Shubael, Sabra, Tamesia, Thankful, 
Zadoc, Abilene, Benijah, Laurana. 
(Can you tell which are boys and 
which girls?) 

One descendant whose first name is 
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Lucia, a name that has been in the 
family for generations, is wondering 
—“‘Where did Lucia get into a New 
England family ?” 

Personal 

Several times I have written about 
a family in my line, Benjamin, Coffin, 
Gates, et al, but always as a result 
of a request or suggestion of some one 
else. Such is the case this time. My 
mother was a Cady, the line—Nicho- 
las; John, who married Joanna- -; 
Jonathan who married Hannah - - -; 
John, who married Deborah Benjamin; 
Geoige Washington, who married 
Sally Gates; Silas, who married 
Susannah Coffin; and Susan Mary 
who married George Keech Jr. Not 
through Nicholas Cady, but through 
intermarriages, my lines connect with 
several Scottish and English royal 
lines, (and Barons of Runnemede) and 
run into Holland and Burgundy. But, 
I am not satisfied. Whoever is? Pro- 
bably we shall never know the last 
name of the wife of the first John, 
but I shall not give up on the wife 
of Jonathan, for in notes written by 
my great uncle, Jonathan married 
Hannah Darling, or Dorling, or Dor- 
ley, or something like that, and I 
still believe I can find her. Orrin Peer 
Allen only has “Hannah.” Neither 
does he have George Washington the 
son of John and Deborah, so our 
branch of the family which could 
have numbered near a hundred at the 
time the genealogy appeared, was 
entirely omitted. (Not my fault in 
1910). Shall gladly exchange with 
some one who can find my Hannah. 

Correspondence on Cady 
will be very welcome, for I believe 
the descendants of Nicholas are patri- 
otic, loyal Americans, upholding the 
principals of our forefathers, and 
perhaps we, as many other families, 
can be of special help through our 
preserving of records, and other 
patriotic services. 
CREST CORNER 

Had you readers realized the differ- 
ence between the military honors of 
centuries ago and those of today? 
Beginning with the Crusades, when 
honors were granted by emblazoning 
symbols in various colors on the 
shield, there were no two alike. Each 
Coat-of-Arms belonged to the one boy 
in service, and later became heredi- 
tary. 

For example, the chevron symbol- 
ized “protecting the defenceless” to 
each person, but the colors were 
different, or some other symbol was 
added so that Robert or Ayr could be 
singled out from William of Devon, 
although they had won the same 
honor. 

Centuries from now the descend- 
ants of John Smith will discuss 


honors with those of Tom Jones, and

Francis Hopkinson, born in Phila- 
delphia in 1737, was a poet, a wit, a 
patriot, a chemist, a mathematician, 
and a judge of the admiralty. His 
character was composed of a happy 
union of qualities commonly supposed 
to be discordant, With the humor of 
Swift and Rabelais, he was always 
found on the side of virtue and social 
order.

His father was Thomas Hopkinson, 
a lawyer, who emigrated from Eng- 
land in 1731. His mother was a niece 
of the Bishop of Worcester. Francis 
became a poet at an early age and 
his “Ode to Music,’ written at 17, 
places him in the position of being 
the first native composer of the Unit- 
ed States. He received the position 
of collector of the customs for New- 
castle (Delaware) in 1772, and in 
1774 he became a member of the Pro- 
vincial Council of New Jersey. He re- 
signed all offices under the crown in 
1776 to sit as a delegate in the first 
Continental Congress. He was a mem- 
ber of the committee to draft articles 
of federation, voted for independence 
and was one of the Signers of the 
“Declaration of Independence” for 
New Jersey, During that period of 
stress and danger, Hopkinson wrote 
several satires helpful to the cause of 
freedom. His “Battle of the Kegs,” 
written in 1778, was a humorous ac- 
count of an attempt to injure British 
shipping in the Delaware by floating 
powder kegs with lighted fuses down 
stream. This created great conster- 
nation among the British who in the 
excitement fired at anything floating 
in the river. He took an active part 
in naval affairs as a member of the 
Marine Committee and was treasurer 
of the loan office. He died on May 9, 
1791. 

Hopkinson contributed to “The 
American Magazine, or Monthly 
Chronicle”. His “Ode on Music” ap- 
peared in the October, 1757, number 
of that magazine. In the November is- 
sue of the same year Hopkinson’s “L’ 
Allegro” and “Il Penseroso” appear- 
ed, in which he imitated Milton. He a- 
scribed the first to Benjamin Chew, 
under whom he had studied law, and 
the second was credited to Provost 
William Smith under whose tutelage 
he had completed his bachelor’s de- 
gree, “Ode to the Morning” was pub- 
lished in the January, 1758, issue, 
and he signed F.H. to the poem “On 
the Taking of Cape - Breton’ in the 
August, 1758, issue. These initials are 
also found signed to “Verses Inscrib- 
ed to Mr. Wollaston” in the Sep- 
tember issue, but which were not in- 
cluded in T. Dobson’s “The Miscell- 
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Magazines 


aneous Essays and Occasional Writ- 
ings of Francis Hopkinson, Esq.,”’ 
which were published in three vol- 
umes in 1792. Some experts in maga- 
zine literature also attribute the prose 
article “The Properties of a Garden- 
er” which is signed A.B., in the 
June, 1758, issue, to Hopkinson, who 
later employed the “A.B.” signature. 
Perhaps this was a compliment to 
Anne Borden, If this piece is Hop- 
kinson’s it is noteworthy as an early 
attempt of the author in the field of 
the humorous essay, 

“The Properties of a Gardener” was 
reprinted in Benjamin Mecom’s “The 
Penny Post” which existed for a few 
weeks in 1769. The essay appears 
in No. 5, page 19. But Hopkinson’s 
next try at periodical literature was 
in Robert Aitken’s “The Pennsylvania 
Magazine; or American Monthly Mu- 
seum.” During 1775 and ‘1776, there 
appeared in that magazine “The Old 
Bachelor,” a series of essays, which 
might easily have been the inspira- 
tion of Ik Marvel’s “Reveries of a 
Bachelor.” In one of these he dis- 
serts on the happy care-free life of 
an oyster, wishing “he were an oys- 
ter that he should have propagated 
his species without the plagues and 
expenses of a female assistant.” Con- 
way credits Thomas Paine with writ-

ing the second and fourth essay in 
the series. The signature “A. B.” 
was again used by the author of 
“Consolation for the Old Bachelor” 
in the June, 1775 issue. Among his 
other contributions to “The Pennsyl- 
vania Magazine” were “The True 
Value of Crosses and Afflictions,” 
signed C. Philomenes, in the October, 
1775 issue and “Extraordinary 
Dream” in the January, 1775, issue. 
“N.T.R.” criticized this in the No- 
vember, 1775, issue and “C.A.B.” de- 
fended it. This was one of his sig- 
natures and was used for “A Revery” 
in the April, 1776, issue. In prose 
Hopkinson is best known for his alle- 
gories, to which kind of work his 
vision essays belong. “An Account 
of a Remarkable Fish” appeared in 
the May, 1776, issue; it was signed 
“C.A.B.” Among his poems published 
in this periodical were: “To Celia on 
Her Wedding Day ,” “The Nest,” “The 
Wasp,” “To Eudocia,’ and “A Morn- 
ing Hymn” and “An _ Evening 
Hymn.” 

“The New Haven Gazette and the 
Connecticut Magazine” was published 
by Josiah and Eleutherous Dana. In 
this periodical Hopkinson published 
his witty “The New Roof” and his 
“Thoughts on the Diseases of the 
Mind,” The first of these appeared 
in the April 5, 1787, issue and the 
last in the September 25, 1788 issue. 
Hopkinson also acquired space in 
Isaiah Thomas’ “The Worcester 
Magazine” and his “Nitidia’s” reply 
to an humorous essay is to be found 
in the June, 1787, issue. Hopkinson 
was also one of the editors of “The Co- 
lumbian Magazine” during the period 
1786 to 1790. His editorship did not 
last more than a few months. His 
first contribution was in the issue 
for March, 1787, and his writings ap- 
pear in the issues for April and May, 
then they cease until July, 1788, and 
then appear at regular intervals until 
September, 1792, The pieces by Hop- 
kinson were mainly reprints. Carey’s 
“American Museum” which began in 
1787 also reprinted many of Hopkin- 
son’s poems and essays. “The Bat- 
tle of the Kegs” was reprinted in the 
January, 1787 issue. 

The mere listing of Hopkinson’s 
works is dull and uninteresting read- 
ing, except to the bibliophile, how- 
ever, the actual reatling will appeal 
to anyone who has a fair knowledge 
of the conditions of the period in 
which they were written, In a sketch 
of an imaginary trip from Philadel- 
phia to New York- he speaks of 
“passing unhurt: over the imminent 
dangers of Passayack (Passaic) and 
Hackensack rivers and the yet more 
tremendous horror of Pawlus Hoo 
Ferry.” The idea of kindergarten 


and nature study is preserved in an 
essay on “A Scheme to blend Utile 
with Dulce 


in Education” entitled 
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“An Improved Plan of Education” 
in which knowledge practical and im- 
practical is imparted by games; for 
example teaching logic by a large boy 
representing the major proposition, 
a small boy the minor proposition and 
a middlesized boy the conclusion, and 
letting them play “hide and seek.” 
Another clever and ingenious sketch 
is a suppositious college examination 
where the student is examined in met- 
aphysics, logic, natural philosophy, 
mathematics, anatomy, surgery and 
the practice of physic and chemistry, 
the subject of all this being a salt 
box.

S we travel via the post card route 
let us stop to see some of the 
interesting old cemeteries of our 
country where sleep our nation’s pres- 
idents, authors, historians, statesmen, 
and others prominent in the develop- 
ment of our way of life. 


Our first stop is in New Orleans 
in old St. Louis cemetery, No. 1, 2, 3, 
where burial is done above ground. 
The explanation for this is that when 
you dig three feet or more in the 
soil you come to water. 


In St. Louis cemetery, No. 1, there 
is one section housing tombs of the 
wealthy on one side, and of the poor- 
er classes on the other. In one tomb

lies the remains of Charles LaSalle, 
brother of the famous explorer. Just a 
short distance away is a small tomb 
with the inscription, “Here lies Paul 
Morphy, world’s chess player,” who 
died undefeated. Walking down to the 
exit we find a tomb which belongs 
to a noted historian. Nearby is 
the tomb of a famous pirate. This 
old cemetery dates back to 1788, and 
here rest many of the early Spanish 
and French explorers. 


We take leave of this historic spot, 
mount our magic post card carpet, 
and find ourselves on the opposite 
side of this entrancing city. Here are 
two cemeteries, Greenwood, where 
many Confederate soldiers are buried, 
and a much more modern resting 
place, which houses some costly 
tombs. The site of the latter cemetery 
was once a well-known race track. 
One of the members being black- 
balled, in 1899, so the story goes, 
vowed that he would buy up the land 
and make it into a cemetery. He ap- 
parently made gooa his threat. 

As we bid goodbye to this historic 
city, our post card journey next stops 
shortly at Chalmette National Cem- 
etery, where nearby, the Battle of 
New Orleans was fought. Here sol- 
diers from practically all of our wars 
are buried. 

At Vicksburg, Miss., we find the 
Vicksburg National Cemetery, which 
is familiar to all. Traveling north- 
ward, we come to Rome, Ga., where 
lying in beautiful old Georgian cem- 
etery are the remains of Private 
Charles W. Graves, Co. M., 117th in- 
fantry, who was killed on the Hin- 
denberg line, Graves’ body was one of 
the last of the late World War I sol- 
diers to be returnea to his native 
land. His grave is surrounded by 
three cannons, and a flag flies over 
his final resting place 365 days of 


the year. 


We stop on Easter morning in 
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Winston-Salem, N. C., where is lo- 
cated the Moravian Graveyard, “The 
City of Equal Dead.” Flat slabs 
mark the plots of the many resting 
here. 

Traveling up on the Atlantic Coast, 
we next stop at the grave of Ben- 
jamin Franklin. Here we find a simple 
stone with the inscription, Benjamin 
Franklin, 1790, laid to rest—he did 
his best to improve the nation. Across 
the town, lie the remains of Betsy 
Ross. It is fitting that her grave 
should be decorated with American 
flags, as the post card depicts. 


Our most famous National cemetery 
is Arlington, and no collection of post 
card views would be complete with- 
out several different scenes of this site 
of the final resting place of so many 
of our country’s heroes. 

In Richmond, Va., in Cedarlawn 
cemetery, we pause at the grave of 
President Jefferson Davis of the Con- 
federacy. His resting place is set 
apart, on a small mound, a narrow 
road, wide enough for only one car 
at a time leads around it. 

Undisturbed by the problems of 
other modes of travel, our post card

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route jumps at will here and there. 
Our next view is that of the Capitol 
grounds cemetery, Nashville, Tenn., 
where President James K. Polk is 
buried. 

Kentucky has many interesting old 
cemeteries but for sheer interest there 
is an incomparable one at Mayfield. 
It is a private one, erected by mem- 
bers of the Woodridge family for 
themselves and their pets. In our 
post card view we note monuments to 
such family pets as a deer, horse, dog, 
fox and lamb. 

In Concord, Mass., we pause at the 
tomb of Ralph Waldo Emerson. Clara 
Barton’s remains are buried on her 
estate at Oxford, Mass. 

Abraham Lincoln lies buried in 
Springfield, Ill., and hundreds of post 
cards of his beautiful tomb have been 
sold alike to the casual tourist and 
the post card collector. 

These are only a few of the many 
scenes to be found on post cards. 
Your album will reveal dozens of oth- 
ers, no doubt. 





The Wisconsin Folklore 
Society 


On one evening of each of the six 
weeks of the University of Wiscon- 
sin summer session, folklore meetings 
were conducted by the Wisconsin 
Folklore Society on the Lake Mendota 
terrace of the Memorial Union build- 
ing. These meetings were attended 
by a large number of students, sol- 
diers and sailors in training at the 
University and by interested towns- 
people and visitors. 

This summer the programs con- 
sisted of Indian stories ard legends, 
lumber camp tales, Civil and Spanish 
American war stories. and tales of 
American museums. One evening was 
devoted to Wisconsin pioneer folk 
songs, Helene Stratman-Thomas of 
the University faculty giving the talk. 
Dr. Charles E. Brown, Director of 
the Wisconsin Historical Museum, 
conducted the meetings for the so- 
ciety. 

For use during the summer session 
the society published two new book- 
lets of its Wisconsin folktales series. 
One of these, “Brimstone Bill,” re- 
corded the interesting lumber camp 
tales of Paul Bunyan’s famous hench- 
man and nursemaid to the Blue Ox; 
the other is a collection of yarns 
of the exploits of “Bluenose Brain- 
erd,” a noted former northern Wis- 
consin woodsman. 

Dan E. Vornholdt, University com- 
munity music specialist, is the author 
of a very useful booklet of Wiscon- 
sin folk songs, “The Folk Singer,” 
which the Extension Service of the 
College of Agriculture has just pub- 
lished, It contains some 60 Ameri- 


can, English, Scotch, Welsh, Irish, 
German, Norwegian, Swedish, Dan- 
ish, Swiss and other folk songs sung 
in this state, also a number of patri- 
otic songs, famous hymns, graces and 
rounds, 

In the May issue of The Milwau- 
kee Turner, Mr. Theodore Mueller, 
writing under the name of “Walter 
Osten,” contributed a very interest- 
ing paper on the subject of “Turner 
Lyrics and Turner Songs.” 

William McCloy, instructor in art 
education at the University of Wis- 
consin, completed the painting of 
three large murals, illustrating In- 
dian legends of Wisconsin, for the 
Truax Field service club. 

In the June issue of The Wiscon- 
sin Archeologist, Dorothy Moulding 
Brown, widely known folklore writer 
and lecturer, wrote a collection of 
“Indian Winter Legends.” In past 
issues she has published the Indian 
myths, legends and stories of the 
springs, streams, lakes, hills, bluffs, 
caves and trees of Wisconsin. 

Nancy Oestreich of Milwaukee con- 
tributed a paper on “Indian Butter- 
fly Lore” to the same publication. The 
butterfly appears in the legendary 
lore, in the decorative art, and in the 
songs and children’s games of many 
Indian tribes.

LINCOLNIANA 


Visitors to the Chicago Historical 
Society will note an addition to the 
Lineoln memorabilia. A rather plain 
square table, with a top and body 
of crotched mahogany veneer and legs 
of solid mahogany, has taken its 
rightful place amongst those objects 
reserved for their association with 
the Great Emancipator. Upon this 
table, the Emancipation Proclamation 
was drafted over 80 years ago, in 
the office of President Lincoln at the 
White House. In an excellent state 
of preservation, the table has a pecu- 
liar arrangement of drawers for pa- 
pers and documents. It was presented 
to the Society by Miss Ellen LaMotte 
of Washington, D. C., along with two 
oak chairs also used in Lincoln’s 
office. 

Lincoln presented the table and two 
chairs to Chief Justice Salmon P. 
Chase, who had formerly been a mem- 


ber of the President’s Cabinet, as 


Secretary of the Treasury, At Chase’s 
death, the three pieces were inherited 
by his daughter, Mrs. Kate Chase 
Sprague. During her later years, 
Mrs. Sprague found herself in ab- 
ject poverty, and sold the chairs to 
one Nathan Sprague in 1888. After 
passing through several hands, the 
furniture came into the possession of 
Miss LaMotte, and thus, through her 
courtesy, has reached its final resting 
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place in the Chicago Historical So- 
ciety’s building, along with many doc- 
uments and affidavits of authenti- 
cation. 

The original draft of the Eman- 
cipation Proclamation was at one 
time in the possession of the Chicago 
Historical Society. In 1863, a request 
was made to Lincoln for some dona- 
tion for the first Chicago Sanitary 
Fair, which was held in Chicago to 
raise funds to provide for the Union 
soldiers. A response from Lincoln, 
enclosing the original draft of the 
Emancipation Proclamation with all 
its interlines and erasures stated, “I 
had some desire to retain the paper; 
but if it shall contribute to the relief 
or comfort of the soldiers, that will be 
better.” 


At the close of the fair, the pa- 
per was offered at public auction, 
purchased by Thomas B. Bryan for 
$3,000, and donated to the Soldiers’ 
Home in Chicago. The Board of 
Managers of this institution later de- 
cided to place the paper at the Chi- 
cago Historical Society. It remained 
in the museum’s building until the 
great fire of 1871 when, in spite of 
the heroic efforts of one of the So- 
ciety’s officers to rescue it from the 
flames, it was destroyed in the holo- 
caust, 


An interesting sidelight to the ac- 
quisition of the two chairs, is the 
fact that they are reproduced in min- 
iature in one of the twenty dioramas 
of Lincoln’s life which were com- 
pleted several years ago in the So- 
ciety’s building. This diorama shows 
the reading of the preliminary Eman- 
cipation Proclamation by Lincoln to 
his Cabinet on September 22, 1862, 
and, as this scene took place in Lin- 
coln’s office, small models of the 
chairs are shown. In a painting of 
the Proclamation Commission, which 
hangs in the east corridor of the 
House of Representatives in the U. 
S. Capitol, this same scene is repro- 
duced, and, the chairs being of an 
unusual design, they are easily dis- 
cernible. 


Many personal effects of both Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Lincoln are exhibited 
in the Society’s Lincoin Hall. Sam- 
ples of White House china, jewelry, 
and the rosewood grand piano pur- 
chased by Lincoln for his wife while 
they were occupants of the White 
House are shown. The coat the Pres- 
ident wore on the night of his assas- 
sination, his tall silk hat, large linen 
umbrella and grey shawl, bring one 
into intimate contact with the life 
and personality of Illinois’ most illus- 
trious citizen. The Historical So- 
ciety also displays the spool bed on 
which the martyred President died, 
and the flag used to cover his body 
as it was carried from the Petersen 
house to the White House, 













ANT TREES 


Specimens of strange “ant trees,” of 
orchids with strong, spicelike odors, 
and many other curious varieties of 
plant life have been added to the 
collections of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution by O. L. Haught, oil geologist, 
who has explored in the sparsely in- 
habited, tropical country of eastern 
Colombia.

The ant tree is known as the bar- 
rasanta. It is a small slender tree 
with showy, red flowers which grows 
25 to 30 feet in height. Both trunk 
and branches are hollow and filled 
with masses of vicious, biting ants. 
As soon as the tree is disturbed the 
insects swarm upon the invader. 

As a result, Mr. Haught says, the 
tree is generally left alone both by 
Indians and white settlers. The ants 
are protected by the branches and in 
turn protect the host with their 
fighting prowess. They cause pain- 
ful bites and are difficult to combat. 
Several similar trees, known as 
mymecophyls, or ant lovers, are 
known in South America. 

Mr. Haught has also collected spec- 
imens of a curious shrub which grows 
out of enormous anthills found 
through the llanos region of western 
Colombia and which furnishes quite

a different example of insect-plant 
association, The ants are “leaf cut- 
ters.” All other plant life avoids 
their immediate neighborhood. This 
particular shrub exudes a_ viscous, 
milky juice which traps any ants 
which try to climb toward its leaves. 
Hence the insects have learned to 
leave it alone, and it enjoys the rich 
ant hill soil without competition from 
any other plants. 

Among the curious specimens found 
by Mr. Haught is a tree of Ravenala, 
of the banana family. This genus 
contains two species, one ranging 
from eastern Colombia to British 
Guiana, and the other occurring only 
in Madagascar. The indications are 
that in some remote past it grew 
generally over the Tropics, but has 
long since been wiped out except in 
these two places. Specimens have 
been introduced into Florida as an 
ornamental. 

In the jungles and in the forest 
belts along the streams Mr. Haught 
collected an enormous variety of or- 
chids, most of them growing on 
trees. Their roots find a precarious 
foothold in tiny bits of earth gath- 
ered in bark crevices, and the plants 
obtain their moisture from the air. 
They cannot be considered, Mr. 
Haught says, as parasites on the 
trees, Very few of these orchids, he 
points out, are “showy.” Most of 
the blossoms are_ inconspicuous, 
small and dull-covered. Some, how- 
ever, are extraordinarily fragrant, 
filling the whole region with a clove- 
like odor, Cultivated orchids seldom 
have any fragrance,

Mr. Haught explains, are hybrids of 
two or three closely related species 
among the hundreds now known to 
botanists, 

The Haught collections are for the 
most part from a botanically unex- 
plored country, still very difficult of 
access. It is a country, he says, 
where the “flowers grow on top of 
the jungle,” The aviator flying low 
over the treetops sees a magnificent 
blossoming garden beneath him. The 
flowers are chiefly from vines which 
climb through the sunless gloom of 
the jungle into the sunlight before 
blossoming. For this reason the col- 
lector in the jungle itself sees very 
few blooms, and it is practically im- 
possible to identify those seen from 
the air. It would be necessary to 
trace the vines from the soil to the 
tops of the trees, which is extremely 
difficult, And it is not practical to 
cut down a single tree to get at the 
flowers on top of it. The forest is 
so thick that the tree would not fall, 
and it would be necessary to clear out 
several hundred square feet of forest.

BLES GRIP ROME” 


“ALL ITALY CAUGHT IN WAVE 
OF DEPRESSION” 


“REPORT ITALY MOVING RAP- 
IDLY TOWARD POLITICAL CHA- 
OS” 


“POPULAR FRONT ORGANIZ- 
ING AFTER MUSOLINI’S DOWN- 
FALL” 


“TANKS MOVE IN ROME 
STREETS AS STRIKE THREAT- 
ENS” 


These are only a repetition of the 
continual headlines portraying news 
before Mussolini came to power. This 
same chaos and the same turbulence 
will exist in Italy until another man 
of the same stripe, under whatever 
political name, rises to power in that 
country. 


TROU- 


Mussolini was somewhat of a wind- 
bag, like our own LaGuardia, but he 
was the type of a leader the Ital- 
ians must have. He brought order 
out of chaos. There was more or 
less sarcasm directed at him _ be- 
cause he got the trains to running 
on time in Italy, but anybody who has 
traveled in that country knows that 
was quite an accomplishment. Regu- 
lar visitors to Italy have also related 
how he made the streets of her cities 
safe for American women touring 
that country. Before his regime, they 
tell me, Black-handers and agitators 
terrorized the country and women 
travelers were molested if they went 
on the streets unescorted. 

Like a lot of dictators, when the 
wind was let out of him, he proved to 
be just another human, Just as all 
the widely publicized men I have ever 
met proved to be only ordinary fel- 
lows. Mussolini, like a lot of birds who 
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get in the heavyweight class, couldn’t 
“take” it. Yet history will show that 
he was a good man for his time. He 
suppressed the dreaded Mafia in 
Sicily. He kept bolshevism from over- 
running Italy. He kept order and pro- 
tected property. He outlawed strikes 
and put labor racketeers in their 
place. We repeat, there will be dis- 
order there until another man of his 
same type rises to rule with an iron 
hand. 


After all, the kind of a govern- 
ment the Italian people finally select 
for themselves is none of our business.

From grapevine reports it is told 
that Churchill and Roosevelt haggled 
several weeks over peace in Italy. 
The previous Sunday it was under- 
stood that the Pope was to make the 
announcement of surrender but that 
fell through. Some of the terms in- 
sisted upon were ridiculous and im- 
possible, such as the demand for the 
body of Mussolini, dead or alive. Pol- 
iticians can start wars but only the 
military can stop them. Eisenhower 
finally told the politicians to lay off 
and give him a chance and he would 
get the Italians to surrender. He 
wasn’t interested in the fact that 
Mussolini and the other boys had 
called each other vile names or in 
the personal animosity and jealous- 
ies that naturally arise between dic- 
tators and would-be dictators. He was 
on the ground and while he knew the 
surrender meant very little to us 
from a military standpoint, it would 
mean a tremendous lot from a moraie 
standpoint. 


Whether the Italians will be an 
asset or a liability remains tc he 
measured from the reaction of the 
satellite countries of Europe. 


Students of history will rejoice that 
the priceless antiquities of Italy may 
possibly be spared so that in the 
future we will not be shamed by 
their destruction. From the stand- 
point of economics and education, 
standards of living, ete., we have 
quite a jump on the Italians but in 
many cultural aspects they are ahead 
of us. We have never equalled their 
artists in many lines. Every Italian 
child can sing opera like a canary. 
It will be amazing and depressing 
to them if some of our music is ex- 
ported over there on juke-box rec- 
ords. If they ever hear our popular, 
two-note classic, “Lay That Pistol 
down!” they will fall dead from 
shock.

AMERICAN PIONEER ARTS AND 
ARTISTS, by Carl W. Drepperd. 
foreword by Rockwell Kent, 172 
pages, page size 744"x%10", very well 
illustrated by original Early Amer- 
ican art works, with a frontispiece 
by an unknown early American ar- 
tist in full color, published by Pond- 
Ekberg Company, Springfield, Mass, 
Price $4.75. 


This is a book for which no extra 
allotments of paper will be requested 
(or allowed, even if requested), but it, 
like a few other books published in 
the last year, is important. It is im- 
portant not alone for its subject mat- 
ter but for the United States history 
written into it. It will not require re- 
production in the hundreds of thous- 
ands to get its message across and 
make its bid for survival “in great 
numbers” and thus fawn on the laws 
of chance. It will live on because it is 
utterly American, which quality will 
endear it even to the latest arrived 
immigrant. 

The foreword by 
dates the book: 

“It is the year 1942... . The 
sun of peace shines nowhere in 
the world today. ... “Lhe cultur- 
al resources of America are as 
varied as the elements of our popula- 
tion and, in respect to its various na- 
tional characteristics, far more endur- 
ing than the human elements that 
have formed the precious ingredients 
of the great melting-pot which is 
America. The arts and crafts of nearly 
all the world are here; and they have 
exerted, and will continue to exert, 
their influence on tne development 
of those arts and crafts which may, 
at last, be claimed as purely na- 
tional.” 

Now Carl Dreppard, author of the 
book, comes on the scene. In these 
chapters Mr. Drepperd gives chapter 
and verse on American Pioneer arts 
and artists:

Pioneer Sculp- 
tures, Carvings, Castings and Plas- 
tics. . . . Poonah, Theorem and Sten- 
cil Pictures... . Folk Art in Amer- 
ica . . . Pattern for the Purposeful 
Collecting of Pioneer American Art. 
Then the book also gives important 
source bibliographies. 

It is in Carl Drepperd’s ‘Post- 
script”, the American equivalent of 
the ancient “colophon” that we find 
his purpose: 


“American citizens, whether in 
business or out of it, emulated na- 
ture in that they were prodigal of 
raw materials and natural resources, 
but were always trying to save the 
one and only commodity for which 
neither nature nor the ingenuity of 
man has found a substitute—TIME. 
Time saving in America went on 
everywhere, and the effort to save 
time made the New England clock- 
makers and chair makers and tin- 
smiths think in terms of mass pro- 
duction, just as it caused the gun- 
smiths of Lancaster, Pennsylvania, 
to think in terms of a cartel that 
enabled any gunsmith to fill any 
order of no matter what size.” 


Drepperd speaks of the early 
American awareness of TIME—that 
it was something within which to get 
many things, and great things, done. 

The last six lines of his book con- 
tain the golden kernels for his read- 
ers’ grindstones: 


“A public thoroughly sold on every 
phase and facet of the American way 
of life, as exemplified by the fruits 
of unlimited opportunity for private 
enterprise and individualistic effort, 
will never be sold on the idea of any 
form of government that predicates 
the end of private enterprise and the 
end of our specific freedoms and 
our priceless right to individuality 
of mind and purpose.”
